PRESIDENT’S MOTHER PASSES AWAY 
AFTER 2 O'CLOCK THIS MORNING, 


Venerable Woman at Last Succum)s 
to the Paralytic Shock Which Laid 
Her Low—Surrounded by Her De- 
voted Son and Other Members of 
the Family, the End Comes Quietly 
and Peacefully—Story of Her Life 
and of Her Last Illness. 


‘Canton, O., Dec. 12.—3:00 a. m.—Mrs. Me- 
Kinley, mother of the President, is dead. 

Mrs. McKinley passed from life at a few 
minutes after 2 o’clock this morning, with 
all of her children and other immediate 
friends at her bedside. She did not suffer 
any in her last hours. 

She gradually passed from the deep palsied 
sleep in which she has rested almost con- 
Stantly for the last ten days Into the sleep 
of death. 

No word could be secured from the house 
for some hours before the dissolution. 
Knocks of reporters as well as those of tele- 
graph messengers were unanswered. At 
2:35 an undertaker was summoned and the 
first publicity given to the death. 

The end was most beautiful in its quiet 
and peacefulness, She seemed to sleep so 
soundly that it was difficult to tell whether 
she had yet breathed her last. This condi- 
tion contigued for half an hour. There was 
no struggle. She seemed to sleep her life 
away. The President and all of her family 
were ®y her side. There were no recogni- 
tions, however. Her last consciousness was 
hours before her final iaking away.

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As a result of the sad death from mush- 
room poisoning of Count Achilles de Vecchi 
the Agricultural de- 
partment has issued 
a bulletin prepared 
by Botanist Covelle, 
in which the rather 
startling statement 
is made that “‘ there is no single test and no 
safe series of tests for poisonous mush- 
rooms. ‘The poisons contained in the various 
species are extremely diverse in their 
physiological effects and their chemical com- 
‘position. Regardihg ‘the suspected species, 
we shall never know the actual facts until 
sdme one has been poisoned by them or until 
experiments are made on animals to ascer- 
tain their physiological effects.” 

The bulletin pays a high tribute to the 
picturesque old colored women who sell 
mushrooms outside the big markets of 
Washington, of whom the botanist says: 
“For those who pu their mushrooms 
instead of gathering them for themselves, 
the judgment of the colored market women 
that a particular species is edible I con- 
sider as safe a guide as the decision of the 
highest botanical authority, not because

At the dawn of day it was felt that the end 
was at hand, for about that time she ex- 
perienced one of the sinking spells common 
to the illness, and for a long time seemcd 
so nearly inanimate that it appeared no 
rally was possible. But the rally came, and 
with it a condition in which she was able to 
take a small amount of liquid nourishment, 
the first she had taken since last Monday. 
This was followed by such peaceful repose 
as to revive the hope, which was realized, 
that she would live through the day. The 
doctcr felt that she would when he saw her 
during the forenoon. In the afternoon an- 
other period of anxiety was experienced by 
the watchers. Another sinking spell camic, 
and for a time it seemed as though it would 
be the last. Since then she continued very 
weak and low. 


The President’s - Vigil. 


President McKinley continued his vigil all 
day, much as he has the preceding days. 
He sat aimost constantly in the sick room, 
and there secured about all the rest he had. 
His attention was almost wholly given to 
the patient, watching intently for the slight- 
est change. He had the newspapers at his 
side, and when the mother rested most 
peacefully he glanced over the columns for 
the news of the day. Late in the afternoon 
he and his wife emerged from the house 
and took a few turns Om the porch for ex- 
ercise and a little fresh air, and a little later 
he and his brother Abner had a similar walk. 
Aside from this he was scarcely out of the 
room. He was kept informed of the affairs 
of state by communications from the White 
House, and, judging from the calis of mes- 
sengers, there were many telegrams of sym- 
pathy and solicitous inquiry being received 
from friends of the mother and son in va- 
rious parts of the country. | 

The fact that the patient had been able 
to take so little nourishment gave rise to 
the fear that death must result from star-. 
vation, if from no other catse, within a 
short time. Concerning this phase of the 
case the doctor said she showed no evidence 
of such a result. Her muscles continued well 
rounded, and she showed little trace of 
emaciation.

Havana, Dec. 11.—It is reported that th 
insurgents under the leader, Rabi, besiege 
for several days the town of Guaymo, near 
Canto. The garrison made a heroic defense 
and the arrival of the Spanish column under 
General Aldave forced the insurgents to 
raise the siege. The loss of the besiegers 
‘was 150 killed or wounded, while the gar- 
rison lost fifty. 

The dry dock which was towed here from 
England, and which sank in the bay a few 
days ago, is still submerged. 

Hipolito Bares Marinack has been ex- 
pelled from Cuba by order of Governor Gen- 
eral Blanco. 

General Bernal, with five battalions, has 
left Havana to carry on operations in the 
direction of Cape San Antonio, Province 
of Pinar del Rio. 


Insurgent Official Killed. 

It is reported officially that near Galindo 
Heights the Spanish troops killed four in- 
surgents, among whom was Ricardo Del- 
gado, the insurgent Inspector General for 
the Province of Matanzas. 

The insurgent forces under General Garcia 
are said to be moving about Datil and Cacao 
in the Bayamo district. 

The insurgents under Genera! Salvador 
Rios, numbering 600 men, are in the neigh- 
Borhood of the plantation Seiba Hueco, 
dighteen miles from the MariZanillo coast, 
and the Spanish force has gone to give them 
battle, , 

The insurgent columns under Mavai Rod- 
yiguez, Raoul Arango, Colonel Arangueren, 
and other chiefs on the night of Dec. 9 
opened fire upon the forts at Guira de 
Melena, whereupon a Spanish column start- 
ed in pursuit and compelled the attacking 
force to retreat to the eastward with pre- 
cipitation. Passing in the neighborhood of 
San Felipe they encamped yesterday at the 
plantation Liusa, Melenadei Sur. 

Parrado’s Havana Campaign. 

General Parrado, accompanied by ex-Min- 
ister Canelejas, conducted the opera- 
tions of four columns of Spanish troops over 
the Caiman, or southeast coast of the Prov- 
ince of Havana. General Marrotos in com- 
mand of a body af troops has been engaged 
with a. band of insurgents, and the official 
report says he defgated them with a loss of 
several men and Westroyed their camp.

MURDER OF UNARMED CUBANS. 


Pacificos Assassinated and Their 
Bodies Displayed and Labeled 
in a Market. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY GEORGE E. BRYEON.] 

Havana, Dec. 8, via Jacksonville, Fia., 
Dec. 11.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. R. Hearst. ] 
—A company of volunteers on Monday mis- 
took for insurgents a party of pacificos who 
: were in the <Ariguanabo swamps, near 
Havana. They were all killed and:taken to 
the market of Santiago los Banos. The 
bodies were exposed near a butcher's stall 
with tickets affixed to them bearing the 
words: ‘“ Meat for sale, carne or mambi”’ 
(beef or rebel). The affair caused great 
indignation among the better class of the 
residents, and the offending paper was re- 
moved by the police, to the great disappoint- 
ment of a howling mob of Spanish soldiers 
and volunteers. 

The Cuban leader, Vega, was captured 
while scouting by Careno, the guerrilla, in 
Pinar del Rio. From reliable news from head- 
quarters of General Diez, the official reports 
of the Spanish victory near Artemisia were 
greatly exaggerated. ‘The insurgents, while 
admitting that they were forced to retire 
before Bernal's force, declare that Ducasse, 
who held the first intrenchment, only fell 
back when he found that he must sacrifice 
many men to remain, After the Spaniards 
gained the leading ridge they halted without 
attempting to hold or follow their advantage. 
The Spanidrds had hardly started to retire 
before the lone star was again floating in 
its old place, and the insurgents have quiet- 
ly rebuilt their camp ag if nothing had hap- 
pened. Such tactics may be crude, but they 


would certainly eed in wearing out any 
force equipped as Spall's-trbeps are. 
Several more Spanish officers and men 


have died from wounds received during 
these operations. Another similar demon- 
stration is being prepared against General 
Nordese and the Cuban force in Havana 
Province. The authorities are becoming 
alarmed for the safety of the men sent to 
offer bribes to Various insurgent leaders to 
induce them to surrender. General Rodri- 
guez has plaini, notified the Spanish offi- 

cers that he will hang any person caught in 
the insurgent camps corrupting his officers 
and men. Twice he has sent these envoys 
back with the message that the extreme 
penalty would be enforced in future. Twelve 
envoys, however, were dispatched in the 
face of these warnings to offer bribes to 
leaders in the western provinces, and the 
news of the hanging of four of them is al- 
ready to hand.

REMOVE EMBARGO ON TOBACCO 


Consul General Lee Secures the Release 
of American Shipments—Export 
Duty to Be Applied. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—A iJispatch 
from Washington says: ‘ Consul General 
Lee telegraphed the State department today 
from Havana that, under orders from Mad- 
rid, the Captain General of Cuba had re- 
moved the embargo against the exportation 
from the island of 1,645 bales of leaf tobacco 
owned by Gustave Salmon & Bro. of New 
York. Only one other American firm, 
Bauridel & Co. of New Orleans, has not had 
the restriction removed from its tobacco, 
but as the evidence in this case is similar 
to that which secured favorable considera- 
tion of the Salmon claims, its release will 
probably be a matter of a shorttime. The 
tobacco of the Salmon and Bauridel firms 
was seized on the ground that it had been 
purchased after Weyler’s decrees of May 
16, 1896, forbidding the exportation of leaf 
tobacco, had been issued. 

Weyler’s prohibition is still in force, but its 
application to United States citizens will 
cease with the release of the Bauridel to- 
bacco. Spain has shown no disposition to 
revoke the embargo so that Spanish sub- 
jects can send their tobacco out of the island, 
but the State department has been informed 
that this may be done simultaneously with 
the imposition of a heavy export duty on all 
tobacco, which. will be quite as effective in 
preventing it from being sent to the United 
States. 


AUTONOMISTS AND REFORMISTS 


Delegates Meet to Consider the Terms 
of Fusion, Which Is Practical- 
ly Accomplished. 


Havana, Dec. 11.—Delegates of the Au- 
tonomist and Reformist parties met today 
to consider the union of the two organtéa- 
tions, and the latter proposed that they 
should have a representation of one-half of 
the Central committee and that all the posts 
in provincial committees should be given to 
the Autonomists. 

The position of Honorary President of the 
proposed new party was offered to the Mar- 
quis Rabell, chairman of the Central corn- 
mittee of the Reformist party, and the act- 
ive Presidency to Don José Maria Galvez, 
the President of the Autonomists. 

Of the four Vice Presidents two will be 
chosen from the Reformists, as will also the 
secretary. Regarding the local committees, 
they will be constituted according tv cir- 
cumstances. The Reformist delegates in- 
formed the Central committee of the party 
of the proposals made and an answer will 
be given through the Marquis Rabell. 

The fusion of the two parties is looked 
upon as an accomplished fact. The success 
of the efforts to establish autonomy in Cuba, 
according to official statements, is assured, 
and it is said that in some parts of the 
island the insurgents will accept the reforms 
offered and surrender to the authorities. 


DEAD AT THE AGE OF 114. 


Colored Woman Dies at Zanesville, O., 
Who Did Not Claim to Know 
George Washington. 


Zanesville, O., Dec. 11,—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Marie James, a colored woman of great 
age, died today at the home of Frank L. 
Brooks. She claimed in life to have been 
114 years of age, and said that she was born 
in South Carolina, and though she could 
neither read nor write her recollection of 
events sustained her claim, She never saw 
George Washington but recollects hearing 
her master tell about his death, She en- 
joyed her second eyesight for thirty years 
and had never been ill until Labor day, 
since which time she had been confined to 
her room. 

Rochester, N. Y., Dec. 11.—[Special.}]— 
Joseph Leiter, a veteran of the war of 1812, 
completes his 100th year today. He is the 
oldest resident of Monroe County, having 
moved here soon after Washington’s death, 
Leiter enlisted under William Wadsworth, 
father. of General Wadsworth, who was 
killed in the Battle of the Wilderness. The 
centenarian says he has constantly been en- 
gaged in outdoor work, and ever since he was 
a mere lad has used whisky and tobacco, 


MACCABEES ARE RESPONSIBLE. 


Kansas City Woman Given $10,000 for 
Injuries to Her Husband in an 
Initiation. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 11.—[Specia].]—A 
jury in the Circuit Court of this cily today 
awarded $10,000 damages to Lenna W:nslow 
in a suit against the Order of the Maccabees 
for injuries sustained four years ago during 
Winslow's initiation into the secrets and 
responsibilities of the society. The evidence 
showed that Winslow was pushed from a 
plank placed about three feet from the floor. 
He was blindfolded at the time and unable 
to protect himself in the fall. One of his 
kidneys was torn from its position and has 
never united. Physicians testified that 
Winslow would never again be able to per- 
form rrofitable physical or mental labor. 
Winslow weighs 140 pounds. It developed 
at the trial that the two guards who gave 
him most of his “ assistance’ during the 
initiation weighed 230 pounds each, and 
while the injury upon which suit was 
brought was the only one of permanent char- 
acter, the candidate said he was otherwise 
badly bruised and used up generaliy. The 
case has attracted much attention among 
secret suciety people. The Judge commend- 
ed the jury for its verdict. 


JONES ISLANDERS MAY WIN. 


Writ of Error in Their Case Is Issued 
by the United States Supreme 
Court. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 11.—[Special. ]— 
The Jones Islanders who are battling for 
their homes dgainst the Illinois Steel com- 
pany may beat the company yet. The 
United States Supreme Court has issued a 
writ of error against the Superior Court of 
this county to certify all the records in the 
case to that body. It was issued in the case 
of Nettie L. Cox against Charles Meyer, 
but as it is similar in every detail to all of 
the other 200 cases pending against the 
islanders much depends onit. The islanders 
set up the claim that the island is not the 
property of the Illinois Steel company, but 
that the land, through an old treaty, ts 
still the property of the United States gOv- 
ernment. The Superior Court and the United 
States District Court said that the islanders 
were stopped from introducing any testi- 
mony on this point, and the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin affirmed this judgment. The 
United States Supreme Court says this was 
an error. The property involved is valued 
at about $350,000. . 


THREE CENT FARES DON’T PAY. 


Detroit Railway, Fails to Meet Its In- 
terest Charges Under the 
Reduced Rate. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 11.—The Evening News 
willseay: “ A report comes to the News from 
a high source, in fact from several sources, 
that the Detroit railway (three-cent fare 
railway line) was unable to meet the interest 
on the bonds when the latest paymen: be- 
came due. 

“ There also comes a reiteration of the re- 
port that Tom L. Johnson declines to keep a 
promise alleged to have been made at the 
time of the so-called consolidation of the 
Citizens’ and the Detroit companies that if 
the Detroit didn’t earn enough above oper- 
ating expenses to pay its bonded interest he 
would see that it was paid.’’ 

The News quotes a business associate of 
Albert Pack, President of the Detroit rail- 
way, as saying that the experiment of three- 
cent fares in Detroit had been a failure.

CLEAR PROOF OF TREASON. 


Paris, Dec. 11.—The Intransigeant an- 
nounces that it has ascertained the real 
story of the Dreyfus affair, which is as fol- 
lows: 

Dreyfus, owing to the anti-Semitic cam- 
paign, determined to leave the French army 
and wrote to Emperor William asking to be 
admitted to the German army with the tame 
rank he held. The Emperor replied through 
the German Embassy that it would be prefer- 
able for Dreyfus to sePfve Germany in the 
post he then occupied. He would be regard- 
ed as a German officer on a mission to 
France. and in the event of war would take 
his rank intheGermanarmy. This Dreyfus 
accepted. 

The Intransigeant says it is informed by 
the military attaché that before the arrest 
of Dreyfus eight letters were stolen from 
the German Embassy. Count von Munster, 
the German Ambassador to France, called 
upon M,. Dupuy, the Premier, to restore the 
letters, declaring that if his demands were 
not complied with he would leave Fiance 
within twenty-four hours. The letters were 
restored, but were first photographed. The 
photographs were submitted at the trial of 
‘Dreyfus for court-martial. Seven of the let- 
ters originated from Dreyfus and eight 
from Emperor William. 


STEAMER SINKS IN MIDOCEAN. 


Sailors of the Etruria Rescue the Crew 
of Twenty-three from the Mill- 
field from Death. 


Queenstown, Dec. 11.—The steamer Etru- 
ria, Captain Ferguson, from New York Dec, 
4 for Liverpool, arrived here today. She 
reports having sighted yesterday 140 miles 
west of Fastnet the British steamer Mill- 
field, Captain Willis, from Baltimore on 
Nov. 28 for Belfast, flying signals of dis- 
tress. The decks of the Millfield were be- 
ing swept by heavy seas, her funnels were 
gone, and she was sinking. The Etruria 
stood by her for twelve hours, during which 
the crew manned a lifeboat. and rescued 
the twenty-three men composing the crew 
of the Millfield. 

The rescued men say the Millfield encoun- 
tered a hurricane on Wednesday last dur- 
ing which a mountainous sea washed over 
the vessel carrying away her bridge and 
boats, flooding the engine-room, and putting 
out her fires. The Millficld’s crew was ex- 
hausted from pumping when rescued by the 
lifeboat ‘of the Etruria. 

The lifeboat of the Etruria was manned 
by First Officer Dodd and nine of the sailors. 
The passengers of the Etruria cheered the 
lifeboat’'s crew on their return from the 
Millfield and presented them with a purse 
of £50. 

Several of the Millfield’s crew were in- 
jured. 

Bristol England, Dec. 1].—The British 
steamer Loanzo, Captain Evans, which 
sailed from Montreal Nov. 23 for this port, 
is ashoré in the Bristol channel. 

New York, Dec. 11.—[Sypecial. }—The North 
German Lloyd steamship H. H. Meier ar- 
rived this morning from Bremen with news 
of what may bea terrible tragedy in mid- 
ocean. Captain Steencken was on the 
bridge of the Meier when a wrecked ship 
was passed in latitude 42° 24’, longitude 
62° 36’. There was not a sign of life aboard 
and the wash of the waves prevented dis- 
covery of her identity. The Meier had gone 
only a few knots further, when the Cap- 
tain saw a second derelict, submerged all 
but her pilot house. The way in which 
this ship lay showed that the hull was just 
beneath the waves. 

The position of the two ships made it 
seem that they had been in collision. This 
could not have occurred many days before, 
as the wreckage looked fresh and not water 
logged. There was no human being or dead 
body on either wreck. The maritime ex- 
change was notified of the matter and in- 
coming skippers will be questioned. 

Havana, Dec. 11.—Captain Mengual of the 
Spanish steamer Miguel M. Pinollos reports 
that in latitude 22° 50’ north, longitude 55° 42’ 
west, he sighted a three masted vessel on 
fire. The vessel was of American construc- 
tion, but its name was not learned. There 
were no signs of a crew on board it. 


KAISER FROWNS ON DUELING. 


It Is His Will That the Practice Should 
Be Diminished in the Ger- 
man Army. 


Berlin, Dec. 11.—During the discussion of 
the budget in the Reichstag today, replying 
to a question as to whether the recent Cabi- 
net order had caused a diminution of duel- 
ing, General von Gossler, the Minister for 
War, said: ° 

“It .s the will of the Emperor that the 
practice of dueling should be diminished. 
Dueling is punishable, and there have been 
only two duels since the order was issued.

Damage of Half a Million to Bus 
iness Houses.

KLONDIKE BOAT IS LAUNCHED. 


Queen Is Christened by Miss 
Violet Lake—Craft Has Many 
Novel Features. 


The steamer Gypsy Queen, the property of 
the Klondike gold mining company of the 
same name, was christened yesterday after- 
noon at the works of the Marine iron works, 
near Clybourn and Southport avenues. All 
the officers of the company were present. 
The ceremonies were brief and informal. 
Violet Lake, the 8-year-old daughter of Vice 


President Willlam H. Lake of the com-

the flames. The big carpet house of John 
and James Dobson, on the north side of 
Chestnut street, above Eighth, was com- 
pletely destroyed within an hour after the 
flames were discovered in the basement of 
the five-story building occupied by the firm. 
The fire was first seen at 9:30 o’clock. 

An alarm was quickly sounded, but before 
the firemen had time to respond the whole 
first floor front was ablaze, and the moment 
the front windows were broken tongues of 
flame shot out and reached to the opposite 
side of the street. Four or five streams of 
water were soon playing on the fire, and 
within ten minutes the flames were appar- 
enily under control, 


Hotel Guests Panic-Stricken. 

The excitement among the guests at the 
various hotels close by the scene of the fire 
was tremendous. All sorts of rumors were 
rife, and the guests, many of them imagining 
that the structures in which they stood were 
on fire, became well-nigh panic-stricken. 
The Continental guests were wild with ex- 
citement, the clanging engine bells and 
dense smoke serving to create consternation 
in the minds of those who had started to 
their rooms, while those in the parlors and 
corridors sought safety in flight. Two 


made a wild rush for the fire escapes, and 
were descending when they were intercept- 
ed by hotel employés and persuaded to go 
back. 

While the excitement was at its height 
Mayor Warwick came into the hotel and 
aided in assuring the guests that they were 
in no immediate danger. The Girard House 
rooms were quickly filled with smoke, and 
when the fire was in full swing Proprietor 
Moore had almost decided that his hotel 
must go too. 

The guests were quickly warned at the 
start, and, with baggage ready for quick 
evacuation, they came into the lower cor- 
ridors. 


General Alarm Is Sounded. 


A general alarm had in the meantime been 
sounded and was promptly responded td. 
The great army of firmen arrived oniy to 
coaclude that their services would nct be 
needed. This impression was short-lived, 
however, for just as the firemen who had 
been fighting the flames on the first floor 
were congratulating themselves there burst 
foxth from the fourth and fifth stories of the 
building a sheet of-/flame. 

The flames fed on the carpets stored on 
the first floor and darted up the elevator 
shaft to the roomg above, all.crowded with 
carpets, and before the firemen could realize 
it the whole structure, with its valuable con- 
tents, was doomed. There was no hope ieft 
for the Dobson Building, and there seemed 
little for the establishment of Sharpless 
Bros. on the east, those of the Common- 
wealth Title, Insurance and Tru€t company 
and the Girard House on the west, and all 
of the surrounding properties. The flames 
by 10 o’clock were slowly but surely eating 
their way through the east and west walls 
of the Dobson Building, while above they 
shot in the air, scattering sparks for 
squares around, 

The firemen were driven back by the 
sheets of flame that shot out into Chestnut 
street, and the ladders had to be abandoned. 
The water tower was then brought into use, 
but its big stream seemed for a long time to 
have no effect upon the flames. 


Falling of the Wall. 

A score or more of firemen had in the 
meantime reached the roof of the four-story 
building of Sharpless Bros. and the roof of 
the Commonwealth Title, Insurance, and 
Trust company, and managed to picy a num- 
ber of effective streams from these points. 
Other firemen climbed upon the roofs of the 
buildings on the opposite side of Chestnut 


street, and managed to throw water from 


these into the Dobson Building. 

All hopes of saving the Dobson establish- 
ment had been abandoned half an Hour be- 
fore, the efforts of the firemen! being di- 
rected to confining the flames there and 
preventing the destruction of the surround- 
ing property. 

This at first seemed an almost hopeless 
task, but after a struggle of an hour, during 
which the side walls of the fourth and fifth 
stories of the Dobson Building feii in, they 
succeeded in the effort. . 


Is by Water. 

The east wall in falling carried part of the 
western roof of the Sharpless Bros. build- 
ing with it, and some of the west wall 
dropped on the roof of the Commonwealth 
Trust company without doing seri dam- 
age. A shower of sparks dropped through 
the hole in the*roof into the Sharpless Bros.’ 
store, but the firemen quickly ran a line of 
hose into the building and prevented the 
spread of the flames to the stock of goods. 
The interior of the store was somewhat 
damaged by water, but the flames were kept 
out of the store. They did not reach the 
bank buildings on the west nor any of the 
buildings on the north side of Jayne street, 
to the south side of which the Dobson Build 
ing ran,

He 
says a mob of 1,000 men has formed and that 
a wholesale lynching is taking place in that 
neighborhood. A courier is expected to ar- 
rive here before midnight. ; 

Brookhaven, Miss., Dec. 11.—Additional 
details of the murder of Mrs. Brown Smith 
and her four children in Lawrence County 
on Wednesday and the subsequent lynching 
of the supposed murderer were received 
today. 

After capturing Charlie Lewis, the alleged 
murderer, the mob placed him alongside of 
several other negroes and asked the little 
girl who was spared by the murderer to pick 
out the one who killed her mother. Ste at 
once pointed to Charlie Lewis. Two hundred 
men armed with shotguns and Winchesters 
surrounded the officers and insisted that they 
give up their prisoner. rown Smith, the 
man whose family was murdered, pleaded 
with the crowd to be patient and not to rush 
hastily into a, thing they might regret. He 
said that while he did not doubt his child’s 
word, yet she was so young that she might 
have been mistaken. 

After parleying for some time the mob, 
under the leadership of a few determined 
men, made a rush for the negro and suc- 
ceeded in getting him from the deputies after 
a nard struggle.

HELD BY A ST. LOUIS COURT. 


Missouri Election Commissioner Not 
Allowed to Escape a Political 
Debt of $1,200. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—A sen- 
Sation was created in local political circles 
today when Judge Klein in the Circuit Court 
ruled against Election Commissioner Hugh 
J. Brady in the suit instituted by the Sedalix 
Board of Trade to recover $1,200, which 
plaintiffs allege they paid Brady to push 
along the capital removal scheme at the 
last State election. The ruling was on a 
demurrer filed by Brady’s attorneys. Brady 
demurred to the petition on the ground that 
the contract to pay him money to be used 
in an election was against public policy. 
Judge Klein overruled his demurrer, holding 
that it was not against public policy for the 
citizens of Sedalia to advertise the merits 
of their town. The case will now be tried on 
its merits. Brady has never denied that he 
received the $1,200, and prior to his appoint- 
ment as Election Commissioner by Governor 
Stephens his enemies sought to make capital 
out of this alleged questionaDle transaction. 

A dive into the treacherous waters of Lake 
Ponchartrain on Sept. 9 last doomed Will- 
iam H. Johnson of St. Louis to live for over 
three months with a broken neck. This 
evening the body of the widely known and 
popular railroad man arrived from New 
Orleans, where he died yesterday mornirg. 
The body was accompanied by the mother, 
who is the widow of Dr. Samuel P. Johnson, 
who was one of St. Louis’ most prominent 
physicians. 

The death of Mrs. Louisa Leppert in this 
city today recalls a strange romance. Her 
husband entered the union army during the 
late rebellion and never returned. After 
waiting for thirty years and obtaining no 
tidings of her missing liege lord Mrs. Lep- 
pert was forced to the conclusion that he had 


been killed in the war. Several months ago ' 
Mrs. Leppert made application for a pension.” 


It was then that she learned for the first 
time that her husband was not dead, but 
was an inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at 
Coiumbus, O. When she learned this she

parent, and if so to endeavor to persuade 
him to return to them. The long absence 
fram his wife and children seemed to have 
made him very indifferent to them, and de- 
spite his son's entreaties he persisted in his 
determination to continue an inmate of the 
home. This was a hard blow to Mrs. Lep- 
pert, and her friends say she died of a broken 
heart. 

An East St. Louis Republican close to the 
national administration said this morning 
that W. H. Powell of Belleville would take 
charge of the office of Collector of Internal 
Revenue in East St. Louis on the Ist of next 
January, when Collector Murphy would re- 
tire. He was President McKinley’s com- 
mandér in the Kanawha Brigade during the 
civil war. The East St. Louis office handles 
nearly $1,000,000 annually. The Collector 
receives a salary of $3,500 and employs half 
a dozen clerks. 

Dr. James O. Ducker, a specialist, of Chi- 
cago, who stands charged with having hired 
a man to throw vitriol in his wife's face to 
destroy her beauty last August, is reported 
to be in a hospital in this city. He is said 
to be suffering from meningitis and epilepsy 
and will not be able to appear in Chicago 
for his trial, which was to take place during 
next week. He was brought here last 
Wednesday from his home in Louisiana, Mo. 

Late tonight the polite made a number of 
important arrests in a boarding-house at 
14023 Pine stret, the prisoners being charged 
with systematically robbing the Adams Ex- 
press company.

DEADLY GAS IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


City Coroner Makes a Startling Dis- 
covery Which Accounts for 
Sixty-six Deaths. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 11.—[Specia!.]— 

The startling discovery has been made that 
the illuminating gas used in this city con- 
tains from 18 to 28 per cent of deadly carbcn 
monoxide. Even if a window is left open in 
a room where the gas is escaping it will not 
save the inmates, as the gas sii:ks to the 
floor. During this year there were sixty- 
six deaths of gas poisoning in this city alone, 
and for the last four years there has been 
an average of a death a week from this 
cause. In England, where the law limits the 
amount of carbon monoxide in gas to 7 per 
cent, there were but three deaths this year 
due to gas. The Coroner held tn quests to- 
day on two gas victims, and censured the 
gas companies in both cases. 
The report of the State Bank Cozimissicn- 
ers, which will soon be published, shows well 
the growth of prosperity.

HELD UP IN A STORE. 


Three Robbed Almost Publicly 
in Halsted Street. 


CASH AND JEWELRY LOST 


Crime Committed Within a Block 
of a Police Station. 


BOTH FIENDS ARE MASKED. 


In the glare of an electric light and in view 
of passers-by, two holdup men robbed three 
men at the int of the pistol in the drug 
store of C. H. Arens, 3400 Halsted street, 
within one block of the Halsted Street Po- 
lice Station, last evening. 

Over $120 in cash, one gold watch, and sev- 
eral pieces of jewelry were secured by the 
thieves, who, after knocking one of their vic- 
tims down and threatening the others, 
backed from the store, rushed past a small 
group of boys and men that had already been 
attracted around the entrance of the store, 
and escaped. 

It was shortly before 8 o’clock when the 
men entered the drug store. Mr. Arens 
was chatting with two friends named Raabe 
and Gugenhagen in the rear of the store. 
Behind the counter was a young man recent- 
ly employed as a clerk. The latter stepped 
forward to wait on the supposed customers, 
when he was suddenly pushed aside and the 
two men rapidly approached the group in 
the rear part of the drug store. 


At the Point of Revolvers. 


‘Hold up your hands,’’ came the com- 
mand, and suddenly two revolvers were 
pointed at Arens and his friends. The rob- 
bers wore black handkerchiefs over the 
lower portion of their faces and assumed un- 
natural tones in their conversation. The 
taller of the two gave his companion a signal 
and the latter walked to the side of Arens, 
who, with his friends, stood with their hands 
in the air in obedience to the first command, 
and proceeded to search his pockets. 

The robber secured $120 and a gold watch 
from Mr. Arens. Raabe and Gugenhagen 
twere next searched, and about $30 taken 
from them. No particular attention was paid 
to the clerk, except that he was ordered to 
get behind the counter and look the other 
way. The boy obeyed. The robbery occu- 
pied not more than five minutes, and after 
the three men had been deprived of all the 
valuables they had in their possession, the 
thugs warned them not to make a sound 
until the front door had been closed. 


Strikes a Blow Across the Head. 


As’ the robbers were half way to the door 
Mr. Arens made a slight movement as ii to 
reach towards the counter for one of the 
heavy weights that lay there. Irstantly 
the taller of the robbers clubbed his revolver 
and jumped towards Arens, striking hima 
blow across the head. The man fell to the 
ficor, and the thieves began again to back 
out of the store cautiously. 

Acording ‘to Mr. Arens fuly 100 persons 
passed by the windows during the few sec- 
onds the robbers were completing their work, 
but none semed to take in the situation 
until just as the robbers began to vack out 
of the store, when half a dozen men and boys 
stopped and began. to gaze through the giass 
doors. Before these few realized what was 
teking place the robbers rushed by them 
with a flourish of revolvgrs, and were lost 
in the @arkness of Thirty-fourth street. 

Then Mr. Arens and his friends began to 
shout for the police. Five minutes later 
half a dozen men from the police station 
around the corner came running to the scene 
of the robbery. No clew to the robbers 
could be found. Lieutenant Homer and half 
a dozen detectives scoured the neighborhood 
for three hours, but failed to get any trace 
of them. 


HE WAKENS TO ACCUSE NINER. 


James Hogan, Freed from Mental Ob- 
livion, Declares the Man Felled 
and Robbed Him. 


After mental oblivion lasting nine days, 
the result of a murderous assault and rob- 
bery committed on the evening of Dec. 
James Hogan, an old settler of South Chi- 
cago, awoke to consciousness on Friday 
night to accuse George Niner of Hegewisch 
of being the man who assaulted and robbed 
him. 

Niner is at present suffering from a bullet 
wound received last Wednesday night in a 
row in the saloon of Cy Nellis, One Hundred 
and Thirty-sixth street and Howard avenue. 
Sergeant McNamara and Patrolman Mc- 
Caully arrested Niner on warrants sworn 
out by Hogan charging assault and battery 

nd robbery. 

Hogan yesterday positively identified Ni- 
ner as the man who waylaid him. He said 
on the night of Dec. 2 he started to go from 
Hegewisch, where he now re des, to visit 
some friends at Hammond. Missing the last 
train on the Chicago and Erie railroad, he 
started to walk the distance. He had $110 
in bills in his pocket. 

When half way between Hegewisch and 
Burnham he encountered a man, whom he 
declares was Niner. This man, as he stepped 
aside. to allow him to pass on the narrow 
walk, struck him a blow over the head with 
some instrument. He fell unconscious to 
the ground, where he lay until found some 
hours later by acquaintances, who assisted 
him to his home. The robber, not content 
with felling his victim, filled his mouth with 
gravel, possibly with the idea of preventing 
a hasty outcry. 

At his home, cared for by wife and family, 
Hogan hovered between life and death for 
several days. When he had passed the 
danger point and the physician said he 
would live his mind yet remained a blank, 
and he could give no account of how he hap- 
pened to be ff the conditicn in which he was 
found. But on Friday afternoon his mem- 
ory suddenly returned and he told the story 
of his encounter.

COMMANDERS WANT TO PAY LITTLE 
FOR MEMORIAL HALL, 


Grand Army Men in Cook County Can- 
not Afford More than a Nominal Sum 
for Maintenance — Resolutions for 
the Negotiators to Read—Hawes and 
Dietrich Have a Conference with 
the Mayor —Thirty-Year Compro- 
mise Seems Likely to Be Effected. 


The Cook County G. A. R. Commanders’ 
association met in the American Express 
Building last evening and adopted resolu- 
tions protesting against the G. A. R, Me- 
morial -association pledging the posts to 
more than a nominal annual payment for the 
care and maintenance of Memorial Hall. In 
accordance with Kirk Hawes’ suggestion, 
free janitor service was included among the 
demands of the G. A. R. people. 

Zeb R. Winslow, Commander of Ulysses 
S. Grant Post 28, presided and the other offi- 
cers, E. P. Murdoch, Vice President, and J. 
A. Pierce, Secretary, were present. 
mander Winslow declared the posts were 
not in a position to pay anything for the use 
of Memorial Hall. Other speakers, referring 
to President Azel F. Hatch’s position, that 
the Library board had no right to appropri- 
ate money for private uses, said warmly 
that money appropriated for the G. A. R. 
was spent for patriotic and public purposes. 
Dr. E. P. Murdoch thought the value of the 
ground given up to the Library board was 
far greater than any sum the board had or 
ever would be called upon to expend for the 
G. A. R. 


Text of the Resolutions. 


.There was a disposition to stand out fora 
demand that the Memorial Association 
Lease committee should insist on a fifty- 
year lease on the terms originally made by 
the G. A. R., but nothing was said of this 
in the resolutions, which were adopted, as 
follows: 

Whereas, The G. A. R. posts of Cook County 
have not the financial ability to pay for heat, 
light, making necessary repairs, or janitor serv- 
ice incident to the expense of caring for Memo- 
rial Hall, the smaller hall, and the ante-rooms in 
the new Library Building; 

Resolved, That the trustees of our said posts, 
the Grand Army Hall and Memorial association 
of Illinois are hereby requested to execute ne 
lease under which the G. A. R. posts will be bound 
to pay more than a mere nominal rental; and be 
it further 

Resolved, That no compact be entered into or 
lease signed prohibiting a G. A. R. post from 
exercising privileges necessary for muster, in- 
stallation of officers, camp-fire meeting, or the 
full and free enjoyment of the post headquarters. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
transmitted to Comrade H. 8. Dietrich, chairman 
of the Lease committee of the G. A. R. Hall and 
Memorial association. 


Asks Names of Dead Members. 


Thanks were voted to the General com- 
mittee of the Gi A. R. posts for work on be- 
half of the free use of Memorial Hall, and 
Charles E. Sinclair requested all posts to 
complete the work of preparing a complete 
list of all dead members that their names 
may be perpetuated in Memorial Hall. He 
wishes these lists to be sent him at 1491 
Perry street before Jan. 1, 1898. 

Kirk Hawes and Colonel Dietrich, repre- 
senting the Memorial association, had a 
conference with the Mayor during the day 
regarding the controversy. No settlement 
of the dispute was reached, although it 
seems likely that the association will ac- 
cept the Mayor's suggestion to compromise 
by accepting a lease for thirty years with 
the understanding that the Library board 
is to light and heat the hall. 

Another conference will be held tomor- 
row. 


ASK PARDON FOR THE BANKERS. 


Southern Illinois Citizens Request the 
Governor to Release Brown and 
Bruner of Metropolis. 


Springfield, il., Dec. 11.—[Special.J—A 
committee of citizens from the southern 
part of the State called upon Governor Tan- 
ner today and presented the claims of Will- 
iam R. Brown and W. P. Bruner, both of 
Metropolis, who were convicted of receiv- 
ing money on deposit when they knew the 
bank: was imsolvent. The case was care- 
fully gone over, the facts were recited, and 
a pardon for the two men was asked. 

The members of the committee present 
were: J. C. Willis, Metropolis; W. P. Halli- 
day, Cairo; Theodore Styer, Golconda: 
State’s Attorney L. M. Bradley, Mound City, 
and W. B. Miller, Cairo. 

Messrs. Brown and Bruner were engaged 
in business as bankers at Metropolis fur 
many yearsS and were very prominent. Dur- 
ing the hard times the institution failed. 
They were indicted for receiving money in 
violation of the banking laws after they 
were aware that the bank was insolvent. 
The two men were convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary indeterminately. They 
are at present out on bond, as the case has 
been appealed to the Supreme Court on a 
writ of error. Pardon is asked on the ground 
that when they accepted the money from 
depositors it was not with intention to de- 
fraud and with no definite knowledge that 
their bank was insolvent. 

Rockville, Ind., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—The 
jury in the case of Charles T. Pritchard, the 
bank cashier charged with receiving a de- 
posit of $75 after he knew his bank was in- 
solvent, returned a verdict of guilty, assess- 
ing a fine of $150 and imprisonment for one 
year. Pritchard operated a private bank at 
Montezuma and the crime was committed in 
October, 1805. On a former trial the jury 
disagreed. Pritchard is widely known 
among Indiana bankers. 


LIFE IS SAVED BY MATCHES. 


Minnesota Farmer Is Rescued from 
Wolves by Striking a Light in 
the Darkness. 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 11.—[Special. j|—A few 
matches saved Thomas McClary from being 
killed by wolves in northern Minnesota yes- 
terday.. He had been across the fields on an 
errand to a farm a mile or two distant, and 
on his return was set upon by a pack of 
fifteen ortwenty of the big gray.brutes.

It acted 
like magic. Being quite dark, the slight 
blaze was sufficient to make considerable 
of a showing, and the result was that the 
brutes were frightened some distance away. 
They followed along the road, however, and 
before McClary had gone a quarter ofa mile 
they were again circling about their hoped 
for victim and came close enough to snap at 
his heels. Again the matches were resorted 
to, and again the ravenous pack was fright- 
ened away temporarily. This was continued 
until McClary reached a house, where he se- 
cured aid and the brutes were fright«ned 
away for good. Mr. McClary’s small siogk 
of matches was entirely exhausted wher: he 
reached the house.

DEATH TO THR THUG. 


West Side Citizens Organize 
to Suppress Robbers. 


WILL ARM FOR THE FRAY 


Holdup Men to Be Shot Down 
Without Hesitation. 


AID TO THE POLICE PLANNED 


The popularity of the West Side as the 
field of operation for the thug is endangered 
by a movement started by citizens there, 
who have decided to take the law into their 
hands and deal out death to the holdup man 
wherever he may happen to be found at his 
chosen work. 

Already half a hundred respectable West 
Side citizens have signed the compact and 
armed themselves with revolvers of large 
caliber, and if is expected that before many 
hours have passed the rolls of the West Side 
Citizens’ Protective association will con- 
tain the names of several hundred deter- 
mined men, each of whom has bound him- 
self to ** shoot to kill.”’ 

The approach of winter, carrying with it 
the usual number of holdups and murderous 
assaults, caused nearly every citizen on the 
West Side to experience a feeling of dread. 
This resulted in a plan for mutual protec- 
tion, which on Thursday night, the date of 
the holdup and shooting of Dr. Moyer and 
John McCosh, assumed definite form. 


Milges Starts the Movement. 


Louis H. Milges, who is connected with a 
lithographing firm at 303 Dearborn street. 
and who resides at 1177 Washington boule- 
vard, himself three times the victim of hold- 
up men, heard of these two shooting affairs. 
He at once called upon several of hia :nti- 
mate friends, some of whom had enioyed 
the experience of looking down the muzzle 
of a revolver and handing over their valu- 
ables, and broached the idea of organizing 
for mutual protection against the thug. On 
Friday afternoon several men met in Mr. 
Milges’ office and discussed plans for or- 
ganization. Yesterday morning fifty names 
were on the list. . 

The plans and scope of ‘the organization, 
which will be known as the West Side Citi- 
zens’ Protective association until a better 
name is degided upon, have been perfected. 
In the hope of securing a fuller membership 
the following advertisement was inserted in 
the afternoon papers: 

CHICAGO BUSINESS-MEN WANT ALL RE- 


spectable citizens to organize with them in pro- 
tecting themselves against thugs and holdup men. 


Will Shoot to Kill. 


Mr. Milges said: “ First of all our plan 
is to shoot to kill, not recklessly, but when 
we are sure of our man. We are citizens 
who are determined to walk unmolested in 
our streets without fear or favor. The laws 
and police seem utterly unable to afford us 
the desired protection, and we have decided 
to take the law into our own hands. Under 
the constitution every citizen has a right to 
carry arms in his own defense. The pur- 
poses of the organization will be also to as- 
sist the police in enforcing the laws against 
vagrants and the like,jand the ratsing of 
funds for the prosecutfon of all sch des- 
perate characters,’’ 

John F. Keating, one of the original mem- 
bers of the association, said he believed the 
. law would uphold any honest citizen who 
shot down a thug. 

“A few killings would have a good effect 
on the thugs of Chicago,”’ said he. “ Asit 
is, the police force is too email to protect the 
citizens, and on the other hand the police 
magistrates are greatly to blame for not in- 
flicting sufficiently heavy punishment on 
such crooks and desperate characters as the 
police bring into court each morning.”’ 


Mayor Harrison Disapproves It. 


Mayor Harrison said: “If a thousand 
West Side citizens band together to shoot 
all who approach them at night there will 
be any number of fatalities, and I greatly 
fear that but few crocks will be among 
the number of injured. Only about one 
man in a dozen knows how and whén to use 
a weapon, and it seems to me that, if the 
new organization becomes a fact, it would 
be dangerous to walk on the West Side 
streets.”’ 

Chief Kipley said: ‘“ While I heartily 
wish that the citizens would do a little 
shooting now and then at the right time, 
yet I fully realize that it would be a dan- 
gerous thing if every man on the West Side 
were armed. Anybody is likely to address 
another on the street or to stop suddenly or 
to walk rapidly up behind another, all of 
which might easily be construed as suspi- 
cious actions, and somebody might be killed 
as a result. On the whole, the scheme is a 
dangerous one and I cannot approve of it. 
The idea of helping the police in the prose- 
cution of offenders is a splendid one, and I 
shall be glad to meet some of the officers of 
the new association.”’ 


Colleran Points Out a Remedy. 


“This idea of shooting people is all 
wrong,’ said Captain Luke Colleran of the 
detective force. ‘* Let these men go to their 
Aledrmen and have a vagrant law put into 
effect whereby the police can get action 
against these thugs and crooks. If we hada 
vagrant law under which we could give a 
desperate character six months in jail we 
would keep every crook in jail the year 
round. As it is, a holdup man gets a $10 fine 
in court, pays it, and goes out and holds 
somebody else up to get his $10 back. A 
fine doesn’t work. A jail sentence is what the 
thugs fear. Ten days in jail means more to 
the criminal than a $100 fine. It is impossible 
to get anything like justice for a holdup 
man, but if we had a good, ironbound vag- 
rant law that would settle the matter. 

‘‘Let THE TRIBUNE advise our friends to 
save the money they would spend for pistols 
and use it in securing able lawyers to frame 
a vagrant law that is a law and that will 
defy the best efforts and pulls of the bail- 
bond shark and.the shyster lawyer.’’ 


SOUTH SIDE FF4ARS THE THUGS. 


Residents in One Quarter Consider It 
Risky to Venture Out Even in 
Daylight. 


It is with a feeling of insecuritg that resi- 
dents in the vicinity of Indiana and Michigan 
avenues, from Twelfth to Sixteenth streets, 
venture from their homes, even in daylight, 
so daring has been the work of thugs, black 
and white. 

Miss Gertrude Best of 1615 Indiana avenue 
yesterday reported that she had been 
robbed by a huge colored man at ll 
a. m. at Sixteenth street and Michigan 
avenue. The highwayman approached 
her noiselessly from behind, and, grip- 
ping her with both arms, bade her be 
quiet. He then reached for her goid-rimmed 
pocketbook, to which she clung while she 
screamed for assistance. With a severe 
wrench. the thief succeeded in gaining the 
pocketbook containing $3, some unposted let- 
ters, andafew trinkets. He then darfed into 
an alley and escaped, though pursued by a 
crowd of men attracted by the young wom- 
an’s calls for help.

FARMERS OF THE NORTHWEST PAY 
THEIR TAXES PROMPTLY. 


Comparatively Few Delinquent Sales 
im the Great Corn and Wheat Statcs 
—Liquidation of Old Accounts—De- 
mand for Land and the Means for 
Its Purchase—Nebraska’s Good Rec- 
ord—Farmers of the.Dakotas En- 
joy Prosperity’s Wave. 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 11.—[Special.j—If the 
taxes Nebraska farmers are paying this 
year in proportion to previous years are to 
be accepted as an evidence of the progress 
of the wave of prosperity the situation in 
this State is improving dally. 

Thus far more taxes have been paid this 
year by $200,000 than in any previous year, 
and in addition delinquent taxes cover- 
ing the last four years have been paid in 
large amounts. The State officials have 
been using an extra clerk this year to at; 
tend to the delinquent taxes alone, th 
amount being so much in excess of previous 
years that the regular channels found it 
impossible to handle it. This is particularly 
true of the extreme western section of the 
State. 

The improvement is more noticeable in 
the rural districts than in the cities, though 
the percentage of taxes paid all over the 
State is 40 per cent greater than at any 
previous period for the same time. 


South Dakota’s Improvement. 


Pierre, 8. D., Dec. 11.—[Special. ]—Farmers 
are paying taxes much more rapidly this 
year than in former years. With a State 
levy of one mill on the dollar less this year 
than for last, the quarterly returns of taxes 
by counties to the State are from 10 to 15 
per cent greater in amount. As another in- 
dication, the delinquent tax lists are much 
smaller than usual—some of them less than 
half the size—and in some townships there 
is not a single sale to advertise. It is safe 
to say that there is 25 per cent difference in ; 
favor of this year as compared with past 
years. 


Prompt Payments in Kansas. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 11.—jSpec.al.]—K4n- 
sas farmers are paying taxes promptly this 
year, more so than they have done for five 
years. Good crops an] prices enable them 
to meet these and other obligatiuns easily. 
Mary farmers whose property was sold for 
taxes are redeeming it. Six months ago a 
number of ccunties were in arrears in the 
payment of State taxes in the sum of $300,- 
000. Of that indebtedness nearly $100.000 
has been paid recently, and the State Treas- 
urer thinks most of it will be paid within a 
year. 


Better Times in North Dakota. 


Bismarck, N. D., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—The 
records of different counties show a more 
prompt and general payment of taxes by 
farmers than for a number of years. Good 
crops and fair prices enable them to pay 
quickly and more fully. Tax sales in prog- 
ress through the State at this time show a 
large attendance and spirited bidding to se- 
cure tax titles tc lands formerly unsought, In- 
dicating a general desire to obtain farm 
lands. 


Iowa Farmers in Good Shape. 


Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 11.—[Special.}]—The 
farmers of Iowa have paid their taxes 
promptly. The annual tax sales this year 
have been small compared with former years. 
There are no taxes due now until Jan. 1, and 


vas these taxes do not become delinquent 


until the 1st of March, there Will be but 
small payments before that time. The 
farmers, in October, when the last taxes 
fell due, were just beginning to feel the re- 
turn of better prices for farm products. 
There is little complaint anywhere of in- 
ability to pay taxes. 


GARDINER G. HUBBARD IS DEAD. 


Well Known 4s a Controlling Spirit in 
the Bell Telephone Company and as 
a Resident of Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Gardiner G. 
Hubbard, a director in the Bell Telephone 
company and well known to public men, 
scientists, and financiers, died at “ Twin 
Oaks,” his suburban residence, this morn- 
ing. His death was due to a complication 
of diseases and to age, he being in his 76th 
year. He had been in poor health for some 
time, but it was not until yesterday that 
his condition became alarming. Mr. Hub- 
bard was of New England ancestry and 
his progenitors occupied a prominent place 
in the history of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

He was born in Boston in 1822 and was 
graduated from Dartmouth in 1841. He then 
entered the law school at Cambridge, and, 
on admission to the bar, practiced law in 
Boston until 1873, when he removed to 
Washington to secure a milder climate. He 
early became interested in the Bell Tele- 
phone, and in 1878 retired from practice 
of the law to devote himself to its inter- 
est. He was the controlling spirit in its 
financial affairs during the next five years. 
After it was introduced successfully in this 
country -he crossed to the old world and or- 
ganized the international, Oriental, and 
other companies. He secured important 
concessions from the Russian governmen?® 
and installed a splendid system in the empire 
of the Czar. His next important service for 
the company was in connection with the 
celebrated Berliner patent, which he _ so 
managed as to prolong greatly the Bell 
company’s control of the telephone field. 


Daniel W. Powers. 


Rochester, N. Y., Dec. 11.—[{Special.]— 
Daniel W. Powers, the banker, died at his 
home here today, aged 79 years. He was 
born at Batavia, N. Y., and began lifein the 
hardware business. He came to Rochester 
when young, was frugal, carefully invested 
his little earnings, and soon engaged in 
banking. The talent of its founder for 
finance has made Powers’ bank a rich and 
stable institution. Mr. Powers erected the 
Commercial Building here, “ Powers’ 
Block,’’ worth $1,000,000, and he established 
the Powers gallery of fine arts, which his 
liberality maintained. It contains a fine 
collection of statuary and paintings, many 
by American artists, and is the pride of 
Rochester. Its patron was generous in char- 
itable projects. He leaves a large estate, 
estimated at from $10,000,000 to 520,000,000. 
Mr. Powers’ son, William Craig Powers, at- 
tracted public attention some time ago by 
marrying a young woman employed in a 
candy store, against his father’s wishes, de- 
gerting her later, and having an affair with 
an English barmaid in London, who sued him 
for breach of promise. 


Thomas Allen. 


Thomas Allen, an old resident of Chi- 
cago, died yesterday afternoon at his home 
in Glencoe at the age of 87 years. Pneumo- 
nia was the immediate cause of his death, 
although for some time he had been in feeble 
health owing to his age. Mr. Allen was 
born at Harpersville, N. Y., in 1811, and 
came ‘here with his family at the age of 25. 
After a short residence in Joliet he moved 
to Chicago and engaged in the construction 
of. the Galena railroad. He subsequently 
was the conductor of the first train that ran 
out of this city on July 4, 1848. Later he en- 
tered the employ of D. J. Ely & Co., whole-

HE CRACKS HER SKULL. 


His Daughter-in-Law 
Away with a Razor. 


THEN SLASHES HIS WRIST. 


Half crazed from drink, Alex Molkinten, 
a laborer, rear of 890 West Polk street, at- 
tempted last night to kill his aged wife. 
Albertina, and then to end his life. Seizing 
a stove shaker, he struck his wife time and 
again over the head, fracturing her skuli 
and beating her face into a mass of con- 
tusions. He next grabbed a razor and 


frightened away his daughter-in-law, who s 


had interfered. Then Molkinten ran to the 
porch, where he drew the razor across his . 
left wrist. 

When the police arrived Mrs. Moikinten 
was unconscious and the old man was nearly 
dead from the loss of blood. The police, 
however, showed him little sympathy, for 
after his wrist was bound up he was bundled 
into a wagon and taken to the County Jalil 
Hospital, where he will be held to await the 
result of his wife’s injuries. Mrs. Molkinten 
was taken to the County Hospital. 

Molkinten, who is 57 yéars of age, has been 
living with his married son, Rudolph Mol- 
kinten. For some time the elder Molkinten 
has done no work, and is described as hav- 
ing had an “ easy” time at the expense of 
his son. 


Wants to Start Something. 


He came home yesterday at 6 o’clock-in a 
half-intoxicated condition. He was surly 
and seemed to be looking for a chance to 
“start something.’ His unfortunate wife 
gave him the opportunity. 

The old man went to the stove and began 
shaking it down. His wife spoke to him, 
saying there was no use in trying to shake 
down the stove any more, as the fire was 
almost out. 

This remark enraged Molkinten. He jerked 
out the stove shaker, a heavy piece of cast 
iron about a foot long, and began beating 
his wife over the head with it. He hit her 
on the head and on the shoulders. The old 
woman fell unconscious at the first blow 
and she might have been killed outright had 
it not been for the interference of his son's 
wife. She begged her father-in-law to desist. 

The old man turned upon her, and, rush- . 
ing to a drawer, secured a razor. This he 
brandished at the younger woman, who fled 
screaming into an adjoining room. 

Molkinten thought that she had gone out- 
side and he ran to the porch. Not finding 
her, he slashed his own wrist with the razor 
and sank down at the top of the stairs. 


Screams for the Police. 


The young woman closed and bolted the 
door so that Molkinten could not get. in. 
She then raised a window and called for 
help. This soon brought the police. 

Medical assistance was hurriedly sum- 
moned, for the old man was evidently bleed- 
ing to death. Dr. Clark dressed his wound 
and said that it was not likely he would die, 
though he had lost a good deal of blood. 
Molkinten was then arrested and booked 
at the Hinman Street Police Station charged 
with attempted murder. The stove shaker 
was taken by the police as evidence against 
him should his wife die. 

Mrs. Molkinten was found to be much 
more seriously hurt. Besides fracturing 
her skull Molkinten had torn one of her 
ears off. The woman suffered severely from 


her injuries, and the doctor said, owing to . 


her advanced age, that was a strong proba- 
bility that she might die. 

-Molkinten and family are Germans. They 
live in the squalid portion of the South- 
west Side, which has been the scene of so 
many wife murders and other crimes. This 
is the fourth attempt at wife murder or 
actual wife murder which has occurred in 
the district in the last three weeks. 


GOES TO PRISON TWENTY YEARS 


Delilah Fails Sentenced for the Murder 
of Jerome Kern—Lighter Penalty 
for Her Accomplice. 


Waverly, Ia., Dec. 11.—[Special.]}—The last 
chapter in the Kern murder case was closed 
today when Will Kern and Delilah Fails 
were brought into court for sentence. At- 
torney E. L. Smalley asked judicial clemen- 
cy, asserting in his plea that Jerome Kern 
had merited his death at the hands of the 
girl he had wronged so many years. Judge 
Clyde sentenced the girl to twenty years’ 
imprisonment in the State penitentiary. 


The court then severely censured Mr. i 


Smalley for his statements regarding the 
murdered man, saying they were contrary 
to all law, which was bound to protect the 
life of every citizen. 

On hearing the sentence the girl swooned 
2nd had to be carried back to the cell, where 
she was with difficulty revived. The case of 
Will Kern was next called. 

His counsel, A. M. Potter, then made an 
eloqifent plea for mercy, which undoubtedly 
moved the court, and. was to some extent re- 
sponsible for the sentence imposed, which 
was twelve years in the penitentiary. Both 
defendants afterwards expressed themselves 
as satisfied with the penalties received, as 
each had anticipated a life sentence.

reaching south, taking in the east side of 
State street and Wabash avenue, not only 
the required number of resident voters can 
be secured, but thé result would produce, 
so it is claimed, a safe Democratic ward. 
Secretary Strain stated, however, that 
some of the lines agreed on might be 
changed. That street may be put into the 
Fifth Ward, so as to run the Second Ward 
across the river. In fact, the start was made 
with the expectation that the committee 
will have to meet a good many dissatisfied 
politicians and concede points to them. 


Doubt as to Its Legality. 


There is some doubt as to whether the 
gerrymander as planned comes within the 
letter of the statute describing the manner 
in which a reapportionment of wards shall 
be made. The law states that where terri- 
tory with a population of 25,000 or more is 
annexed to the city the territory shall con- 
stitute a separate ward. The law is not 
clear as to the limit permitted a ward re- 
garding population where a reapportionment 
is planned, although it provides that the 
population of the wards “ shall be distrib- 
uted as evenly as practicable.” 

Corporation Counsel Thornton has advised 
the committee, it is said, that under the law 
there is practichlly no limit to population 
of the wards in planning a reapportionment, 
and that the new First Ward could be cre- 
ated as planned legally. 

The committee adjourned to meet Tuesday 
afternoon. At that time the Corporation 
Counsel will have his opinion ready as to 
the holdover Aldermen, and the committee 
may then take up the work of redistricting 
the North Side. 


MAY NOT PAY CITY EMPLOYES. 


Controller Waller Announces That the 
Appropriations Cannot Be 
Exceeded. 


City employés may not receive their sala- 
ries until the next annual budget is passed. 
Controller Waller yesterday sent the fol- 
lowing letter to the School board, Public 
Library board, and the heads of all depart- 
ments: 

The City Council recently passed an order di- 
recting the Controller to pay the employés of the 
city prior to the 25th of this month their salaries 
for December. That this may be done it will be 
necessary, if the appropriation for your depart- 
ment would be cverdrawn by such action, to 
have an ordinance passed by the Council at its 
next meeting appropriating such an amount as 
will enable the Controller to pay the bills and 
salaries of your department. I desire to notify 
you that I will not, under any circumstances, pay 
either bills or salaries, the payment of which 
would overdraw the appropriation already made by 
the Council, unless a rew appropfiation shall be 
made to cover the amount necessary. Therefore, I 
suggest that you take immediate action to see 
that such an ordinance, if you find it necessary, 
shall be presented and passed at the next meeting 
of the Council, and thus avoid gmbarrassment. 

The employés of the Board of Education 
received their November salaries yesterday 
by means of the truce between Controller 
Waller, the board, and the Civil Service com- 
mission. When Mr. Waller came to, his 
office yesterday he found the payroll on his 
desk with the indorsement of the Civil Serv- 
ice commission upon it. The indorsement 
did not suit him, because the commission 
had only written it was ‘‘informed’’ the 
rolls were correct. He referred the matter 
to Corporation Counsel Thornton, and it 
was upon his advice that the employés were 
paid, 

Attorney D. L. Morrill of the Board of 
Education showed a letter from Adolf Kraus 
which said the commission did not consider 
that he had made any binding concession 
in allowing them to pass upon the payroll 
in this instance. He said that he had merely 
made a temporary arrangement by which 
the employés could get their money, with 
the understanding that it should have no 
effect upon the legal proceedings now pend- 
ing. 

The formal order in the mandamus pro- 
ceeding against the board was entered yes- 
terday before Judge Tuley. The order pro- 
‘vides for an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and notice was served on the commission of 
the appeal.

Chicago Bankers’ Club Listens 
to Engineer Randolph. 


JAMES H. ECKELS SPEAKS. 
. 


Big Ditch Is a Monument to the 
City’s Enterprise. 


FIGURES OF THE WORK DONE. 


That in the drainage canal Chicago has 
on its hands the greatest financialénterprise 
of the age was the opinion expresed last 
night at the monthly meeting of the Chicago 
Bankers’ club by no less a financial author- 
ity than James H. Eckels, Controller cf tie 
Currency. 

Mr. Eckels was a guest of the club at its 
dinner in Kinsley’s. He had left Washing- 
ton for a few days to enjoy a rest at his 
home in Ottawa. He left Ottawa in the 
afternoon to attend the banquet and hear 
Chief Engineer of the sanitary district, 
Isham Randolph, lecture about the “ ditch ”’ 
which had been for so long the bitter bone 
of contention between Chicago, which is 
to be his new home, and Ottawa, which was 
his old home, and the leading city of the 
valley opposition to the canal. 

Engineer Randolph illustrated his lecture 
by stereopticon slides, showing the vast 
depth and breadth of the miles of excavat- 
ing and cutting through the alluvial depos- 
its and solid rock. 


Talks of the Canal. 


“In this political, physical, financial, and 
constructive work which defies history to 
surpass,’ he said, “ there has been an ecx- 
cuvation of 26,261,815 cubic yards of giaclal 
drift and 12,006,984 cubic yards of solid 
rock, or an aggregate of 38,268,790 cubic 
yards, to which must be added the miaterial 
excavated from the river diversion; glacial 
drift, 1,800,074 cubic yards; solid rock, 258,- 
669 cubic yards; total river diversion, 2,064,- 
743; grand total main channel and river di- 
version, 40,333,542 cubic yards. All of this 
work is now under contract, and in addi- 
tion thereto 384,958 cubic yards of retaining 
wall. The retaining wall ts all to be laid 
in cement mortar. The rock when broken 
up expands about 80 per cent, and there- 
fore the volume of the rock spoil banks 
will be nearly 22,078,009 cubic yards.”’ 

* The whole cost of the work under con- 
tract, including construction, right ot way, 
cost of administration, bonds, etc., is al- 
ready $21,849,000. 

At the close of Mr. Randolph's lecture 
Controller Eckels, being invited by his bank- 
er friends, Was called on to speak. 


Mr. Eckels’ Remarks. 

He said: 

“It has been some time since I have had

‘Through this enterprise and greatest un-

| ‘Will Construct a 300-Foot Wharf and 
Save Money by Receiving Freight 
by Boat. 


Bids were received yesterday for a 300- 
foot dock to be built by the Chicago City 
railway company on the east side of the 
South Branch of the river just north of 
where Archer avenue crosses the stream.

SMALL CIRCUIT SOON RESUMED. 


David Putts, fireman, barely escaped death 
and was severely injured by the bursting 
of a boiler head in the power plant of the 
La Grange Water and Electric Light works 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Another 
. fireman, Frederick Lick, had a narrow és- 
cape. As a result of the accident the vil- 

f La Grange, Grossdale, and East and 
Weét Grossdale were in darkness from 5 
_ paniil 9 o’clock. 
Nat a single street light was geen in La 
mai e, and the villages dependent upon it 
for illumination and many residences 
usually brilliantly lighted with incandescent 
Jamps were in gloom. Lamps and candles 


+ - Swere resurrected from closets and cellars 


and some of the windows were faintly 
aglow, but many remained dark until the 
_@amage was repaired. 

Business houses were the worst sufferers. 
Late shoppers had to buy their roasts and 
turkeys by the light of small lamps hastily 
filled, and clerks were obliged to tneasure 

goods in some instances under the rays 
_ @f old-fashioned lanterns. 


Club Gets a Late Light. 


A large social gathering was scheduled for 
the La Grange club, and it was with diffi- 
culty that one small dynamo was got run- 
ning about 7 o’clock in order that the busi- 
ness district and the club might be lighted. 

The loss to the company will be $1,200. The 


Pp: plant is a substantial brick building in Stone 


avenue, at the foot of Elm street. The 
south half of the structure is given over to 
_ the electric dynamos and other machinery. 
The boilers are located in the north half, the 
water works boilers being on the west and 
the boilers supplying power for the dynamos 
on the east side of the room. This arrange- 
ment dated from last spring, when the com- 
pany entered into a contract to supply elec- 
tric light to the near-by villages mentioned. 
It was one of the new boilers in the east 
widé of the room that was rendered unserv- 
iceable by the bursting of the boiler head. 


Fireman’s Life Is Saved. 


Putts had just finished firing the new 
boilers when the accident happened. He 
was standing in the doorway to get a 
breath of fresh air and this saved his life. 

The explosion shook t building and 
@eaused the ground totremble. The head of 

ihe exploding boiler was hurled through the 
gnasonry of the boiler-room. It tore a large 
hole in the wall and fell in the yard without. 
The boiler head weighed 500 pounds, and 
Putts was standing in front of it less than 
half a minute before it was blown off. 
Frederick Lick, another fireman, had a 
narrow escape. He was shoveling coal into 
the furnace directly under the boiler head 
exploded, and the heavy piece of iron 
blown directly over his head and 
hrough the wall.

WILL RUN A SINGLE CAR DAILY. 


Chicago City Railway Holding Right 
of Way on a Block in Van 
Buren Street. 


When pedestrians at State and Van Buren 
streets last evening saw a street car drawn 
by two horses turn from Wabash avenue into 
Van Buren street and start westward toward 
State street, they thought there was going 
to be trouble, and crowds of them stopped 
to see what would be the outcome. The 
street car, which is known in the catalogue 
of the Chicago City railway company’s roll- 
ing stock as No. 2075, proceeded leisurely 
along the tracks from Wabash to State 
street, crossed State street, and halted be- 
side a car belonging to the West Side Street 
Tailway company, and wearing the sign: 
“Twelfth street.”” This was the nearest ap- 
proach to a conflict.

BRICK IN A COMBINE 


Forty-four Local Companies 
Merged Into One. 


LORIMER IS A DIRECTOR. 


| Capacity of United Concerns One 


Billion Annually. 


PURINGTON THE PRESIDENT. 


Fortyfour Cook County brick manu- 
facturers were merged into one big corpora- 
tion at a: meeting in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building yesterday. The yards con- 
trolled by the Cook County Brick company 
have a capacity of 1,000,000,000 brick annu- 
ally. Last year the concerns now combined 
placed 300,000,000 brick on the market.

To Prevent Ruinous Competition. 


These are all large manufacturers of com- 
mon brick. It is said the purpose of the new 
company is to keep up prices and prevent 
ruinous competition. The new organization 
has leased all the yards in Cook County, 
but, it is said, it is not the intention to shut 
down any of them or limit in any Way the 
production of the yards. It is asserted that 
the firm or corporation may sell as many 
bricks as it pleases, but for each 1,000 bricks 
made the company must pay a stipulated 
amount into the general treasury of the new 
corporation, It is maintained that, under 
the old system, the cutting of rates has been 
of such frequent occurrence that none of 
the manufacturers has been able to make 
any money during the last season, not- 
withstanding the output of the last year was 
unusually large. 


Lorimer One of the Promoters. 


Congressman Lorimer is one of the pro- 
moters of the new company. 

The largest companies in the combine 
nearly all have their offices in the Chamber 
of Commerce Building, contiguous to the 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange. The com- 
pany will open offices next week in this 
building, and Secretary Harland will be in 
the office during regular business hours. 

One of the agreements of the company is 
to employ only @ion labor in the respective 
yards. 


NO MONEY IS LEFT FOR JURORS. 


Annual Appropriation of $225,000 Ex- 
hausted—Shortage Due to Ex- 
travagance. 


The County Controller announced yester- 
day it would be necessary to stop paying 
jugor and witness fees after next Thursday. 
The appropriation of $225,000 made by the 
County board has been exhausted, and no 
more.funds will be available until after Jan. 
1, 1898. Deputy Monaghan estimates that 
$13,000 more is needed to finish the year. 

The shorage is attributed to two causes. 
It is said to be due to the increased extrava- 
gance of the Judges of the courts in the use 
of jurors, and to the additional burden laid 
on the county by the enactment of the new 
jury commission law. The expenses of the 
commission, which amount to $1,200 a month, 
have been paid out of the fund set apart for 
jury service and witness fees. There is now 
left of the fund, according to the Controller, 
$4,000. This will be paid out in the ordinary 
course of business the first three days of 
next week. Of the’$225,000 appropriated for 
1897 by the County board $5,000 has been paid 
out in witness fees. The Jury commission 
has been in existence four months, and its 
payroll has amounted to $4,800. This leaves 
the expense of jurors’ fees for the year at 
approximately $110,000. 

It is claimed it was formerly the custom 
to have a good-sized balance at the end of the 
year in the jury appropriation, but for the 
last three years this has not been the case. 
Instead of making a panel of eighteen men 
serve for one court, it is said the Judges in- 
sist upon keeping on the payrolls two full 
juries of twelve men. When a fury Is select- 
ed the remaining twelve, it is said, are ex- 
cused for the day and allowed to go home, 
but are paid for their time. Another source 
of expense and abuse, it is claimed, is the 
number of, excuses that are permitted. 


NO FAITH IN SMITH’S INVENTION 


Commissioner McGann and A. T. Toolen 
Discuss the Moline Man’s 
Scheme. 


City Hall officials who have.made a study 
of the garbage problem do not take any 
stock in the alleged invention of Charles W. 
Smith, who has been experimenting at Mo- 
line, Ill., and who declares he can convert 
soft coal into hard coal and otherwise per- 
form wonders in conntction with the burn- 
ing of garbage. 

**I gave the Moline article slight atten- 
tion,”’ said Commissioner McGann. “ There 
is nothing unreasonable about Smith's state- 
ment that he can secure gas, tar, and am- 
monia from the refuse of garbage, but 
whether the burning of garbage can be made 
commercially profitable I do not know.”’ The 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Works, A. J. 
Toolen, has made a study of coai. “ I think 
any claim that soft coal can be iurned 
into hard coal by an artificial method is 
ridiculous,’”’ said Mr. Toolen. “‘ It is hard to 
believe that. chemical science can do ina 
few hours what it has taken nature’s al- 
chemy millicns of years to do. at least I 
woul consider it nonsensical to say that any 
such an alleged discovery could be applied 
profitably from a commercial standpoint. 
There are three coals now on the market 
which are in the transition stage between 
hard and soft coal. They are the Pocahon- 
tas, Maryland smokeless, and New River 
brands: These coals are neither hard nor 
soft, but are betweenthetwo. Asto getting 
of gas from burned garbage, that is the

Dooley, a New Hand at the Game, Pro- 
duces Amusement for the Crowd—

Boxing, good, bad, and indifferent, was 
seen at the Chicago Athletic association last 
night. The most of it was good, but one 
bout—that between Sicloff and Dooley—was 
a first-class farce comedy in the fighting 
line. Sileloff finished up his opponent in 
short order. 

It was altogether the picturesque feature 
of the evening—or at least Dooley was. He 
is about six feet tall and weighs in the neigh- 
borhood of 130 pounds. His legs do not vary 
in size from the ankle to the thigh joint, 
and his trunk is lithe and sinewy in propor- 
tion. It seemed to the spectators as if a good 
blow or two would break him in two. We 
stood up, flourished his arms a little bit, met 
Sieloff, sat down hard after BSieloff had 
pushed his mitt hard into his face three or 
four times, and lost his fight. To the gpec- 
tators it wa’ a question whether the force 
with which he sat down or Sieloff’s blows 
were the cause of his loss. The appearance 
of this new fighter caused a roar of merri- 
ment, and when he lit hard in a sitting posi- 
tion the crowd yelled at the spectacle. 

This was the second bout, and it was pre- 
ceded by a fight’in which Lambert of Daven- 
port was defeated by Friede of St. Louis. 
Friede wore his hair long and looked like a 
college football player. The men met at 
135 pounds. Frank Garrard was referee and 
the fight wad for six rounds. 

Fred Stone acted as master of ceremonies 
and called the men together at 8:30. In the 
very first round they went at each other 
hammer and tongs and punched right and 
left. Lambert did fair work in this round, 
but in the next got a punch which took a 
good portion of the skin off the bridge of his 
nose, and Friede battered away at him and 
received a few good jolts in the neck and 
breast. Lambert slipped in one rush and 
fell to his knees. 

Lambert started out pretty well in the 
third, but slipped again. Friede began some 
hard hitting and landed some stiff punches 
on his opponent’s head and neck, but gota 
few in return on the neck and body. In the 
fourth round both men went to work hard, 
but Lambert gave out, and, after receiving 


blows in the stomach, was taken sick and 


Friede was awarded the bout. Lambert 
wanted another try after he hm@ recovered 
from the nausea which affected him, but it 
was too late. Friede’s body blows were, as 
a rule, low, and he should have been cau- 
tioned. 

Next came the funny affair in which the 
passing of Dooley occurred. He stepped 
into the ring wrapped in a long overcoat, 
which did not expose his physique, but when 
his outer covering was removed and his 
wraithlike form appeared the fun began. 

Powers gave the crowd a surprise in the 
next go and got a draw from Douglas of St. 
Louis. The men were matched at 150 pounds 
and fought four rounds. Powers began lead- 
ing for his opponent’s face and succeeded in 
landing some good ones, while Douglas 
played for his antagonist’s wind and hit him 
some pretty hard blows on the body. Powers 
did good work in the second with his left, 
while Douglas continued his play for the 
wind. It was a pretty even round, with a 
lively exchange of blows. 

Powers seemed a little tired in the rhird, 
but kept up his good work, although Douglas 
landed heavily on his body several times. 
Douglas’ nose was bleeding freely and both 
men were covered with blood as a result of 
mixups in the last round. They had it hot 
and heavy, and the referee called it a draw, 
although it was not acceptable to many of 
the crowd, who yelled loudly for Powers.

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| WAUKEGAN FOR ARMOR PLANT. 


Probable That 160 Acres of Land Will 
Be Offered to the Government 
for a Site. 


The. Executive committee of the North 
Waukegan Harbor and Dock association 
yesterday agreed to recommend to the stock- 
holders that 160 acres of land facing the Jake 
shore be given to the government, providing 
Uncle Sam’s big armor plate works be lo- 
cated there.

Distinguished Author and Scientist, 
Aged 78, Tells How He Fell in 
Love with Mrs. Shibley.

New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.J—A special 
from Washington says back of the an- 
nouncement of the engagement of Alexan- 
der Melville Bell to Mrs. H. G. Shibley there 
lies a real old-time romance.

HOW HE MAKES HARD COAL. 


Inventor Smith Describes the Process 
of Converting Bituminous Fuel 
Into Good Snthracite. 


Moline, Ill., Dec, 11.—[Special.]—The proc- 
ess by which Inventor Charles W. Smith pro- 
poses to produce hard coal, etc,, from soft 
coal, sawdust, and garbage was disclosed for 
the first timetoday. Toa correspondent Mr. 
Smith said: 

‘* My patent covers a furnace and its work- 
ings, whereby I take any kind of bituminous 
coal, feed it-into my furnace through a hop- 
per at the top, and turn out of the furnacea 
product the equivalent of the best grades of 
anthracite coal. The furnace may be of any 
size from sixteen feet in diameter upwards. 
A furnace sixteen feet in diameter will con- 
sume from fifty to seventy-five tons of soft 
coal a day and turn out a product of thirty 
to thirty-six tons of anthracite coal. 

* The furnace is a round, corrugated, slop- 
ing hearth, in the center of which is a re- 
volving shaft, to which arms are attached 
having iron brushes. The coal as fed through 
the hopper falls upon the hearth, where it 
strikes a temperature of 700 degrees. The 
coal is then slowly stirred and gradually 
forced downward, undergoing various de- 
grees of heat, but not sufficient to cause de- 
composition. It takes from thirty to ninety 
minutes for-it to pass from the hopper to the 
cooling bins below, where it remains until it 
can be taken out without igniting. 

**The product at this stage is about the con- 
sistency of corn meal and is jet bldck, From 
the cooling bin it passes into the mixer, 
where it is subjected to an increased heat 
and there treated witha ‘ binder,’ and be- 
ing thcroughly mixed it goes into a com- 
pressor, under pressure of 1,200 to 2,000 
pounds per square inch. It is then turned 
out in ‘eggets’ of various sizes and sort- 
ed, when it is practically anthracite coal] and 
ready for use. 

“The compressor works automatically 
and needs no care. While the soft coal is in 
the furnace I extract the gas, which is 
utilized for fuel. I also estimate the sul- 
phur, together with tar, water, ammonia, 
and creosote. It requires only about two 
tons of soft coal to start the furnace, the 
gas generated furnishing the fuel required 
afterwards, together with an excess of sev- 
eral thousand cubic feet per day. Using 
slack coal costing $1 a ton, from fifty tons 
I can furnish about thirty tons ‘ eggalite,’ 
fully equal: to regular anthracite. This 
product has been thoroughly tested in 
stoves, ranges, and furnaces, and is fully 
equal to the best grades of hard coal. The 
product is not coke in any sense of the 
word.” 

City Marshal Kittilsen corroborates Mr. 
Smith's statement as to the burning quali- 
ties of his **‘ eggalite’’ and the availability 
of the furnace for consuming garbage, as 
described in yesterday’s dispatch. There 
seems to be no question that Mr. Smith has 
solved the problems of cheap fuel, garbage, 
and the smoke nuisance. He will put inh 
good size sample plant in Moline in a few 
weeks, and probably a plant for the manu- 
facture of his furnaces.

ALL WATER ROUTE TO YUKON. 


Leaders of the Warmlots Party from 
Chicago Tell of the Easy Trip to 
Fort Resolution. 


Calgary, N. W. T., Dec. 11.—L. Warmolts 
of Chicago, leader of the Warmolts overland 
expedition to the Yukon, accompanied by 
Edward Bock, arrived here tonight from 
Fort Resolution on Great Slave Lake, 1,200 
miles north of Calgary, where the rest of 
the party of twelve in number are camped 
for the winter in a substantial building be- 
longing to the Hudson Bay company. The 
Warmolts expedition left Chicago on Aug. 
25 and reached Fort Resolution Oct. 12, go- 
ing down the Athabasca River and Slave 
Laketin boats, which took ten days to build. 
Warmolts and Bock are returning to Chicago 
until spring, when they will return with 
Warmolts’ three small children and addi- 
tional suppHes to join their friends at Fort 
Resolution, wham they report to be happy 
and well, with lots of provisions, including 
fresh moose meat and the best of whitefish. 

The trip to Fort Resolution was made 
without accident and the party is emphatic 
in its opinion that the all-Canadian water 
route is not only practicable but the easiest 
and cheapest route of all. When told that 
derogatory reports had appeared in Chicago 
concerning the Edmonton route Warmolts 
and Bock were indignant. They say that 
any man who condemns the Edmonton route 
in the way Fred Merriweather and W. 
A. Forte are reported to have done 
does, not base his remarks on facts. On their 
return trip Warmolts and Bock walked from 
Fort Resolution to Fort Smith, 225 miles, 
packing their provisions with the assistance 
of an Indian. The whole distance from Fort 
Resolution to Calgary, some 1,200 miles, was 
covered in thirty-one days actual traveling, 
seventy days boing spent In Hudson Bay 
forts and in hunting bear and moose and 
other animals. They camped out every 
night without either tents or sleeping bags, 
and slept comfortably with nothing,but their 
blankets in 45° below Zero. 

They report having passed several bars on 
the river where $10 a day per man could be 
made with hard work, but as their destina- 
tion is the head waters of the Peel River, 
they did not stop. People along the route, 
Hudson Bay officers, Indians, and half- 
breeds, all ated the Kliondikers well and 
gave them every assistance.

London, Dec. 11.—(Copyright, 1897, by the 
New York Tribune.]—A great calm has set- 
tied upon the face of the waters at home and 
abroad. In Austria it isa pause electric with 
suspicion of impending revolution, for Par- 
liamentary government has broken duwn. 
It is only by means of absolutism that the 
financial votes can be enforced and the com- 
promise of 1867 maintained. To the Austrian 
crisis may be added a Hungarian crisis, since 
the bill for prolonging the Ausgreich can be 
successfully obstructed, and an imperial 
coup d'état may be necessary in Buda- 
Pesth as well as in Vienna. Whether a 
double exercise of absolute authority can be 
practiced without extreme peril to the mon- 
archy is the question which the Emperor is 
now compelled to consider, after a long reign 
passed: in experimenting with one compro- 
mise after another for reconciling the jeal- 
ousies of hostile races. 

In France there ts also a momentary calm 
after the overwrought excitement over the 
Dreyfus-Esterhazy scandal. The press hos- 
tilities have abated and the outbreaks of 
students are not serious. The effort to make 
political use of the secret procedure of mili- 
tary trials has failed. Although many mys- 
teries remain unrevealed, trial by newspaper 
has condemned itself as more scandalous 
than the worst abuses of secret tribunals. 


German Policies in Asia. 

In Germany there is a temporary lull in 
the development of the Emperor’s new 
policies in Asia, since China, by conceding 
every demand, has left slight ground for the 
continuance of naval preparations. Bis- 
marck’s gospel of *“‘ Beati Possidentes ”’ nas 

_not been preached in vain; a second squadron 
will sail with a full stock of munitions of 
war, and the occupation of the territory? 
will continue until the naval votes are car- 
ried and Chinese promises have been re- 
deemed. 

The English press affects much amuse- 
ment over the Emperor’s ambitious design 
to found a worldwide empire, and severai 
journals comment sarcastically on the ru- 

rs that a heavy insurance has been ei~ 
ected on the life of Prince Henry of Prus- 
la ,jthe Emperor's hostage to fortune, who 
will command the German force in Chinese 
waters. They are slow to perceive that the 

Emepror understands Germany and has 
much ability. 


Rumor Mongers Busy in England. 

In England there is hardly a ripple on the 
surface of politics. The rumor mongers have 
been in such desperate straits that they have 
been reconstructing the Cabinet. The first 
version was that Lerd Hamilton, in conse- 
quence of his extreme views in favor of the 
“forward ”’ policy in India, would be forced 
to abandon the Cabinet, and that Lord 
Lansdowne, who felt unequal to the work 
of the War office, would succeed him in the 
India office. As Lord George was himself 
consigned to India as Viceroy, where his 
forward policies would be more dangerous 
than in the India office. this story success- 
fully refuted itself. Lord Lansdowne has 
also discouraged the gossips by making a 
long speech on military service and proving 
that he knows the details of army reorgan- 
ization. and that his heart is in his work. 

The Second scheme of Cabinet revision 
was produced when the bottom had been 
knogked out of the earlier rumors. This was 
based on the retirement of Lord Salisbury 
from the Foreign office in consequence of 
overwork and ill-health. 


Salisbury’s Health Is Unimpaired. 

Lady Salisbury, it is true. has become a 
confirmed invalid, and her husband is un- 
ceasing in his attentions to her. but his ow 
health is vigorous. as has recently been 
shown by his speaking for over an hour in 
Albert Hall.

President McKinley’s message with faint | 


praise or fine irony. The weekly press takes 
up today the parable of the daily press. The 
Spectator finds the message ‘‘ wordy and 
lacking in definiteness and nerve.’ The 
Speaker considers it ‘‘ satisfactory on the 
Cuban question, but deficient in evidence 
that President McKinley intends to deal 
earnestly with the currency question. The 

Jconomist is too well informed not to admit 
that ‘“‘ the deficit may be explained by the 
excessive importations made in advance of 
the passage of the Dingley tariff,’’ but it 
considers the prospect of currency reform 
hopeless, although it discusses Secretary 
Gage’s plan critically and approves it with 
certain reservations. 

The truth seems to be that President Mc- 
Kinley, as a thoroughgoing protectionist, is 
distrusted in England and that his creden- 
tials as a currency reformer are compro- 
mised by his record as a persistent advocate 
of characteristic American policies. Eng- 
lish journals refuse to believe that a states- 
man who has strenuously opposed the free 
trade system can be really in earnest about 
currency reform or sound and reasonzbie 
in his ideas of-finance. Their logic nizy be 
faulty, but their prejudice is natural and 
ougnt not to surprise Americans who re- 
member that the same English press had not 
a single word to say in praise of Lincoln 
until he was in his grave. Moreover, it must 
never be forgotton that the English press 
does not faithfully represent English opin- 
ion. 

In censorious criticism on American affairs 
the English people are far more sympathetic 
and just than their press in the treatment 
of American questions. A fine proof of their 
friendliness was offered a few nights ago, 
when a large audience of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society, assembled to welcome 
Lieutenant Peary, cheered for two minutes 
the picture of his northernmost signa!, two 
American flags, flashed in colors on the 
screen. 


Labor Situation Is Perplexing. 


While English financial experts lay much 
stress upon the Treasury deficit and the pos- 
sibility of a Fall River cotton strike, they 
have ample reasons for being; preoccupied 
with the perplexities of their Own situation. 
England has ceased to be a creditor nation 
so far as American is concerned, and when 
the steadily increasing balance of trade is 
critically examined there is ground for sober 
reflection, as some of the mest candid 
writers admit. Good times have passed, and 
the competition of Germany and America 
is causing widespread uneasiness among 
ironmasters and cotton manufacturers. The 
situation must be serious when employers 
ere deliberately planning the destruction of 
trades unionism as a policy of self-defense 
for English industries against foreign com- 
petition. 

Mr. John Burns sums up the crisis in the 
engineering trade when he declares that the 
men must either submit to the hard terms 
dictated by employers or raise $75,000 week- 
ly for supporting the strike for the next six 
months. The men will probably go back to 
work, sullen and discontented. 

The railway servants do not dare to go on 
with their proposed strike, and the cotton 
operatives’ revolt in Lancashire also hangs 
fire. Trades unionism has received in the 
engineering strike a staggering blow, and 
English employers seem implicable. Many 
of the most influential associations of em- 
ployers are bent upon paralyzing it alito- 
gether, and the trades unions themselves ap- 
pear to be meditating self-destruction.

The construction of this lordly pleasure 

house has been interrupted because the 
Countess, acting by the advice of her rela- 

tives, declined to give anything more toward 

the enormous funds nééessary for its coim- 

pletion on the scale of grandeur projected 

by her husband. The outlay on costly 

marbles alone is said to be fabulous. It was 

proposed that the palace should include a 

theater gorgeously decorated by the prin- 

cipal living artists and provided with all the 
most perfect modern scenic appointments 

and an auditorium large enough to seat 500 

guests. 


Mania for Money-Spending. 


The extravagance of Count Boni in all 
possible directions amount really to a 
mania. Everything he gets must be sev- 
eral degrces more costly and rare than 
is possessed even by his wealthiest friends. 
It would take the wealth of Monte Christo 
to satiate his passion for throwing away 
money. Except that he is rafher worthless 
and utterly conceited, nothing beyond idiotic 
extravagance is alleged against him. Much 
sympathy is felt with the Countess in the 
unfortunate marriage into which the glitter 
of a great title and the glamour of a famous 
family drew her. She is naturally quiet, 
retiring, and amiable, without any apparent 
desire:to take advantage of the social posi- 
tion which her fortune has secured for her. 
She is, in fact, rather a lay figure in the 
Castellane household, and the financial de- 
mands of her husband must have been 
startling !ndeed when she was spurred to 
resist them. The talk of separation is re- 
garded by friends of the family more as a 
last attempt to put the screws on Count 
Boni by frightening him into putting a curb 
on his expenditures than a serious project, 
but all the same he is so devoid of sense and 
£0 monstrously vain that the ultimate crash 
cannot be averted very long. 


Tod Sloan’s Turf Plans. 


How large is the space filled by Tod Sloan 
in the English racing firmament is evi- 
denced by the unprecedented amount of 
gossip concerning him and his plans pub- 
tished in the sporting press, although he 
stated positively the other evening that he 
was bound for American as soon as possible. 
A story nas since been published here chat 
he is negotiating with Mr. Fleischmann to 
release him from his American engagements 
for next scason so he may ride here. Sloan 
says he makes $75,000 a year in the United 
States, while one of the first sporting au- 
thorities in England told me today that 
Sloan could not possibly earn more than 
$55,000 on the Engiish turf per season. ‘The 
question is therefore whether Sloan is so 
ambitious to ride in the colors of royalties, 
Dnkes, and Earls that he would make a sac- 
rifice of half his income on that account. 
Sloan’s friends laugh at the suggestion. 


Society’s Worship of Wealth. 

Lord Charles Beresford has created an 
unpleasant sensation in the highest social 
circles of England by a characteristically 
courageous denunciation of society’s shame- 
less worship of wealth above all things. 
Speaking at the Vagabond club’s annua! din- 
ner, as the guest of the evening, he declared 
that money was now everything among, us; 
that money would buy access to what was 


known as the very best society, and let any- 
body come to England with enough money, 
no matter whether it had been gained hon- 
orably or disgracefully, there was no ¢oor 
which he could not hope to enter. In thé 
old days, he averred, it was not so, but 
money was destroying our old pride, our old 
chivalry. When a man in the “ best so- 
clety ’’ committed a dishonorable act, in- 
deed, a crime, that society banded itself 
together to screen him, instead of hanging 
him to a tree and casting his body into the 
ditch. Lord Charles prophesied the ruin of 
the empire unless the dominion of money 
could be made to cease. The allusion to 
Lord William Neville’s swindling of young 
Clay is not more pointed than his mention 
of the Prince of Wales’ partiality for the 
rich, and both are bitterly resented by smart 
society, but Lord Charles is’no respecier 
of persons in such matters, especially as 
he is independent of the patronage of the 
Prince of Wales, or any coterie, however 
smart. 


Noted Kavanagh Family. 


©. MacMurrogh Kavanagh, Third Secre- 
tary of the British Embassy at Washington, 
who has just died, is the son of one of the 
most remarkable men who ever eat in the 
House of Commone His father was born 
without either arms or legs, but was a man 
of great ability and indomitable will. De- 
spite his physical disabilities he was a splen- 
did horseman and a constant follower of the 
Carlow hounds, being strapped to his horse, 
and holding the reins by hooks attached td 
his arm stumps. 
landlord, and was swept out of the House of 
Commons at the general election following 
the foundation of the Land league, but he 
lived for many years subsequently, a pug- 
nacious defender of landlord rights.

Me 
was the tallest man in the House of Com- 
mons, standing 6 feet 5 inches, and being 
broad in proportion—a typical gigantic 
Scotch Highlander. He owns large estates 
in Argyleshire and is head of the clan bear- 
ing his name. He is a widower and 65 years 
of age. 


Phenomenal Gift of Vision. 


The latest among the marvelous discover- 
ies is La Femme Rongten, a woman who ts 
described as being able to read with ease 
through opaque bodies. Dr. Ferroul of Nar- 
Lonne has found and introduced this phe- 
nomenal lady to his colleague, Dr. Grassa. 
The woman succeeded in reading at a cer- 
tuin distance a letter the envelope of which 
had been covered with seals. She would 
be invaluable at a custom-house, for in- 
stance, as her eye would promptly detect 
contraband articles, while many documents 
would have no secrets from her, 


Losses from Strikes. 


Official estimates show that 201,638 work- 
men were affected by strikes during the last 
year, and that the loss thereby éntailed to 
British trade was $75,000,000. The industrial 
situation has somewhat improved during the 
week, for, although the engineering strike 
is no nearer a settlement, the threatened con- 
current strikes in the cotton industry and on 
the railroads have been averted, at least for 
the present. That a Titanic struggle be- 
tween trades unionism and capital is im- 
pending is still true, for the employers’ fed- 
erations are determined to pursue in other di- 
rections the advantage their combination 
has secured against the engineers, deemed 
the most powerful union in England. 


Leaves the Rothschilds. 


Much speculation has been excited In 
financial circles of this city by the an- 
nouncement of the impending retirement of 
Carl Meyer, who has for many years been 
the right-hand man of the Rothschilds’ Lon- 
don house. Ill-health is given as the rea- 
son, but is Is believed that Mr. Meyer has 
been offered a partnership in another great 
house, whereas in Rothschilds’ he had mere- 
ly a salary of $40,000 a year. His pretty 
wife’s portrait by Sargent was the picture 
of the year in the academy. 


Outlook for American Stocks. 


The Statist. discussing the outlook for 
American securities, says: .“ If a disposi- 
tion is shown by the Senate to act wisely 
the improvement talked about as likely to 
occur may be witnessed and be maintained, 
but there is no clear indication that the 
Senate will receive the currency proposals 
in the right spirit. If any appreciable rally 
should be shown in the American depart- 
ment we may expect to see @ steady con- 
tinuance of realizations.’’ 


HAY HONORED BY THE QUEEN. 


American Ambassador and His Wife 
Received with Great Courtesy 
at Windsor Castle. 


London, Dec. 11.—On Friday afternoon 
Colonel Hay had a long conference with the 
Marquis of Salisbury at the Foreign Office 
on the subject of the Bering Sea. The inter- 
view was amicable on both sides, but noth- 
ing definite was arrived at.

After having both of these arctic trav- 
elers, I am forced to regard Peary as the 
more interesting feature lecturer. Indeed, 
the Peary night will remain proverbial in 
London as the one when was heard the most 
interesting lecture ever delivered there 
within the memory of living man. The 
President admitted that Peary had broken 
all previous records, not merely for the most 
valuable of sledge journeys but also for 
having brought back the most complete 
set of photographs ever taken. 

I asked Mr. Peary his opinion about An- 
dree. He said Andree had a fighting chance, 
provided his balloon did not get caked up 
and broken down by moisture freezing upon 
it, as sometimes happens on our telegraph 
wires. 


German Struggle for Liberty. 


** Where in the civilized world is there a 
Parliament so enslaved, so devoid of influ- 
ence as the German?’ 

This was the bitter question hurled by 
Richter on the floor of the Reichstag in Ber- 
lin to a bench full of imperial officials. This 
sentence was part of a vigorous speech di- 
rected against the proposal of the German 
government to make a large increase to the 
navy. The state of things in political Ger- 
many is not encouraging to the friend of 
liberty, because it is but too plain that the 
powers on high are disposed to treat Parlia- 
ment as a mere debating society. The gov- 
ernment controls so much patronage and 
so much of the press that when it chooses to 
sound the jingo bugle there is little power to 
oppose it. I have little doubt that the naval 
bill will pass, because Liberal members 
of the Reichstag have assured me that they 
could not afford to make an issue on a mat- 
ter where patriotism might be involved. 


Where the Real Fight Is. 


The real constitutional struggle will be 
made on a question of strictly domestic in- 
terest, where the jingoes will not be able to 
obscure the issue by talking of national 
prestige. For instance, the fight may come 
over the judicial procedure in military cases. 
This would be of slight importance in our 
country, but in Germany, where every man 
is more or less subject to military discipline, 
it makes a powerful difference to him 
whether court-martial is to be with or without 
the protection of constitutional safeguards. 
At present these courts are somewhat secret 
and the accused is much limited in his right 
to counsel. The government has promised 
a better law on the subject, but so far as I 
can see the new one is little better than the 
old. It appears to have been drafted in the 
barracks and to leave in the hands of the 
prosecuting officers all power regarding the 
manner in which the trial shall be con- 
ducted. 


Old Troubles Recalled. 


As a political fight it will be interesting and 
we need not wait longer for it. The state of 
things today is indeed very much as it was 
in 1815 after Napoleon had been shipped to 
St. Helena, when a handful of divinely 
anointed sovereigns organized a European 
trust whose business it was to smother lib- 


-eral sentiment wherever it might show it- 


self. In 1848 this combination was violently 
Gisrupted by a series of revolutions in Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna, and a few other minor points 


in that year.

The burning questions, after 
all, are those involving the undoing of what 
was done by the so-called holy alliance of 
1815. 


Damage by the Big Strike. 


In England the engineers’ strike continues 
to impoverish employer and workmen alike. 
Politicians are afraid to _ talk plainly 
for fear of losing votes, but it is 
clear that if England is to regain 
the ground she has lost § industrial- 
ly the British workmen must learn to work 
as hard ard intelligently as the American. 
Trades unions may be good in so far as they 
assist men to their rights, but in England 
they have gone too far. Here in London 
the principal of a polytechnic school told 
me yesterday that if a carpenter attempted 
to come to his school in order to learn some- 
thing of metal working. every metalworker 
in the school would be forced to leave by or- 
der of the union. An all-round mechanic is 
in England almost an impossibility. No 
workmen in the world get so much pay for 
inferior work as do those of England, and 
they would not get on if they tried to trans- 
plant themselves to American soil unless 
they made up their minds to adopt American 
methods. 


PEARY THE LION OF LONDON. 


American Explorer Wins the Hearts of 
the British by His Mod- 
esty. 


London, Dec. 11.—Lieutenant R. E. Peary, 
the American explorer, has taken the town 
by storm, though he arrived here unherald- 
ed. The newspapers, geographers, and sci- 
entists are at his disposal. As a leading 
geographer said to a representative of the 
Associated Press: 

** Lieutenant Peary has won all our hearts 
by his modesty, courtesy, and .earning. We 
put him on the same plane as Dr. Nansen 
and have the utmost confidence in his 
plans.”’ 

On Tuesday Lieutenant and Mrs. Peary 
dined with the Harmsworths and on Wednes- 
day the United States Ambassador, Colonel 
Hay, and Mrs. Hay, gave a dinner in their 
honor. The Lieutenant lectured at New- 
castle on Thursday and.on Friday he lec- 
tured at Edinburg. There he met with an 
enthusiastic reception from the Royal Scot- 
tish Geographical society and was present- 
ed with its medal. 

Sir Clement Markham, President of the 
Royal Geographical society, will give a ban- 
quet in Lieutenant Peary’s honor on Dec. 14. 

The Saturday Review says: “ There is a 
tinge of hero worship in the reception ac- 
corded to Lieutenant Peary which surpasses 
the reception of Dr. Nansen. This is as it 
should be. Peary is of our race and speaks 
our tongue, and it is only fitting that we 
should feel more warmly for him than for 
a foreigner. Moreover, the desperate cour- 
age shown by Lieutenant Peary is almost 
unparalleled in the splendid story of arctic 
exploration.”

more apparent day by day. As foreshad- 
owed last Sunday, the stop-gap Premier,’ 
Baron Gautsch, ignominiously failed to se- 
cure any working compromise between the 
embittered parties of the Reichsrath, and all 
attempts to do so have been definitely aban- 
doned. | 

This unworkable Parliament has not been 
officially disbanded, but in any event it will 
not be summoned to meet again for three 
months, and most likely it will be left at 
home altogether. It is not apparent, indeed, 
why there should be any pretense of con- 
tinuing a parliamentary government because . | 
the Emperor has the power to govern by im- , a 
perial edict alone, and that is what he is now a 
going to do. There is no alternative for. . 
him, true enough, but all the same it is a, 
step of which no one comprehends the peril : 
more clearly than he. 

Vienna is not the kind of capital which , 
lends itself to despotic forms. It possesses . 
all sorts of municipal institutions on a more 
or less democratic basis which do not fit at 
all with an unlimited monarchy. : An auto- 
erat cannot maintain himself there save by . 
continual compromises which give his auto- 
cracy away. Moreover, Franz Josef does 
not want to be an autocrat at all. Itisa 
false position, as hateful as it is illogical, 
which has been forced upon him. He does 
not profess to believe that any good can re- 
sult from it. Neither does any one else. So 
things are drifting helplessly toward a cat- 
aract. 


Depends on Hungarian Troops. 


The German and Italian papers contain 
reports alleged to come from Prague or 
Vienna that the Czech troops in several in- # 
stances have tried to mutiny, and have even 
cheered on their rioting compatriots with 
their national cries: Circumstantial cir 
of this nature are brought especially against 
the Twenty-eighth foot, which is sa:d to 
have refused to obey orders to fire on the 
mob in Prague. This is discredited by the 
Austrian veterans here, who cannot belie 
there are any Czech regiments statlo n 
Bohemia, much less in Prague. 

The immemorial custom in Austria is to 
station troops about so that a garrison is 
always of a different nationality from the 
people it is quartered upon. In this partic- 
ular case it is worth noting that it was a 
Hungarian regiment in Prague which was 
intrusted with the enforcement of the new 
sentences. The Magyar 
regards the German and Czech with impar- 
tial contempt and dislike. So he is an ideal 
soldier to maintain order in a country where 
they are mixed up together as in Bohema, 
In the present crisis, indeed, the Hungarian 
regiments are the most obvious weapon for 
the distracted Emperor to use in all his poly- 
glot dominions where the Teuton and Slay 
have each other by the throat. By natural 
evolution, then, we shall see the scat:ered’ 
Hungarian army employed as a kind of pre<- 
torian guard, maintaining among the peoe 
ples whom it views as inferior and out- 
landish races the authority of its Hapsburg 
Cesar. But that stage cannot last very 
long either. “ 


Hungary’s Opportunity. 
Thus far the sentiment of almost affece- 
tionate personal loyalty to the Emperor con- 


‘tinues to be the dominant note in Hungary 


itself. The disgussion in the Hungarian Par- 
liament on the ministerial bill substituting 
independent action for the joint agreement 
with the Austrian Parliament, which has 
heretofore been the rule, has not proceeded 
far enough to show what strength Kossuth 
can muster for his counter-plan of a prac- 
tical separation. It seems most probable, 
however, that the Magyars will not fail now 
to display that exceptional political sagacity 
which makes them the most remarkable 
civic race in Europe, and which clearly 
points here, one would think, to a line of 
action that would be both magnanimous and 
profitable—namely: to take no advantage of 
Austria’s internal collapse, but doall they can 
to prevent the dual monarchy from lapsing 
into a second-rate power. This danger, in- 
deed, is vastly better appreciated in Buda- 
Pesth than in Vienna. The Hungarians are 
not only acute and interested foreign poli- 
ticlans, but they have a hundred-fold more 
at stake than the Austrian Germans. These 
latter have no ambition to rule the world 
and no passionate pride in being free. 
Liberty and independence are not counted 
among their traditions. They would be 
nearly as comfortable Inside the German 


empire as they are now out of it, and pef<« — a 


haps their business would be better. Cer- 
tainly the Czechs and other “ nuisances” — 
would not be allowed by the Hohenzollern 
to destroy the German peace of mind in the 
way the Hapsburg has permitted them to 
do it. But the Hungarian is a different 
man and has different problems. He knows 
that all the mongrel Slavs of the Balkans 
would be on his back in a twinkling if once 
Austro-Hungary ceased to be a big military 
power.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Official infor- 
mation has been received here that the 
greater republics of Central America are 
about to extend their union so as to give it 
all the attributes of a sovereign nation. At 
present the three countries forming the 
union—Nicaragua, Salvador, and Honduras— 
have a Diet which conducts diplomatic rela- 
tions with the outer world, while each coun- 
try maintains its own separate government 
of internal affairs. This has created the im- 
pression that the greater republic was mere- 
ly an alliance of three republics, but nota 
republic in itself. It has been the chief cause 
of trouble in sending Ministers from the 
United States to Central America. . 

In view of this feeling, Sefior Corea, the 
representative in Washington of the greater 
republics, wrote to the Secretary of the Diet 
asking for authority to state that the gov- 
ernment was to be more thanan alliance. In 
reply the Secretary, Mr. Mondoza, writes to 
Mr. Corea that a complete union is about to 
be formed. It will be no longer a union for 
diplomatic intercourse only, open to the crit- 
icism of being an alliance, but will be a fusing 
of all the interests of the several govern- 
ments into one sovereign state. 

Mr. Corea has not been informed as to the 
details of this complete union, but he says 
he believes it will be accomplished by Feb- 
ruary, if not earlier. 


PLAIN TALK FROM BERESFORD. 


Warns Englishmen of the Debasing 
Influence of the Worship of 
the Golden Calf. 


London, Dec. 11.—At the Christmas dinner 
of the New Vagabonds club on Friday Rear 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford was the 
guest of the evening and he created a sénsa- 
tion by his plain speaking on social ques- 
tions. 

‘* Money,” he declared, “is now every- 
thing among us. Any vulgarian, of what- 
ever nationality, whether he has gained 
money honorably or disgracefully, could buy 
his way among those who are described as’ 
*the best and proudest in the land, but who 
worship the golden calf.’ "’ 

Continuing, Lord Beresford said: ‘ Our 
old empire will soon be going down grade 
when a man in the so-called best society 
commits a dishonorable act and society 
bands together to screen him instead of 
hanging him to the first tree.’’ 

The popular Rear Admiral also urged a 
return to the old “love of chivalry and 
patriotism, the abhorrence of everything 
sordid and selfish.” . 

The Vagabonds were at first aghast at this 
plain. speaking, but the subsequent cheers 
showed that outspoken truths are not alto- 
gether unpalatable. 


LIBERAL PLATFORM OUTLINED. 


Includes Abolition of the Lords, Wom- 
an Suffrage, and Payment of 
Members of the Commons. 


Tondon, Dec. 11.—The National Liberal 
federation, at its annual meeting at Derby 
on Tuesday last, constructed a new platform, 
which, it is hoped, will be broad enougn to 
hold all the factions. It includes abolition 
of the Peers’ right of veto, woman suffrage, 
the payment of members of the House of 
Commons, the enfranchisement of paupers, 
and the defraying of election expenses from 
public funds. 

John Morley has “ kicked "’ at the platform. 
He says he has “ doffed his coat and walist- 
coat in behalf of home rule,”” and cannot 
spare any more apparel for the purpose of 
fighting for the abolition of the House of 
Lords, while it is easy to imagine the fee}- 
ings of Sir William Vernon Harcourt, who 
has so consistently voted against woman 
suffrage. . Sir Wilfrid Lawson will arm 
against the dropping of the “ Jocal veto?’ 
plank, and the Irish are annoyed at the fact 
that the platform contains no mention of 
home rule, 


Watsen’s New Schooner Yacht. 

London, Dec. 11.—The big schooner yaeht 
designed by George L.. Watson, which is 
building at Henderson’s yards and which 
was supposed to be for the Prince of Wales, 
is for Mr. Charles L. Orr-Ewing. member of 
Parliament for Ayr borough. who has tray- 
eled extensively in the Kast and who takes 
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in fact, to carry out the scheme openly at- 
tributed to the present Ministen, M. Lebon, 
to establish a direct line of communication 
by French posts from the west coast of 
Africa to Obock, and to include the head- 
waters of the Nile in the sphere not merely 
of French influence, but of actual French 
possessions, and to occupy the fertile dis- 
trict of the Bahr el Ghazl Province. M. 
Beloncle put the scheme even more bluntly 
when. he said that France meant to *“*‘ make 
England feel the harm she was doing in not 
keeping her engagements in Egypt, and to 
show her that France can come up with her 
elsewhere than in, the Mediterranean.”’ 

There is good ground for saying that the 
British government has taken up decided 
ground against any such French plans. 
France may not as yet fully realize the 
significance of the fact that successive Eng- 
lish Liberal and Conservative Ministers have 
declared that England cannot acknowledge 
or permit foreign tampering with the upper 
reaches of a river so vital to Egypt's ex- 
istence as the Nile, but the reverse, reported 
from Brussels to the French expedition 
under Major Marchand tn Bahr el Ghazel, if 
confirmed, may help them to realizeit. In 
any case, even were Lord Salisbury himself 
in compliant mood, what may be called the 
Chamberlain and Rhodes element in Eng- 
lish public life would compel the British 
government to go to great lengths in assert- 
ing England's entire control of the valleys 
of the Upper Nile. 


More Troops for Egypt. 


Even upon these early indications of the 
French inclination to stand aside, the Brit- 
ish Ministers are being again strongly 
urged by the ‘*forwards’’ within  thei¢ 
party to see that before the season of 1808 
closes the Egyptian army be given the help 
of British Indian forces to finally end the 
dervish rule throughout the Nile Valley. 
These bold spirits forget that just now India 
herself needs every soldier she can raise. 
It is understood, however, that the British 
ministry has arranged to attach a small 
British force of 3,000 men to the Egyptian 
army for the advance on Khartoum next 
year, the battalions of guards and the First 
Manchester Regiments, both now at Gib- 
raltar, forming part of the force. 

Of course these reports of French acqul- 


| escence in England’s complete domination 


of the Upper Nile country encourage sug- 
gestions of English concessions elsewhere. 
Under Secretary Curzon, who, as the repre- 
sentative of the Foreign Office in the House 
of Commons, takes upon himself the exposi- 
tion of Lord Salisbury’s views on public 
platforms, made it eke in addressing his 
Lancashire constituents last night that 
these concessions, if anywhere, certainly 
would not be in Nigerland. His words were 
almost defiant. 

“ Where,” he said, “ British fnterests are 
involved or British honor is at stake there 
let us stand up for our rights, as upon the 
Niger, or replace anarchy by settled order, 
as in the valleys of the Upper Nile.” 

This is certainly Mr. Chamberlain's line, 
and everything suggests that if Mr. Cham- 
berlain means to put Into practice anywhere 
his idea of developing imperial estates’ he 
means to do it in Nigerland. Indeed, it is 
asserted that he has induced the Cabinet to 
assent to the immediate buying of the Royal

strong imperial control. When once in ful] 
control Mr. Chamberlain would be the last 
man to yleld what he regards as strong Brit- 
ish claims in the undefined Hinterland. Lord 
Salisbury will need all his conciliatory pow- 
ers to an agreemént acceptable to both 
France and Mr. Chamberlain, and the lat- 
ters strong colonial following, who were 
never keener than they are now on these ne 

markets in Africa. 


Germany’s Foothold in China. 


Kaiser Wilhelm has played his game in 
China with a smartness which drags praise 
even from the jingo Englishmen, who resent 
land grabbing by any other nation ‘except 
England. His zeal for missionary work has 
won over the clericals, and the apparent suc~ 
cess of his militant diplomacy is sending 
the new naval program through with a 
swing, but those who look -below the sdr-. 
face of European politics are asking whether ' 
this German move does not suggest the 
united belief of the European powers that 
China is so moribund that the time has come 
to ask how the spoll shall be divided. Ger- 
many is not likely to push her aggression 
against Chima so far as to insist on a coal 
ing station without an understanding 
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Russia. What are Russia and France to 
get? Where does England come in? These 
are the questions of the momenthere. Rus- 
sia possibly will console herself with railway 
concessions in Manchuria and North Korea. 
France insists on privileges in Tonquin, and 
may covet Hainan, but is China so moribund 
as to be unable to resist this wholesale 
plunder? | , 

The Spectator asks this question with 
much gravity today, and says that the new 
plan of Europe, 4which Is really to occupy 
‘provinces instead of making terms and then 
going away, may arouse unsuspected pas- 
sions within the Chinese breast. It is pos- 
‘sible, and if history is worth anything, not 
improbable, that in their irritation the yel- 
low giants may turn to the yellow dwarfs— 
that is, the Japanese. If they do, the strug- 
gle may at least be more protracted than 
any one in Berlin, or, indeed, in Europe, 
expects. 

As for the German naval expansion, that, 
of course, only means more armament all 
round Europe, The government organs here 
already are calling on Mr. Goschen to see to 
it that when the German naval scheme shall 
be completed in 1904 the British navy shall 
be in the relative position it holds today, or 
better. France, we may be sure, will soon 
follow sult. 


Engineers’ Strike Less Hopeless. 

The great engineering dispute looks less 
hopeless than it did a week ago. The em- 
ployers have sought to modify the ultimatum 
which the men certainly will reject as mean- 
ing death to collective bargaining and trades 
unionism generally. Some of the more liber- 
ally inclined employers in the north are 
working for a compromise, and Sir Richard 
Clarke, the ex-Tory Solicitor General, whose 
Venezuelan outburst will be remembered, 
has come out this week with a warning to 
employers that the ultimatum may destroy 
the organization of labor and create the con- 
dition out of which Socialists are made. 

The exports of-machinery declined over 
$1,000,000 in November, making a decrease 
of $1,660,000 for eleven months of the present 
year, while the German exports for nine 
months increased $2,375,000. It is estimated 
that the industrial war cost England in her 
jubilee year $75,000,000. This kind of argu- 
ment appeals to both masters and men. 

Cabinet changes are once again the topic 
of the clubs, Lord Elgin’s return from In- 
dia, to be succeeded there by Lord George 
Hamilton, and Lord Lansdowne’s removal 
from the War office tothe Indian office, are 
possible, but unimportant. What really 
matters is Mr. Chamberlain's alleged readi- 
ness to leave the Coloriilal office to super- 
vise the army reforms of the next session at 
the War office. Mr. Chamberlain is certain- 
ly the man specially qualified by business 
training to sweep away War office red tape 
and give England a really sound army, or- 
ganized on business lines, but how can he be 
spared in these days of pushful imperialism? 

A vote for $75,000 is now before the German 
Reichstag for a deep-sea expedition to leave 
Germany in August for the west African 
coast, the Antarctic, and Indian Oceans.

DENOUNCE FROHMAN’S TRUST. 


Presaged as the Downfall of the Drama 
as an Institution in the 
New World. 


London, Dec, 11.—Decidedly the most in- 
teresting spectacle which the English dra- 
matic field affords this season is the fierce 
rivalry waged by the representatives of 
American managers to procure the success- 
ful English plays for home consumption. 
Every London or provincial dramatist or 
manager who floats a play having the signs 
of popularity finds himself in the position 
of an auctioneer receiving the bids of trans- 
atlantic competitors. 

The English press, particularly the 
dramatic papers, are bestowing considera- 
ble denunciatory comment upon what they 
are pleased to term “ Frohman’s dramatic 
trust.’’ American trusts are a subject of 
grexut solicitude on the part of the British, 
and here, where the drama holds a much 
larger place in public interest than it does 
in America, managerial movements are es- 
teemed correspondingly important. This 
tendency to the organization of a theatrical 
trust, which the English think they had dis- 
covered, presages in the minds of certain 
critics the downfall of the drama in the 
new world as an institution conservative of 
art. 

There is another side to the story put forth 
by London representatives of the American 
managers. They attribute the opposition to 
jealousy of English promoters, because of 
the inroads which American attractions are 
making. 


LONDON SHOPS ARE CROWDED. 


Principal Christmas Novelties Are Toy 
Motor Cars and Indian 
Wigwams.

London, Dec. 11.—In wonderfully mild 
weather, everything betokens Christmas. 
The shops ara yowded; but many of the 
newspap* j are protesting against the ex- 
pensiveness of the presents, which the smart 
set considers necessary. For the first time, 
on the other hand, British manufacturers 
are able to compete with Germany in cheap 
toys, especially tin soldiers, at which there 
is much exultation. The principal novelties 
in all the stores are motor cars, driven by . 
hot air, and American Indian wigwams, b'g 
enough to contain children in correct Indian 
costumes. 

Christmas parties are projected on an un- 
usually festive scale, particularly at Blen- 
heim, where numbers of variety performers 
have béen engaged. Old-fashioned Christ- 
mas sports will be indulged in. 


SHARP CRITICISM FOR GIBSON. 


Charged That His London Pictures Are 
Simply Transferred from 
New York. 


London, Dec. 11.—Charles Dana Gibson's 
‘*London’’ appears among the Christmas 
books and is much criticised by the artists 
and newspapers. The Daily News says: 

‘*‘ His people. on Bond street are simply 
the people of Fifth avenue transferred. They 
are never here except as American tourists. 
His ‘Hyde Park Corner’ is crowded with 
these American invaders, while ‘ The First 
Night’ is simply a practical joke of the same 
description. His ‘ Drawing-Room ’ is a con- 
ceivable presentation of the White House. 
It is certainly no function of Buckingham 
Palace.”’ 


OSCAR WILDE’S LATEST PLAY. 


Newspaper Protest Against Its Pro- 
‘duction at a First-Class 
/ London Theater. 


London, Dec. 11.—There is a controversy 
over the question of Oscar Wilde's reap- 
pearance as a dramatist. A prominent man- 
ager is preparing to produce his latest play 
under a thinly veiled pseudonym. There- 
upon the St. James’ Gazette says: 

** The manager has failed to grasp the fact 
that this dramatist’s career at respectable 
London playhouses must be considered 
closed.”’ 

Paris, however, does not share this an- 
tipathy. A theater of that city announces 
that a play, written in French by Oscar 
Wilde, will be produced shortly.

RUSSIA BACK OF CHINA. 


Feeling Is Strong Against the 
United States. 


CHANGE ON NAVAL BILL. 


Berlin, Dec. 11.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.]—Throughout the week a 
peculiar condition of affairs has prevailed, 
so far as the press |s concerned. The “ Chi- 
nese adventure,” as the Socialist Schoen- 
lanck termed the seizure of Kiao-Chou Bay 
in the Reichstag, has engrossed public inter- 
est, yet the government has not deigned the 
least explanation as to what has been done 
nor as to what is intended in the future. 
What sparse information the Foreign Office 
has furnished proved to be misleading or 
stale. This was especially the case with the 
Haytian incident. The very day the German 
school ships at Port au Prince secured obe- 
dience to the ultimatum the government, 
through its various organs, preclaimed that 
a naval demonstration was not likely, and 
that, in any case, a decision could not be 
reached for several weeks. 

In regard to China, although the English 
press has been steadily furnishing details, 
the government here claimed not to have 
any advices from Pekin as to the real condi- 
tion of affairs. As the German Minister to 
China, Baron von Heyking, had full power 
to deal with the Chinese government as he 
thought best, this was a strange condition 
of affairs. However, it is nearing its end, as 
Baron von Bulow, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, will shortly make a statement in the 
Reichstag. _ 


Kaiser Must Not Meddle. 


The various attempts of the opposition 
members of the Reichstag to draw out the 
government’s course during the week were 
unheeded. The correspondenthere of the As- 
sociated Press, however, has ascertained 
from reliable sources several important 
facts. First, since Von Bulow has taken 
the Foreign Office the Emperor has not 
been permitted to meddle with the direction 
of affairs. His Majesty was only informed 
of each important step after it was taken. 
In other words, the Emperor has “ ap- 
proved,” not ‘ directed.”” That the Em- 
peror was not to interfere in foreign politics 
was made a sine qua non by Baron Bulow 
before accepting office. His Majesty, how- 
ever, is reaping the benefits of Von Bulow’s 
vigorous policy, for throughout the week 
whenever the Emperor drove through the 
streets of Berlin he was enthusiastically 
cheered by the populace, who are heart and 
soul in accord with the plans of the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. For instance, while 
driving through Unter-den-Linden on 
Wednesday the Emperor was hailed by a 


into the Chinese!’’ The Emperor respond- 
ed by smilingly bowing. 

The second important néws is the certain- 
ty that Russia will not‘tolerate a permanent 
occupation of Kiao-Chou Bay by Germany. 
The military attaché of a neighboring power 
assures the correspondent of the Assoclated 
Press that secret information has reached 
here from St. Petersburg settling this point. 
He says Russia is now making preparations 
to that effect. Information has reached the 
United States embassy to the same effect. 
It is understood, however, that Washington 
will interpose no obstacle to Germany's 
opening China to civilization. 

Baron von Bulow’s first appearance in the 
Reichstag, where five new Cabinet Ministers 
made their début this week, met with an 
appreciative reception. Even the opposition 
press greets him with sympathy. 


Sneers at Uncle Sam. 


The quick settlement of the Haytian trou- 
ble was received with satisfaction by the 
entire press and nation. The jingo and 
agrarian papers, however. again take oc-. 
casion to preach the necessity of a settle- 
ment with the United States. 

The Deutsche Zeitung, the main organ 
of the German extension policy, says, after 
a tirade of abuse of the United States for 
“intermeddling in Hayti,”’ that it hopes 
von Bulow will draw apropriate conclu- 
sions for his future policy in regard to 
America, whore interfering  insolence 
‘needs taking down.’”’ 

* In this connection the remarks Emperor 
William is alleged to have ade in con- 
versation some time ago, to the effect that 
‘‘this American meddlesome policy must 
cease or we will be obliged to teach them 
manners,” and in which he pointedly re- 
ferred to the necessity for a joint naval 
war against the United States, are freely 
circulating in diplomatic and political circles 
in Berlin, 

Plans for Naval Bill. 


There has been quite a change in the Reich- 
stag’s views on the naval bill, and it is now 
thought that, if the government takes pains 
to conciliate the center with a promise of its 
influence to bring about the repeal of the 
Jesuit expulsion act, or a promise to favor 
the Catholic school pretensions, the measure 
may pass, although it is said the septennate 
provision will have to be modified, which, it 
is believed, the government is unwilling to 
do. 


To Protect German Interests. 


The German cruiser Gier, which sailed 
from Kiel on Thursday last, wil! be perma- 
nently stationed in the West Indies to pro- 
tect German interests in that part of the 
world. 


Emperor in Winter Quarters. 


The Emperor and the imperial family will 
move into their winter quarters in Berlin 
about the middle of January. Christmas 
and New Year's will be kept in the usual 
way at the new palace at Potsdam. 


Bismarck in Fair Health. 


The visit of Prince Henry of Prussia to 
Prince Bismarck on Wednesday last at : 
Friedrichsruh was systematically received. 
His request to touch with his lips the fore- 
head his grandfather so often kissed is find- 
ing widespread approval. Excepting the 
rheumatism in his legs, Prince Bismarck is 
in fair health. 


Sixty-eight Editors Arrested. 
During the month of November sixty-eight 
Socialist editors were sentenced on the 
charge of lese majeste or for insulting offi- 
clals. 


Object to American Meat. 

The Berlin butchers and meat deslers 
have paseed a resolution requesting the 
government to reopen the frontiers to meat 
import and to severely restrict the traffic in 
American meat. They say 28,000,000 marks’ 
worth was imported in 1896 at prices which 
they cannot compete with. 

The government has ,ust completed the re- 
port on the trichinous American meat se'sed 
during the six months from January to 
July. Excerpts of the report furnished to 
the United States Ambassador here, Mr, An- 
crew D. White, show an enormous increase 
in American trichirous meat cases, notably 
at Stettin, Cologne, Breslau, Essen, Aix- 
la-Chapelle, Dusseldorf, Bochum, and Gu- 
ben. However, while a certain percentage 
of cases is really of American origin, the 
fact is palpable that the whole report is 
bungled, and many of the cases quoted are 
not proved to be of American origin. At 
Mr. White’s formal request he was fur- 
nished with the registry number of the orig- 
inal package and cther marks ¢* identifica- 
tion in order to enable him to acquaint the 
officials at Washington with the facts in the 
case and sccure the punishment of negligent 
meat inspectors in the United States. A 
fact which has been very generally neglect- 
ed is that trichine is prevalent in a number 
of districts of Germany at present. A cu- 
rious case is that of a wild boar, shot in the 
woods and offered for sale in:Berlin, which 
was found to be horribly trichinous.

SWEDEN’S RIGHT TO WISMAR. 


German Town Was a Swedish Posses- 
sion and Was Given as Security 
for a Loan Soon Due. 


Stockholm, Dec. 4.—Diplomatic circles in 
Stockholm are finding an interesting topic 
of discussion in the possibility of a Swedish 
occupation of the Town of Wismar, Ger- 
many, and the European complications 
which would arise should Sweden demand 
its right to the port town, which was part of 
its possessions early in the century, and 
which it gave as security fora loan from the 
Dukedom of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 

The right of Sweden to the town now in the 
German Empire would prove an interesting 
question to European diplomats and students 
of international law. While it is as unlikely 
as likely that Sweden will come forward 
with the millions, principal and interest, nec- 
essary to redeem the town, and doubtful 
whether King Oscar’s government would 
really care for a foreign possession which 
would give constant anxiety in maintaining 
Sweden’s supremacy there, the matter is 
being talked of in Sweden, and much specu- 
lation indulged in as to what the Kaiser 
would say to a demand for the town. 

**Germany is the more powerful nation,” 
is ithe laconic way the Swedes put it.

Bill to Remedy Abuses. 

It is dzainst the abuse of this vicious sys- 
tem the newly framed bill is directed. It is 
hard to believe, but nevertheless 2 disgrace- 
ful fact, that the French prison suchorities 
not only permit but actually encourage the 
most despicable system of spying among the 
prisoners. If a man under a long peniten- 
tiary sentence wishes to secure a release all 
he has to do is to signify to the officer in 
charge his desire to become a mouton or 
spy. He does not receive any intimation 
whether his application has been considered 
or not. but as a rule is put toatest unknown 
to himseif. If he proves himself a shrewd 
chap who can ingratiate himself in the con- 
fidence of his fellow-prisoners and draw out 
their secrets he is deemed worthy of his 
dirty job. He then gets a passtort to the 
Prefecture de Police in Paris and is at once 
put to work. He mingles with and is made 
the cellmate of prisoners that are suspected 
of various crimes. He has to assume dis- 
guises, and often is forced to take desperate 
chances. As a rule these wretches do not 
hesitate to fabricate and swear to the most 
damnable lies, and their evidence is gen- 
erally accepted without question. 


Spies Become a Nuisance. 


They remain as hangers-on of the police 
even when they have been discharged, and 
form a very troublesome and dangerous 
class. They do everything to incite brawls 
and are foremost to plan burglaries, only 
with a view of reaping a reward by in- 
forming the police of those that actually 
commit the crime. They are known as 
agents provocateurs, and feared and detest- 
ed alike by the police and the public. 

It has been almost openly charged that 
such wretches have been employed in the 
gathering of evidence against men that 
were feared or had incurred the displeasure 
of promment public men. There promises 
to be some startling disclosures to prove 
theseefacts in the pending trial of Count 
Esterhazy.

Martinelli, the Papal delegate to the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States, visit- 
ing Ireland for three weeks. It is pointed 
out that this approval is regarded as a sign 
that Hibernianism is regaining favor at the 
Vatican. Other signs of this are said to be 
the retirement of Mgr. Schroder from the 
staff at the University at Washington and 
the moral position gained at Rome by Arch- 
bishop Keane, who is considered likely to be 
made a Cardinal. 

Confined in an Iron Cage. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Noy. 30.—[Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press. ]—Cap- 
tain Bassett, an Austrian subject, command- 
ing one of the Pellas Navigation company’s 
steamers on Lake Nicaragua ahd San Juan 
del Norte River, has been arrested and is 
confined in an iron cage at San Carlos by 
the government of Nicaragua, on the charge 
made by some person ignorant of machin- 
ery, of having disabled the boilers of the 
steamboat, so as to prevent the government 
of Nicaragua from transporting troops by 
his boat. 
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once, if valid they should be enforced. 

‘* The easiest way to solve the probiem is to 
bring actions against the concerns which 
are violating the law as it now stands. No 
private citizen has seen fit to take the initia- 
tive in this matter, and, as five monthshave 
passed without an atiempt being made to 
enforce the law, | think it my duty to bring 
the thing to a definite conclusion.”’ 

There are two ordinances under which Mr. 
Sullivan proposes to take action, both passed 
by the City Council on July 12, 1897, and ap- 
proved by Mayor Harrison. 

They are as follows: 

‘* Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of Chicago: 

‘Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, or corporat ion doing business in 
this city where dry goods, clothing, jeweiry, 
and drugs are sold to have exposed for sale, 
cr to sell to any person, firm, or corporation 
any meats, fish, butter, cheese, lard, vege- 
tables. or any other provisions. 


To Be Fined $25 to $200. 


‘Section 2. Any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion who shall violate section 1 of this or- 
dinance shall be fined not less than $25 and 
not more than $200 for each and every of- 
fense. 

‘* Section 3. All prosecutions under this or- 
dinance shall be in the form of an action for 
debt, one-half of the fine in which case to 
be paid to the City of Chicago and the other 
half to the informer or person bringing infor- 
mation upon which a successful prosecution 
is brought. 

‘‘ Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of Chicago: 

‘‘ Section 1. It shall be and is unlawful for 
any person, firm, or corporation to have ex- 
posed for sale, or sell any intoxicating, malt- 
ed, or fermented liquors in any place of busi- 
ness in the City of Chicago where any dry 
goods, clothing, jewelry, or hardware are 
kept or exposed for sale. 

‘“‘Section 2. Any violation of section 1 of 
this ordinance shall submit the offender to 
the penalty of not less than $2 or more than 
$200 for each and every offense, one-haif of 
which fine goes to the informer and one-half 
to the City of Chicago.”’ 


Instigated by Retail Association. 


The usual clause providing for the legislc- 
tion taking immediate effect is attached to 
each ordinance. The influence which se- 
cured the passage of the ordinances came 
from the Retail Business-Men’s association, 
and the officials of the City Law department 
expected the same influences would be ex- 
erted to secure a prompt enforcement of 
their provisions. However, a curious situa- 
tion developed. When the legislation was 
projected, just after the defeat of the ant!- 
department store bill at Springfield, the 
small retail tradesmen, owing to the hard 
times, were in bad straits, and saught, in 
these ordinances, relief Trom their troubles. 
Since Luly there has beer a marked improve- 
ment in retail circles; customers buy more 
freely and are more prompt in paying their 
bills, and there is now an apathy about the 
enforcement of the law. Members of tae 
association have not come to the front with 
the evidence of funds, which were expected 
and if there is to be a prosecution the city 
must take the lead.

EXPORTS FOR MONTH NOVEMBER. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 11.—The support- 
ers of Hawaiian annexation have definitely 
decided to consider the question in executive 
session of the Senate. In order to do this it 
will be necessary for them to take up the 
annexation treaty rather than a joint resolu- 
tion providing for annexation. Some few 
‘of those who support Hawaii in this matter 
were at first inclined to believe that unless 
it became evident that the two-thirds vote 
-pecessary to secure the ratification of the 

eaty was assured from the beginning, it 
Would be a waste of time to take the matter 
up at all upon the basis of the treaty, but 
they appear to have changed their mind 
and to be at least disposed to defer to the 
opinions of the majority who oppose this 
course. It is now stated on behalf of the pro- 
annexationists that to abandon the ‘reaty at 
the present time would create the impression 
that they had surrendered the fight entirely. 
They also think the consideration of the 
question in secret session will serve to 
bind those who profess to be favor- 
able to annexatoin and make sure of 
holding at least a majority of the Senate 
for a resolution if it should in the end be 
made evident that it is necessary to resort 
to this means of securing favorable legisla- 
tion. 
~There is also a still broader reason for de- 
siring to have the treaty considered behind 
Closed doors, which actuates the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. This is the fact 
that Japan's attitude toward annexation is 
such as to involve some delicate questions 
which the members of this committee think 
it not advisable to air before the public in 
the way that they might be aired if the mat- 
ter should be taken up for debate in the 
open Senate. 

The stanchest friends of annexation admit 
it would be well nigh impossible to secure the 
two-thirds vote ,necessary to ratify the 
treaty, but they contend they will come very 
near reaching the necessary number. Of 
the sixty votes necessary they claim to have 
figty-four pledged, and they think it pos- 
sible they might secure two or three more 
‘yotes. Their plan, however, contemplates a 
full debate of the question on the treaty in 
executive session, and the subsequent trans- 
fer of the matter if necessary to the open 
Senate on a resolution similar to that by 


“which Texas was annexed, and the pressing 


of this resolution to a speedy vote. 

The resolution will require only a majority 
of votes, but to be effective it will be neces-. 
sary that it should also pass the House, 
where delay is feared. 


QUARREL OVER JURISDICTION. 


Issues May Arise to Defeat Any Cur- 
- rency Bills Offered by the Ways 
and Means Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Whether the 
Ways and Means committee or the Banking 
and Currency committee will con- 
trol currency legislation in the 
House of Representatives continues 
to excite much feeling among Repre- 
sentatives. Little doubt is felt that Sec- 
retary Gage will so divide his bills cover- 
ing various currency questions that Mr. 
Dingley’s committee will get control of 
them. Members of the Banking committee 
gay the matter will be carried to the floor 
of the House if necessary, and that an issue 
of the committee authority will be raised 
which will defeat any currenty bills pro- 
posed by the Ways and Means committee. 


-QUR EXPORTS FOR NOVEMBER. 


Increase Over October More than $5,- 


000,000 and Over November, 
1896, $6,000,000. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The state- 
ment of the principal articles of domestic 
exports (about 98 per cent of the whole) for 
the month of November, issued from the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury depart- 
ment today, shows a total of $82,323,680, an 
increase over October of more than $5,000,000 
and over the same month last year $6,000,000. 
The increase over November, 1895, is $22,000, - 
000, and November, 1804, $24,000,000. 

The increases are mainly in exports of 
corn, oats, Oatmeal, rye, and wheat. There 
is a large increase of shipments of corn from 
Philadelphia and- Baltimore, and of wheat 
from Baltimore and New Orleans. 

There is a decrease from the month of 
October in the exports of mineral oils, 
amounting to 5,125,000 gallons, but the lossis 
more than made up by an increase in values, 
it appearing that the exports of mineral oils 
for November, notwithstanding the loss in 
quantity, exceeded in value those of October. 

The exports of cotton for the eleven 
months ending with November are 100,000.000 
pounds in excess of the exports for the corre- 
sponding period of 1806; but notwithstand- 

ing this increase in quantity, the low price 
of cotton has resulted in a decrease as com- 
pared with the same period last year of over 
$17,000,000 in value. There is a large in- 
crease in the exports of cotton to Japan and 
Germany, especially in quantities. 

In November, 1896, 119,903,189 pounds of 
cotton were exported to Germany. The ex- 
ports to that country for November just 
closed amount to 169,646,650 poun.is. The 
increase in value is barely under $1,000,000. 
In November, 1896, the exports of cotton to 
Japan aggregated 3,264,102 pounds, and in 
November, 1897, 7,639,683 pounds, and the 
increase in values has been from $233,898 
for November, 1896, .to $527,205 for Novem- 
ter, 1897. The exports for the three months 
of the present cotton year show figures still 
more favorable. 

‘For the three months ending November, 
1896, cotton exports to Germany aggregated 
261,070,049 pounds, valued at $19,867,940; for 
the same period of this year the aggregate 
ia 340,903,895 pounds, valued at $20,752,212. 
For the three months ending November, 
1896, the exports of cotton to Japan were 
4,864,834 pounds, and of value $346,422. For 

*the same period this year there were ex- 
ported to Japan 13,843,621 pounds, valued 
at $961,501. The total exports of cotton for 
‘three months of the cotton year ending No- 
vember, 1896, were 1,226,802,354 pounds, va@- 
ued at $93,686,904. For the same period this 
year, 1,346,800,014 pounds, valued at $82.- 
513,500. The export price per pound of cot- 
ton for the three months ending November, 

1806, was 7.6 cents and for the same period 

ef this year 6.1 cents.

to be interested. 


Would. Exterminate the Seals. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Representa- 
tive Johnson of North Dakota, !s preparing 
a bill providing for the complete extermina- 
tion of the seal herd of Bering Sea. The 
seals are yielding the governmeni nothing. 
he says, as the exclusive privileg<« of taking 
seals, granted by the government, has yield- 
ed cnly a few thousand dollars since 180. 
In the meantime, Mr. Johnson roinis out, 
the government has spent hundreds of thou- 
sanas of dollars in commissiors and in 
maintaining a patrol of ships in Bcring Sea. 
He gays it has been amply demonstrated 
that the seals are a worthless asset. 


May Extinguish Tribal Autonomy. 

Washington, D. C., Taec. 11.—Secretary 
Bliss has telegraphed Tams Bixby, chair- 
man of the Dawes Indian commission, to 
come to Washington to confer with the In- 
dian committees. The report the commis- 
sion makes will_largely affect legislation 
about to be shaped to settle the problems. 
The ultimate result, as now indicated, will 
be an omnibus bill providing for the reor- 
ganization of the territory and the extin- 
guishment of tribal autonomy without pre- 
liminary negotiation with the Indians. 

Outlines a Bankruptcy Bill. 

Washington, D. C., Dec#11.—The House 
Subcommittee on Bankrptcy of the Judiciary 
committee agreed _ today on the substantial 
form of a bankruptcy bill and will report 
it to the full committee probably on Tues- 
day. The measure substantially agreed on 
today is almost identical with what is known 
as the Henderson-Culbertson bill. The 
principal matter yet to be decided is a propo- 
sition of Mr. Broderick’s, that instead ofa 
limit of thirty days in which notes and other 
commercial paper can be left unpaid the 
period should be extended to sixty days. 


To Determine the Status of Corbett. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections will 
meet on Tuesday to take up the case of H. 
W. Corbett, who asks to be seated as Sena- 
tor from Oregon on the strength of the ap- 
pointment of the Governor of that State. 


TROUBLES GATHER FOR ALBION 


France, Germany, and the Afridi Reb- 
els Cause Much Annoyance 
to Salisbury. 


London, Dec. 11.—Four Cabinet councils 
in a week are calculated to arouse comment, 
but it must be admitted that the Marquis of 
Salisbury and hfs colleagues have a multi- 
plicity of matters more or less urgently call- 
ing fora settlement. With France trying to 
filch slices of African territory which Great 
Britain is in the habit of calling her own, 
under Germany loosening the “ cinch” Al- 
bion has always claimed to have in China. 
while Great Britain herself is trying to grab 
a little more country at various other points, 
and with the preparation of the legislative 
program, the ministry has no lack of wor- 
ries. 

The announcement which the St. James 
Gazette made on Wednesday last, “* authori- 
tatively,”’ that the British government does 
not expect any further trouble with France 
regarding the upper Nile regions, France 
agreeing to accept the situation, is uncon- 
firmed, and probably unfounded, as there 
is no lack of evidence that France is delib- 
erately pursuing the task of seizing the up- 
per waters of the Nile, above Khartoum, 
thus cutting the British line of communi- 
cation between Capetown and Suez, and the 
powerful colonial party of France threat- 
ens to upset the Meline Cabinet should it 
recede from this enterprise: 

All the forces of General Sir 
Lockhart, the British commander on the 
Indian frontier, have been withdrawn to 
the Bara Valley for the winter. Thus the 
largest and best equipped force ever assem- 
bled in India has failed, and the whule work 
will have-to be repeated in the. spring. 
About 1,400 officers and men killed or wound- 
ed, 35,000,000 of rupees spent in loss, and 
British prestige weakened on the frontier, 
are the debits @gainst which a few mud 
huts and sangers blown up, and probably 
several thousand natives killed, are the only 
apparent credits. 

Rumors, too precise to be guess work, are 
current to the effect that the Earl of Elgin 
early next year will retire from the Vice Roy- 
alty of India, and be succeeded by Lord 
George Hamilton, whose Indian Secretary- 
ship will be filled by Lord Lansdowne, the 
present Secr@tary of State for War. This 
would be a good party move, as it Would 
enable the Marquis of Salisbury to place 
at the head of the War Office a skilled man

| of business, who would satisfy the taxpayer 


as well as the army, and materially smooth 
the path for the intended popular demand 
for military reform. It is intimated that 
Joseph Chamberlain may be _ trarsferred 
from the Colonial to the War Office, his 
place being given as a sop to the Marquis of 
Londonderry, whose “ kicking” qualities 
are not appreciated by the ministry.

Valley View, Ky., Dec. 11.—Mrs. Clay, the 
child wife of General Cassius Clay, has made 
the following written statement: 

‘Il came to Valley View about three weeks 
ago on a visit to my brother, Clell. Richard- 
son, and family. A few days before I came 
here 1 was thrown from a horse, but not 
seriously hurt, as I thought. After I had 
been here a few days peritonitis developed 
as a result of the fall, and I have been in bed 
for ten days, which has kept me from return- 
ing to Whitehall as soon as I had anticipated. 
I am now about well, and shall return to 
Whitehall next Thursday, and stay with Mr. 
Clay until’ death shal! separate us. I love 
him well enough to live with him the bal- 
ance of my days.

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RAID ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


BY ROTTEN CONGRESSIONAL SPOILS- 
MEN WHO CARE NOTHING FOR 
THE PUBLIC GOOD. 


Outrage on the People to Reward 
Henchmen and Primary Cheating

pathize with Anti-Reform Efforts. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[E. V. Smalley 
Pto the New York Evening: Post.]—There are 
many signs here in Washington which point 
to a concerted movement in Congress early 
in the session against the present civil service 
system. Many of the members were cager 
at the speeial spring session to make a sharp 
attack upon it, but they were held back by 
the general understanding that no legislation 
should be attempted at that session except 
the new tariff bill. They grew more and 
more restive the longer they remained in 
Washington at the discovery that all of the 
Wepartments were corked and tightly sealed 
against political influence in the making of 
appointments. Their vacation at home ap- 
pears to have increased their hostility to the 
present merit system. They were oblig:d to 
explain to their constituents that no offices 
could be procured for them to reward their 
recent politieal services for the reason that 
the civil service rules stand squarely ii the 
way. 

What proportion of Republican Congress- 
men are willing to join Géneral Grosvenor 
in an effort to abolish the whole civil service 
examination scheme can only be surmised, 
but it must be a tolerably large one. ‘There 
are, besides, a number of Congressmen who 
profess loyalty to the general idea of ap- 
pointments for merit, but who would like to 
abolish by legislation some features of the 
present system. These men are not cour- 
ageous enough to declare themselves in fa- 
vor of a return to the old spolls system, but 
they would, if they could, pull down by piece- 
meal most that has been accomplished in 
the direction of reform. In other words, 
they want to reform the reform. They say 
that they will be satisfied if the classified 
lists are reduced to the proportions they had 
in President Harrison's time. They makea 
plausible showing of defects in the present 
regulations, but their case is weakened by 
the obvious fact that what they really have 
at heart is to break down the barriers which 
now prevent them from getting offices for 
the party workers at home. To the anti- 
reform talk of the Congressmen are added 
the complaints of a multitude of office- 
seekers who have hung on here ever since 
the new administration came in in the hope 
that something could be done for them by 
their Representatives. Then thereis alsoa 
considerable force of department clerks who 
were arbitrarily diecharged by the Cleve- 
land administration for purely political rea- 
sons, and who think they have a right to 
restoration. In the way of their reappoint- 
ment stands a new civil service rule promul- 
gated just befoftfe McKinley came in, which 
provides that no clerk shall be reappointed 
when a year or more has passed since his 
discharge. This regulation was devised by 
the Civil Service Commissioners and was 
approved by President Cleveland. 

I find that a number of department of- 
ficials appointed by the present administra- 
tion sympathize with the raid which is 
evidently being prepared by Congressmen 
against the civil service system. Perhaps 
they have grown tired of explaining to these 
Congressmen their inability to make po- 
litical appointments, and would like to see 
their offices magnified by the restoration of 
the old patronage plan. At all events, there 
seems to be but very little loyalty to the 
reform idea among the new assistant secre- 
taries and bureau chiefs. The most con- 
spicuous exception to this rule of 
course, Assistant Secretary Theodore Roose- 
velt, who believes in fighting vehemently 
every effort to modify by legislation the 
present system. If there are any defects 
in this system, as now administered, he 
says, they can be remedied by order of tne 
President: the friends of reform should 
not allow its enemies in Congress to under- 
mine and destroy what has been accom- 
plished by years of painful effort under pre- 
tense of going back to the condition of 
things which existed in Harrison's time, or 
of restoring to the unclassified lists a num- 
ber of positions iately tran#ferred to the 
classified list. Mr. Roosevelt thinks that 
Governor Black's hostility to civil service 
reform had a good deal to do with producing 
the recent disastrous defeat of the Repub- 
lican party in the State of New York, and 
that for the Republicans in Congress to 
yield any of the ground already gained by 
the reform agitation, and to surrender any 
part of the public service to the spoilsmen, 
will bring. about the defeat of the party at 
the next Congressional election. He says 
that Congressmen should be given to under- 
stand that in case they attack the present 
merit system, they will lo#e the support of 
the best elements in the Republican party 
when they come up for renomination and re- 
election. 

Roosevelt, who is always belligerent, 1s 
very much in earnest in this matter, but so 
are the anti-reform Congressmen. They are 
exasperated at the rules and _ restrictions 
of the present system, and at the limitations

think belongs to them. A conflict is evi- 
dently pending, and the friends of civil serv- 
ice reform will have to make a strong fight 
to save what has been gained. The Presi- 
dent may be counted on to use his influence 
on the right side, and this influence, to- 
gether with prudential political considera- 
tions, may be strong enough to defeat the 
threatened attack. What a deplorable posi- 
tion the Republican party will be in, if, at 
the end of the first regular session of Con- 
gress since it return to power, its onty 
important legislative record should be the 
defeat of currency reform and the breaking 
down of civil service reform; yet this result 
is to be seriously apprehended.

Thrashing Machine Operators of Min- 
nesota Form a Combination to 
Increase Prices.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 11.—[Special.J— 
Thrashing machine owners and operators 
have fora number of years been complaining 
of the low prices. The prices have, been 
such that thrashers have hardly been able 
to pay their actual operating expenses. 
This condition has been brought about by 
the thrashers in their competition for busi- 
ness, and prices have been slaughtered 
from yeaf to year. 

Builders of thrashers have been affected 
»y the condition as well as the operators, 
and, through the combined efforts of both 
builders and operators with others, the cor- 
poration, the Thrashers’ union of Minne- 
sota, has been formed, with $10,000 capital 
stock, with the purpose to organize a thrash- 
ers’ union in each county of the State. 

A number of Red Wing men are the in- 
corporators, and the stock of the corpora- 
tion Is owned by thrashing machinery butld- 
ers and operators throughout the country. 
During the present winter this corporation 
will organize a unlon in each county, and 
applications for membership will be solicited.

LUBTGERT’s NEW LAWYER SHOULD 


HAVE QUALIFIED EARLIER. 


His Admittance Now Would Necessi- 
tate the Swearing In Again of the 
Kleven Jurors — Judge Gary Not 
Likely te Act Against the Wishes of 
the State—Defense Could Have Pre- 
sented Him Several Days Ago—Ad- 
ditional Venireman Still Unfound. 


Attorney John E/ Kehoe is likely to be 
barred from assisting in the defense of 
Iuetgert by his failure to qualify before 
Judge Gary before eleven jurors had been 
sworn in. It ts said the State will on Mon- 
day object to his coming into the case at 
this time. It ig also rumored that Judge 
Gary will be unfavorable to an addition to 
counsel, which would make it necessary to 
swear each juror over again. The State, 
it is said, will maintain that if he were ad- 
mitted each juryman would have to have 
his record loaked up again. ‘ 

Attorney Kehoe acknowledged yesterday 
that his coming into the case at this time 
would be an unusual] proceeding. tle had 
heard of the rumors he might be shut out, 
however, and intended to be on hand on 
Monday and qualify, Only the plea that 
Attorney Harmon was ferced to go with 
the case against his will, and that he had 
no time to look up an associate. Attorney 
ikehoe said, could justify him in qualifying 
now, The matter really lies with Judge 
Gary, but the State will have a chance to 
consent or disagree. It is not believed Judge 
Gary will admit the attorney if the Btate 
objects. An attorney can enter a case only 
before the jast four jurors are sworn in, 
Eleven members of the present jury have 
been sworn, and Attorney Kehoe does not 
expect to be presented until the twelfth has 
been decided upon.

irls. 
©The educational department of the Wom- 
an’s club had a double purpose in calling the 
meeting. First, to familiarize itself with the 
work among the girls, which as yet is only 
an experiment with the local public schools; 
second, to accomplish an informal organi- 
zation among those interested in manual 
training for children. 

The convocation was presided over by 
Mrs. J. 8. Blackwelder, chairman of the 
educational department of the Woman's 
club. 

A resolution was adopted at the monthly 
meeting of the Chicago Teachers’ club ask- 
ing Miss Josephine Locke, supervisor of 
drawing of the public schools, to change the 
methods in connection with the public ex- 
hibition of drawings of the school children 
at the Art Institute every year. Under the 
present plan, it is claimed, ihe best pupils 
in the schools doing the best work in draw- 
ing are asked to prepare a special drawing 
for the annual exhibition. They are given 
several weeks in which to make the intended 
exhibit. and their work is the best they can 
do under the most favorable circumsfances. 
This method is not what the members of the 
club want. They want the specimens to be 
selected from the work of the children 
during the year. In this way, it is claimed, 
a more truthful showing of what is really 
being done in the schools will result, and it 
will be much fairer to the teachers.

Montgomery Ward Asks Why 
It Doesn’t Come Down. 


ORDER FOR CITY TO TELL. 


Must Show Why It Is Not in 
Contempt. 


SUPREME COURT IS IGNORED. 


For five years Montgomery Ward has 
been fighting to have the historic Battery 
D on the lake front removed. 'Once upon 
A time things got so far that a gang of 
workmen went to the building prepared to 
pull it down. A legal quibble interfered 
and th® structure continued to be an eye- 
sore to those who strove to have it removed. 
Now the war is on afresh and it is probable 
the bricks will begin to tumble before long. 

Attorney George P. Merrick, acting for 
Montgomery Ward, obtained from Judge 
Brentano yesterday a rule upon Mayor Har- 
rison, Commissioner of Public Works Mce- 
Gann, and Corporation Counsel Thornton 
to appear before him next Thursday morn- 
ing and show cause why they may not be 
adjudged in contempt of court. This is 
based upon the allegation that the Mayor 
ane other officials have ignored the order 
of the Supreme Court recently handed down 
directing that the city vacate the Battery 
D Building. 


Seek Reasons for Delay. 

“ This legal proceeding was a simple and 
ordinary one,”’ said Attorney Merrick, *' The 
city officials, by ignoring the finding of the 
Supreme Court, have, in my opinion, placed 
themselves in contempt of that tribunal, 
In behalf of Montgomery Ward & Co, I oh- 
tained a rule upon them to show cause why 
they may not be punished for thus disobey- 
ing the mandate of the upper court. We 
want them to come into court and state their 
reasons, if they have any, for ignoring the 
orders. 

* The contention of Assistant Corporation 
Attorney Browning that the city was will- 
ing to comply with the order of the court as 
soon as it could find quarters for the Cen- 
tral Detail Police Station and the fire en- 
gine company stationed in the building has 
no weight. This is a presumption that the 
“city will vacate at its own convenience, or 
when its contracts for entertainments, box- 
ing matches, fairs, etc,, have been fulfilled. 
If this argument held good the city could go 
on renting the building indefinitely. There 
can be no getting around the order, and 1 
doubt if Mr. Ward will enter into any con- 
ciliatory agreement. The building must 


come down, or some first-class reason will 


have to be shown why there should b@ a 
further delay.”’ > 


No Intention of Disobedience. 


*‘ If we muet get out of the building I sup- 
pose we will have to do so,"’ said Commis- 
sioner McGann, ** but to beforced out with- 
out warning will work considerable incon- 
venience to the city. Quarters wili have 
to be found for the police and fire depart- 
ment forces now housed there. My orders 
will have to come from the Mayor and I 
have received none ag yet. I do not believe 
there is any disposition on the part of the 
city to fight the movenient any jonger. We 
will not go to jail for contempt, for we wil! 
inform Judge Brentano that we are wiliing 
to do everything we can to comply with the 
order as soon as we can make the necessary 
arrangements.’’ 


Mayor Wants a Time Agreement. 

“If it is the order of the Supreme Court 
for us to get out we will comply,” said 
Mayor Harrison, “ but, in justice to the 
city, I think some sort of a time agreement 
should be entered into. I have taken no 
steps as yet to find new quarters for the 
police and firemen. I anticipate no dis- 
agreeable results from this summons for 
contempt.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Thornton sald: ** Mr. 
Ward has acted nicely toward the city in 
the past, and | think there will be no fur- 
ther attempt to fight the case. Give us a 
little timé and we will get out, and then Mr. 
Ward and the city will be at peace."’ 


WILL KEEP THE PAVING CLEAN. 


North Clark Street Association to Make 
It a Model Thorough- 
fare. 


Merchants in North Clark street, pleased 
that their customers no longer are com- 
pelled to stumble over the roadway and 
wade in the mud to reach their stores, are 
making errangements to keep the new as- 
phalt pavement clean. To clean the street 
well will be impossible until the space be- 
tween the street car tracks, now iike a 
muddy gutter, has been paved, but this the 
street car company has promised to do early 
next spring, and the merchants look forward 
to having a model street! 

Plans to this end are being promoted by 
the North Clark Street Business-Men's asso- 
ciation, members of which are signing an 
agreement to contribute a sma!l sum each 
month for a street cleaning fund. A mem- 
ber of the association said yesterday 160 
members had already assented to this plan, 
and it was believed nearly 250 would encer 
into the agreement.

Civil Service Commission Will 
Issue Subpoenas. 


The death sentence passed on the unfor- 
tunate and unhappy “ Free Shine "’ will be 
carried into effect on Tuesday night. Five 
thousand bootblacks, newsboys, “nae — 
will commemorate the sad event by parading aes " 
the city with torches, red fire, and bands. OWNERS THINK IT TRIVIAL. 

It is the end of “‘ Free Shine.’" ‘The case 
has been decided by the court of isst resort, - 
and there is no appeal. All the bootblacks 
in town gave evidence against him, and the 
newsboys helped argue the case. It was 
shown that *“‘ Free Shine’’ took money cut 
of the pockets of both the bootblacks and 
merchanis. So the merchants in the down- 
town district signed the death warrant. 
They agreed that on Dec. 15 it should be all 
over with “‘ Free Shine.’”’ They would never 
see him again after that day. To cclebrate 
the event the bootblacks have arranged to 
parade the streets with fireworks and music. 
Sixty policemen will ada luster to tbe parade 
and the newsboys’ band wil! polish up their 
instruments and play their best. 

There will be three divisions of the parade, 
under the command of Maishal Edgar Hu- 
ford and Marshal Jacobo Golfe. ‘lwo thou- 
sand bootblacks will march behind the band 
and the police in the first division under the 
command of Frank Solick and Vitto Sabbis. 
Joe Leonard and Willie Horan will boss 
2,500 newsboys in the second division, and 
Joe Puccello will march at the kead of the 
porters in the last division. The parade will 
march past all the stores where “ Free 
Shine ”’ used to do business, and at euch one a 
cheer will be given for the propiietor. It 
will be the happiest night in the history of 
the bootblacking art in Chicago. 

The industry was on the verge of ruin at 
one time because of the gratuitous shines 
given by the down-town stores to their cus- 
tomers. Now that they have fought their 
fight ind won the exultation of tae boot- 
blacks is only bounded by tne ordinary city 
boundary lines. If the enthusiasm keeps cn 
growing the bootblacks may decide to erect 
a bronze statue representing Frank Solick 
defying ‘“‘ Free Shine,’ or some equally in- 
spiring episode of the crusade. After the 
parade there will be speeches, smoking, 
shines, more music by the band, and general 
rejoicing.

Just as the owners of the Commonwealth 
Electric franchise seemed on the point of 
disposing of their goods yesterday for $140,- 
000 the would-be purchaser said he had dis- 
covered that the ordinance was invalid and 
that he would not buy it. The promoters 
bad gradually dropped in price from $1,000,- 
000 to the figure mentioned, and appeared to 
be greatly disappointed at the contention of 
the man they expected to buy from them. 
The situation was further aggravated by 
the suspicion that the owners of the rival 
Cosmopolitan franchise had inspired the 
attack on their measure. 

The alleged illegality ef the franchise is 
based mainly on the ground that at the 
time it was granted there was no such cor- 
poration as the Commonwealth Electric 
company in existence and that Alderman 
Revere had no right to vote for it. ‘he first 
section of the ordinance reads: 

Subject to the terms and conditions of this 
ordinance, there is hereby granted to the Com- 
monwealth Electric company, a corporation or- 
ganized and existing under and by virtue of the 
laws of the State of Illinois. 

On June 9 the records of the Secretary of 
- State’s office show that a license was issued 
for the Incorporation of the Commonwealth 
Electric Light and Power company. The 
incorporators were William K. Pattison, 
Richard W. Robinson, and Thomas Kane. 
The capital stock was $500,000. On June 21 
the ordinance was passed. 


Hasty Change of Name. 


On July 21, a month later, a hastily called 
yneeting, of which legal notice was waived, 
was held at 77 Clark street, at which the 
name was changed from Commonwealth 
Electric Light and Power company to the 
Commonwealth Electric company for the

Power company, which changed its name 
jo comply with the ord'mance « month after 
its passage, had che legal right to operate 
under the franchise. 

In the opinion of the vendors this objec- 
tion is a mere technicality that should have 
no weight, as section 4 of the ordinance di- 
rects the Department of Public Works to 
issue a permit to construct conduits and 
erect poles when a plan is submitted show- 
ing the location of the intended operations. 
But the intended purchaser insisted that, 
while he recognized the power of the Com- 
monwealth to obtain the necessary permit, 
he could not remove the belief in his mind 
that any property-owner could go into court 
and enjoin the company from the privileges 
accorded. ’ 

Three months after the passage of the or- 
dinance Andrew J.. Graham, a Democrat, 
and William F. Mdhoney, formerly an Al- 
derman from the Eighteenth Ward, filed 
for the company, as required, an indemnify- 
ing bond for $50,000 with the City Clerk, and 
also their acceptance of the ordinance. 


Suspicious of Cosmopolitan People. 


The Cosmopolitan ordinance was passed 
during the closing days of the administration 
of John P. Hopkins. When the Common- 
wealth Electric came into being the friends 
of the Cosmopolitan congratulated the 
friends of the Commonwealth and assured 
them that they knew by experience they had 
a good thing. The price of the franchise was 
fixed at $1,000,000. Its value was enhanced 
by the fact that in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the law passed at Springfield last 
winter no gas or electric light company 
could in the future secure a franchise with- 
out the consent of a majority of the property- 
owners. 

Notwithstanding those favorable condi- 
tions the franchise has been hawked about 
the streets for several weeks, but it failed to 
find a purchaser at any price. As the pro- 
moters lowered the price the Cosmopolitan 
fellows said they had blundered, and that if 
they persisted in their course they would ul- 
timately enrich some individual or corpora- 
tion without materially benefiting them- 
selves. These remarks grew more emphatic 
when the Commonwealth people made it 
known that they were ready to sell for 
$250,000, and they began to suspect the sin- 
cerity and good faith of their Cosmopolitan 
advisers. 

Then came the low figure and discovery of 
yesterday.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 
SHOW AN INCREASE. 


Corner in Wheat, Nearness of the Close 
of Navigation, and Secret Rate Cut- 
ting Responsible for the Stimulated 
Business — Rates Likely to Be Re- 
‘duced—False Rumor That the Alton 
Is to Leave Union Station—Colorado 
Tariffs May Be Adjusted. 


tast week's corner in wheat, the nearness 
of the close of navigation, and secret rate 
cutting, have greatly stimulated east-bound 
he cag shipments by the all-rail lines from 
cago. For the first time in many months 
shipments last week exceeded those of the 
corresponding week last year and were near- 
ly 13,000 tons in excess of those for the pre- 
vious week. Lake shipments were also un- 
usually large, amounting to 104,697 tons, 
against 135,400 tons for the previous week. 
According to the Board of Trade statement 
total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal, and iron, from Chicago 
to through and local points in the East by 
the ten east-bound roads amounted to 65,371 
tons, against 52,795 tons for the previous 
week and 58,357 tons for the corresponding 
week last year.

Most of the business carried by the all-rail 
lines last week was obtained at cut rates. 
Provisions were taken at from 20 to 22% cents 
per hundred pounds from Chicago to New 
York, while the tariff rate is 30 cents. Corn 
contracts are being made at rates of about 
15 cents, and wheat 17% cents, while the 
tariff rate is 22% cents. A meeting of the 
Presidents of Eastern roads will be held in 
New York on Dec. 17 to consider the rate 
Situation, and it is quite probable that the 
tariff on wheat and flour will be reduced to 
17% cents, and on corn to 15 cents. 
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A story was published in an evening paper 
yesterday announcing that the Alton road 
had practically determined to abandon the 
Union Station and construct ah in- 
dependent passenger depot at Polk and 
Clark streets. The final decision of the mat- 
ter, it was stated, hinged on the expense 
inyolved in securing the necessary proper‘y, 
and agents had been quietly at work for 
some time securing options on the real 
estate it would be necessary to acquire.

“There is not one word of truth in the 
story. We own a one-half interest in all 
tracks used jointly with the Pennsylvania 
company.’ We are lessees of the Union Sta- 
tion for ninety-nine years.”

Indications pdéint to an adjustment of the 
Colorado freight rate troubles within a few 
days. Arrangements were perfected yes- 
terday for a meeting of the executive officers 
of all the roads interested in Colorado bust- 
ness in this city next Tuesday. Not only 
will all the roads from Chicago and St. Louis 
to Colorado points be represented, but the 
gulf roads have also agreed to send repre- 
sentatives.

This is how Chicago's “parlor” is arranged as Alderman Charles F. Gunther thinks it ought to be after the street railway 
companies secure a renewal of their franchises. The “ parlor” is the center of the house and it is liberally provided with front, 
First of all there is the Union Loop, with its four great lines of elevated rail- 
ways, including the Nurthwestern Elevated, which, it is believed, will be in operation by the time Chicago gives its housewarm- 
ing party. Under the loop structure run two lines of trolleys, making a double surface loop to correspond with the steel struct- 
ure above. Just how many lines of trolley cars can be accommodated on the surface loops Alderman Gunther ‘confesses he 
does not know.. In fact, it is probable the most interested parties, the Chicago street railway companies, are in as deep igno- 
General Manager Jonn M. Roach of the North and West Chicago systems intimat- | 
ed as much to Commissioner of Public Works Lawrence E. McGann several months ago when Mr. McGann undertook to 
abolish some of the superfluous tracks in the down-town district. 

Owing to the removal of all the car tracks from the territory inclosed by the loop, which is the central idea of the Gunther 
plan, pleasure and traffic teams would probably desert the loop streets as far us possible, and the street cars would be able to make 
Under the arrangements to be made between the city and the railway 
companies the West and South Side systems would probably share the loop between them. The Wabash avenue line, trans- 
formed to a trolley line, would ¢robably furnish as many cars for the loop as the City railway would be entitled to.

The greatest contests between automobile ~ 
vehicles have taken place in France. In 
the race from Paris to Rouen a petroleum 
motor came in first, making the eighty-five 
miles in five hours and forty minutes, in- 
cluding two stops of fifteen minutes each. 
In the race on June 11, 1895, from Paris 
to Bordeaux and return, seventeen rehicles 
were entered... The distance of 726 miles 
was traversed in forty-eight hours and 
fifty-three minutes at an average speed of 
about fifteen miles an hour day and night. 


Experiment in Motorcycles. 

As an experiment in the line of heavy au- 
tomobile vehicles a Long Island company 
has manufactured a wagon on the model of 

the circus wagon, with steel sheathed sides 
and a motor capable of developing electric- 
ity enough to run the entire lighting plant 
of the works. This model is intended to 
demonstrate the utility of the motorcycle 
for war purposes. 

In speed the improvement has been as 
rapid as in other respects. Twenty miles 
an hour has been attained in this country 
time and again, and inventors confidently 
affirm that double this rate will be easily 
possible on favorable roads. 

It would be unfair to credit Mr. Gunther 
with the belief that the car tracks can be 
banished gradually from all the streets of © 
Chicago, or that the competition of automo- 
bile stage lines will destroy the natural mon- 
opoly in the transportation business which 
results from the track space being limited. 
It would be going further than he author- 
ized to suggest that the city might some day 
municipalize the entire transportation busi- 
ness by reserving to itself the automobile 
omnibus franchise, and with the income de- 
rived from it keep aii the streets in the 
same repair as those in Alderman Gun-. 
ther’s municipal parlor. But if any one 
wishes to build such pleasant aircastles 
ppon his foundation he will probably not 
object. Neither will he offer a protest if 
along with the automobile omuibus lines 
connecting the street railway termini there 
be established similar lines which will. give 
} steam railway commuters equal facilities 
with the trolley passengers in getting to and 
from their places of business, and these 
railways enter into arrangements to oper- 
ate a loop omnibus line or two.and sell 
tickets including the ride to and from the 
depot in a horseléss carriage. 

Of course Mr. Gunther knows about the 
underground steam railway loop projects 
which have been in the air these many 
years, and the possibility of the commuters 
stepping into their trains from a State 
street’ subbasement 13 not lost upon the 
State street business-man. He will, how- 
ever, agree to allow the matter to take its 
e~n course and the railways to select their 
own means to continuimg successrul compe- 
tition, with the trolley lines without offering 
any suggestions. That is another story, 
anyhow.

NOW DOES ITS WASHING BY MACHINE. 


New Laundry Apparatus Built by the Chicago City 
Railway Company Does the Work of Four 
Men and Accomplishes a Great Saving. 


HE Chicago City railway company has 
gone into the laundry business. This is 
not an advertisement for strong-backed 
washerwomen or an invitation to send 
collars and cuffs to the street car 

offices. The company’s work.is confined 
strictly to its own “ soiled clothes,”’ and 
done by a novel machine, watched over by 
one man. . Incidentafly a couple of hundred 
dollars a month is being added to the regular 
quarterly dividends. 

The new departure and invention is the 
work of C. E. Moore, the master mechanic of 
the company. In the expenses of the repair 
shops under his charge a not inconsiderable 
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fresh tub and wash all the towels which the 
company uses. 

Just in the single point of labor the ma- 
chine saves the company about $5 a day. 
That is in the neighborhood of $150 a month. 
Formerly the company used séveral 
towels a week, paying for the service #40 
amonth. A few thousand new towels have 
been purchased and the washing machine 
does the rest, saving 
efforts.

Massenet has allowed us the chill of sun- 
ary disappointments, but the glamour of 
Mme. Clavé’s anticipations, not to speak of 
those of the paragraphers, brought about 
general hopefulness of that fact. As far 
back as two years ago Mme. Calvé, on being 
questioned as to whether Massenet had told 
her when he would have the opera ready, 
turned her eyes heavenward and said such 

ueries were not to be put to a composer. 

he composer, Mme. Calvé firmly declared, 
must await the moment of inspiration. The 
word, as she pronounced it, seemed spelled 
entirely with capitals. 

The opera was duly completed. But the 
inspiration plan seems not to have worked 
according to Mme. Calvé’s anticipations. 
From the following, which appeared in the 
London Era, the prima donna seems to have 
contributed the afflatus, as far as it goes: 

“In a few words, the music is little beyond 
a flowing accompaniment to recitatives. The 
melodies, where they appear, are not in 
Massenet’s happiest vein, but the interlude 
is a chef d’cwuvre, and to Mme. Calvé will be 
@ue whatever success the work may attain.” 

In a larger theater than the Paris Comique, 
where the opera was brought out, the effect 
would be still less fortunate. 

As Mme. Calvé will doubtless appear in 
“Sapho” in this country in due course, as 
g@he did in Massenet’s ‘“‘ La Navarraise,’’ the 
following details, of which the paragraph 
quoted was part, will be of interest: 

“Tt have just returned from the dress re- 
hearsal of Massenet’s‘Sapho.’ The libretto, 

you know, is taken from Alphonse 

audet’s well-known novel, but it is neces- 
gary to have read the work to 
follow the situation in the opera 
with interest. In Daudet’s ‘Sapho’ 
every word, of course, is explained.that in- 
fluences the action of the novel, but here the 
_ psychological study in the work disappears, 

and we have nothing but the bare facts, the 
everyday story of a boy of 20 failing a victim 
to a woman’s charm and experience. 
> “In the first act we are shown the meeting 
of Jean and Sapho at the Opéra Ball. The 
music here is of little account until Jean 
sings a somewhat long recollection of his 
provincial home, ‘Qu'll est loin mon 
gays," one of the few melodious 
numbers in the dpera, but  withal 
lacking in inspiration.*Sapho( Mme. Calvé) 
now appears upon the”’scerte, and we begin 
to be interested. In a wonderfully draped 
‘and spangled gown, her hair dressed & la 
Japonaise with pink chrysanthemums, she 
recalled the Calvé of ‘Carmen’; very differ- 
ent from the Sapho she shows us later. In 
the second act we are in Jean's rooms. His 
mother and father and young cousin, Irene, 
are taking leave of him. Jean and Irene have 
toved one ancther as children, and the par- 
ents hope for their union when Jean shall 
have passed his student days. Here Mas- 
senet attempted a melody in opposition to 
Sapho’s recitatives, and Irene sings of the 
woods and the birds. But success did not 
attend hersong. T esired originality was 
labored, and the effect was consequently 
missed. The composer was happier in the 
duet, ‘Que nous tremblions,’ which has a 
pathetic cadence, and the scene ends with 
a few bars of a quartet which shows the re- 
markable knowledge of mysical construction” 
M. Massenet possesses. 

“In the following scene, when Sapho 
comes to Jean’s rooms with the firm inten- 
tion not to leave him again, Mme. Calvé 
shows herself the finished artist she is, in 
both her acting and singing, and, in an un- 
accompanied kind of ballad which she de- 
livers with passionate emphasis, gives us 
the first insight in the success to come, al- 
though I am afraid that in other hands the 
music would not have impressed us. The 
third act takes place at a little country 
restaurant near Paris. The lovers are 
spending their honeymoon there. They sing 

m the joyfulness of their hearts, and 
their duet, as they pass from the garden 
into the woods beyond, is a charming pic- 
ture, with the sun pouring down upon them, 
the voices in the distance completing the 
tableau. Here again we have a proof of M. 
Massenet’s ‘skill.’ The exit is what we call 
here a ‘ trouvaille’; and the comic element 
is introduced in this scene by the arrival of 
a party of students and artists with their 
models. A dance ensues, but only for a 
moment are the proceedings ‘lively, as it fs 
here that Jean discovers that the woman 
he loves is the notorious ‘ Sapho.’ The men 
tell him the story of her life; of her ad- 
venture with Flameng, the forger; in fact, 
of all the details that appear in the novel 
and are crowded now into a few sentences; 
whereupon Jean awakes to the horror of 
his position and leaves. . 

“This is one of the scenes wherein the 
modern costumes shock the audience most. 
Nineteenth century coats and straw hats 
ure not picturesque, and the waiters in their 
conventional white chokers are not things 
of beauty on the lyric stage. But Mme. 
Calvé rises above everything, for her ar- 
tistic temperament again saves the situa- 
“tion. In the fourth act we see her at her 
best. Her agonized appeal, her pitiful ac- 
. Cents, and her passionate delivery are truly 
remarkable, and the audience showed their 
avpreciation in an exceedingly demonstra- 
tive manner. But it is a pity that the com- 
poser should have made the mistake to re- 
peat the most telling lines in the opera, like 
_ * La main qui me repulse, un jour me cares- 

sera.’ They told when first expressed, but 
did not bear repeating. In this scene also 
there is much that should be curtailed, as 
ithe same passion becomes monotonous as 
it wears liself through five acts. Sapho has 
triumphed again, and has succeeded in win- 
ning Jean back, away from his young 
fiancée and from his mother, who had for- 
given him. 

“ Between the fourth and fifth acts there 

is an orchestral interlude that may be called 
. the soul of the work, the very inspiration 

that led to the writing of the opera. The 
whole work, in fact, lies in these few bars. 

The plaintive and passionate cries of the 
Violins and ‘cellos created a deep impres- 

sion. The same theme is carried on dur- 

ing the iast act, while Sapho returns to 

Jean, who.4s asleep, as she writes her let-

North Side Waifs’ Home Is in Need of 
Funds—Sisters Desire to Erect a 
New Building to Accommodate 
Their Charges—City’s Appropria- 
tion of $1,000 a Month Not Adequate 
to Support the Institution—Names 
of Women Participating. 


The annual pound party of the Chicago 
City Infants’ Asylum, formerly St. Vin- 
cent’s Infant Asylum, 191 La Salle avenue, 
will be given on Dec. 16. 

This noble institution is an illustration of 
the homage age has for childhood. In the 
fifteen years of its history it has received 
liberal support from all classes. The insti- 
tution was built by private charity, and the 
donations of the public have supported it 
until a few months ago, when the City 
Council appropriated for its use a fixed 
monthly sum. This assistance has, how- 
ever, proved insufficient for the wants of 
the institution. The building, large as it is, 
is overcrowded, and the sisters in charge 
are unable to accommodate the great num- 
ber of applicants for admission. They de- 
gire to erect another building and depend 
upon the annual pound party for a liberal 
addition to their resources. 

The Sisters of Charity, who have charge 
of the institution, are not allowed by their 
vows to receive any compensation for their 
unselfish devotion and self-sacrificing la- 
bors on behalf of the children. Every cent 
of theemoney which goes to this institution, 
whether from public funds or private chari- 
ty, is spent on the children. 

The institution is burdened with a heavy 
debt, and, as has been stated, the necessity 
for a new building will prevent this obliga- 
tion from being paid off in the immediate 
future. The city’s appropriation of $1,000 
a month falls short of the needs of the in- 
stitution by fully $2,000 a month. The ex- 
tra money must be raised by private sub- 
scriptions and by the pound party.

The form of the skirt shows little change, 
except that it tends more and more to pro- 
fuseness of trimming. Panel fronts of lace 
or tulle, studded with iridescent squares, or 
chenille dots, ribbon edged with tiny silk, or 
mousseline ruchings, are favorite skirt 
adornments, matching the bodice decora- 
tions, but sometimes quite at variance with 
them. 

Ruffles enjoy popularity as modes of deco- 
ration. The model of our dinner gown testi- 
fies thereto. We have named it “ Iris,” as it 
is adorned with a garland of these beautiful 
blossoms, and, besides, in its rich color 
tones bears some resemblance to this royal 
flower of France. 

The heavy satin,-of a beautiful shade of 
coral, constituting the gown, is entirely 
veiled with mousseline de sole of a paler

shade. The front of the skirt forms a tablier, 
which is draped with flounces of coral mous- 
seline de soie, edged with chenille of a very 
pale shade of violet. As seen in the illustra- 
tion, the flounces run in diagonal curves 
from the right to the left side. 

Black velvet ribbon is sewn at regular in- 
tervals and in vertical lines at the sides and 
back of the skirt, while a bunch of purple 
and violet Iris lilies is painted with exquisite 
effect on the left side, forming a continua- 
tion of an artificial bunch of the same flower 
at the belt and bodice. 

Great care is shown in the selection of the 
flowers, which should be in three shades of 
purple and violet velvet, as much depends 
upon the blending of color tones, which 
would be daring and even unharmonious if 
negligently put together. A striking finish 
is given the skirt by a narrow strip of sable 


at the hem. 

The bodice, no less striking than the skirt, 
shows some of the most novel devices of the 
couturier. Like the skirt, the foundation 
of coral satin is covered with mousseline of 
a lighter shade. 

As a departure from the prevalent baggy 
shape, its form is quite tight and round, com- 
pleting at the waist line with a belt of gold. 
To match the skirt, the black velvet ribbon 
runs in vertical lines along the bodice, and 
edges a deep square, décolleté in front and 
back, which, however, is thinly veiled by 
fulled coral mousselipe de soie. 

Two’ full flounces, falling from the front 
of the bodice, match the skirt trimming and 
drop daintily over the aforesaid bunch of 
Iris lilies. 

The sleeves of wrinkled coral mousseline 
de soie are unlined, showing the skin under- 
neath, and proving very flattering to the 
arm. The back of the sleeve is trimmed 
with finely plaited mousseline, and the shoul- 
der puff consists of a number of narrow and 
very full ruffies closely set together, and 
each ruffle edged with chenille of a light 
violet shade.

Bands of folded satin of a 
peculiar shade of green form a pointed girdle 
and epaulettes. A fall of lace simulates the 
basque, and the long tight velvet sleeve is 
surmounted by a puff.

As compared with the last prices of the pre- 
vious day May wheat closed % cent lower, 
corn unchanged, oats unchanged, cash rye 
34 cent low?r, barley steady, figxseed % cent 
higher, January pork 10 cents higher, lard 
6 cents higher, and ribs 2% cents higher. 


Ir the policy of recklessly increasing the 
list of names on the pension rolls, without 
regard to the merit or the necessities of the 
pensioner or the ability of the government to 
pay, is to go on, the present Congress might 
provide for the inevitable deficiency in the 
appropridtions by levying a special duty on 
coffee and tea—say, five cents per pound 
upon the former and 12 cents per pound upon 
the latter—with the express declaration that 
the revenue thus raised is intended and 
sacredly set apart to provide money for the 
payment of more and higher pensions, and to 
enable the government to pension specu- 
lative young women who may hereafter de- 
sire to Marry soldiers old enough to be their 
grandfathers, with a ‘view to being sup- 
ported for the next forty or fifty years. Such 
a law would be in line with the suggestion 
of Congressman Smith of Michigan, as it 
would “ make the pension a vested right ” 
and would bind the government for the nat- 
ural lives of those taking advantage ofit. It 
would also have the merit of enabling the 
people to understand just what it cost them 
in the increased cost of these commodities, 
and by whose votes the extra duty was im- 
posed upon them. 


BRYAN AND MEXICAN SILVER DOLLARS. 
William J. Bryan is now traveling in Mex- 
ico, where he is welcomed as “ our great sil- 
ver friend.” That illustrates Mexican 
ignorance, for nothing he has ever proposed 
would add to the commercial value of that 
metal, .of which Mexico is 80 large a pro- 
ducer. 

Just before crossing the border Bryan had 
an experience which brought home to him 
with great foree and weight the difference 
between the monetary system of the United 
States and that of one of the few remaining 
free silver countries. He changed $500 in 
American money into Mexican money and 
received $1,090. 

Bryan gave the broker at San Antonio 
$500 in American greenbacks, which he 
could have had changed into gold at par at 
about any bank in the United States. The 
broker gave him 1,090 Mexican silver dol- 
Jars, each of them weighing a few grains 
more than the American silver dollar. Thus 
Bryan became the happy possessor of about 
seventy-one pounds of pure silver. 

The bargain appeared to strike Bryan- 
favorably. It seemed to him that he had 
more than doubled his money—that he had 
made a profit of $590 by getting rid of the 
cramping, contracting, perfidious gold. 
standard of “the rich man” and changing 
over to the silver standard of the poor man.” 
This notion that 1,090 cheap free silver 
dollars are more than twice as much 
“money” as 500 gold dollars was picked 
up by Bryan while studying “ Coin” Har- 
vey’s book, with its many nice pictures, or 
he found it in the Inter Ocean, which 
clubbed with the 16-year-old boy’s “ Coin ”’ 
picture books. It is one of the “ wheels” 
in that book which in some way Bryan 
managed to get into his head. There it re- 
volves all the time. 

But after Bryan has traveled little while 
in Mexico and has to begin paying out the 
seventy-one pounds of silver he stowed 
away on ‘his person at San Antonio he will 
be surprised and pained when he sees what 
silver prices he has to pay for everything 
he buys. His silver money will melt away 
as rapidly as if made of lead or nickel. 

If he gets tired of lugging about his 1,090 
Mexican silver dollars and takes them to 
a bank in Monterey or the City of Mexico 
and asks to be given gold for them he wil! 
probably be given $490 forthem. If, on his 
return home, he stops at Laredo to change 
$500° more in greenbacks into specie the 
broker or banker there will give him his 
choice of 500 American limited coinage sil- 
ver dollars or 1,090 Mexican free silver dol- 
lars. Which will he take? 

Suppose he accepts the latter and sets off 
on a trip around the world. As soon as he 
reaches London he can change some of his 
Mexican dollars into gold. But he will not 
be able to do so at the ratio of 16to1l. He 
| will have to accept gold on the basis ofa 
ratio of about 38 to 1. Hé may visit 
He may 
pursue his journey through Egypt, British 
India, China, Japan, and Australia to San 
Francisco. Nowhere will he be offered 
more for a Mexican free silver dollar than 
44 cents in goid. .There will hardly be a 
difference of 1 per cent in the offers wher- 
ever made. 

Bryan got more Mexican dollars at San 
Antonio than he could have received Amer- 
ican gold or silver dollars. But how much 
good has his free silver done him? How 
much has he bettered his condition by get- 
ting 1,090 Mexican dollars instead of 500 
American dollars? Of what advantage is 
it to any man in the United States to ex- 
change. his. American gold for Mexican 
‘silver? Yet that silver is worth as much in 
Mexico as in any other part of the earth, and 
silver, coined or uncoined, ir Europe, China, 
India, or Japan, is worth as much per ounce 
asin Mexico. 

How is it possible for this charlatan de- 
ceiver Bryan to go up and down this coun- 
try preaching that people would be richer, 
happier, and more prosperous if they were 
to get rid of their gold and all their money 
equivalent to it in volume or purchas- 
ing power and substitute silver worth 
about 40 cents on the dollar. Let 
him be called on to explain this 
matter in plain words, and tell how 
it can be possible that slumping our cur- 
rency standard down to the free silver basis 
is going to better any man’s condition. 

Let a depositor in a savings or commercial 
bank dsk Mr. Bryan to explain how it will 
benefit him to put $500 of gold into one of 
them, and find later on that he can only 
draw out 500 free silver dollars. Bryan will 
not tell kim. He never has told anybody. 
He keeps that point a secret. 

Let that depositor ask Mayor Harrison, 
who is a free-silverite, or ask ex-Governor 
Altzeld, wha is another free-silverite, ‘The 
answer will be: “O, your gold dollars ure 
double dollars, and cost too much to get.” 
Think of the silly character of that reply! 
The answer is, then, “'They are worth 
more than twice as much in buying any- 
thing as yotir cheap, 40-cent silver dollars, 
are they. not?” 

Ask Tom Gahan, Bobby Burke, William 
J. O’Brien, Mike McInerney, Maurice 
O’Connor, Alderman Powers, Chief Kip- 
ley, or any of the other free-silverite local 
“leaders ” why they want free q@inage, and 
they will reply: “ Sure, does it not make 
‘money’ plentier? If you can get two big 
free silver dollars have not you more 
*money’” than when you have’@ne little 


himself? Hurrah for mere money and the 
spoils: To —— with your civil service when

NEED OF PENSION REFORM. 

As its first completed legislative act of 
the present session the Congressional House 
of Representatives has passed the bill mak- 
ing an appropriation of $141,263,880 for the 
payment of pensions for the next fiscal year. 
Although this is some $2,000,000 in excess 
of the appropriation for the present year, 
it is already predicted by as high an author- 
ity as Commissioner Evans of the Pension 
Bureau, in view of the prospective growth 
of the pension rolls, that it will leave a 
deficiency of eight to ten millions to be pro- 
vided for. 

A well-informed newspaper correspondent 
in Washington (General H,. V. Boynton) 
has called attention to the remarkable fact 
that although thirty-two years have elapsed 
since the close of the war, the number of 
names now borne on the pension rolls is 
more than double the membership of all the 
patriotic societies of veterans to which the 
waf gave rise, including the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Union Veteran Legion, 
Union Veterans’ Union, Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion, Society of the Army of 
the Potomac, Society of the Army of the 
James, Society of the Army of the Tennes- 
see, Society of the Army of West. Virginia, 
and the Society of the Army of the Cum- 
berland. While it will not be claimed that 


criterion for judging of the number of per- 
sons connected with the late war entitled to 
pensions, the fact that, according to the 
last report of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, the names on the rolls now aggregate 
more than 976,000—of which over 90 per 
cent appear as soldiers of the late war or 
their widows—shows how liberal has been 
the policy of the government in this direc- 
tion. / The formidable character of the draft 
made upon the revenues of the government 
to meet the demands for pensions is indi- 
cated by the estimate that the $150,000,000 
needed for this purpose during the next year 
will exceed the total receipts from customs 
during the same period by $32,000,000 and 
come within $12,000,000 of absorbing the 
entire proceeds from the internal revenue. 

These fact# and figures show that the 
pension problem has now become one of 
the most serious with which the financial 
department of the’ government has to deal. 
While no patriotic citizen will deny the 
duty of the nation-to protect the disabled 
and destitute soldiers of the late war from 
suffering, it is time that the line was clearly 
drawn. Evidence has becn accumulating 
for some time that the government is being 
plundered annually of large sums for pen- 
sions which, however just when originally 
granted, have been continued through fraud 
and perjury. It is but just to the really 
meritorious pensioners—as it is to the zov- 
ernment—that these cases should be investi- 
gated and the lists thoroughly purged. 
Then there are scores of names of persons 
borne upon the pension rolls as * disabled ” 
and “dependent” who are in the enjoy- 
ment of fat salaries from corporations or 
from the government which pays-their pen- 
sions. The members of Congress who, for 
the promotion of their private and political 
ends, seek to prevent such an investigation 
and purging of the records as is hete sug- 
gested are placing themselves in hostility to 
the interest of the deserving pensioner and 
of the people alike. There was something 
more than a mere sarcasm or “ bluff’ when 
a Democratic member on the floor of the 
House (Mr. Norton of Ohio) the otber day 
said: “ Bring on your pension bill; raise it 
as high as you dare, and it will have the 
vote of every Northern Democrat on this 
side.” It was evidently nct any friendship 
for the really déserving and dependent pen- 
sioner which suggested such a challenge, 
but rather a desire to have the Republican 
majority in the present Conziess go on 
recklessly piling up burdens upon the gov- 
ernment which can be used at the next elec- 
tion to secure a Democratic victory. 
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HOW TO CHECK “BOODLING. 
The Democrats are working away indus- 


triously at their scheme to gerrymander the 
wards so that a majority of the Aldermen 
shall be of their party faith, except when 
the city goes Republican as decisively as it 
did in 1894 or 1896. 

The wards can be laid out so as to do that, 
but there is one gerrymander which the 
Democrats cannot. work out, even if they 
wanted to—which they do not. That is a 
gerrymander under which Aldermen shall 
be elected a majority vf whom will be bood- 
lers and corruptionists, devoted to the sale 
of franchises and the destruction of the in- 
terests of the city. 

No gerrymandering can secure an honest 
Council until a much larger proportion of 
the constituents want better men. When 
voters wish to have honest representatives 
they can generally get them. When voters 
prefer to be represented by franchise-sell- 
ing boodlers they will aways find the men 
they want. ‘ 


ter how ingeniously made, ‘would increase 
materially the number of decent Aldermen, 
so it is not likely that any gerrymander the 
Democrats may devise, no matter how dis- 
honest it is politically, will add materially 
to the number of dishonest Aldermen by in- 
creasing the number of “tough wards.” 
There -will still be a small band of de- 
cent Aldermen sent to the Council. 

One mode of making the Council hon- 
est is by educating constituencies up to the 
point where they see that it is for their in- 
terest to elect decent Aldermen. But that 
educational process is painfully slow. At- 
tempts have been made for many years to 
reform the voters, but the results have not 
been satisfactory.. One knavisli Council 
sticceeds another with unpleasant regu- 
larity. 

Another mode of Council reform .is to 
strip the corrupt, boodling Aldermen of that 
uncontrolled power of trafficking in fran- 
chises which they enjoy now. At present 
two-thirds. of the Council—the number 
kneeded to override a veto—can grant. under 


which the city should receive a revenue an- 
nually of a hundred thousand dollars, a 
quarter or a half a million, or even one or 
two millions, and yet make no provision 
whatever in that grant for the payment of 
a cent of revenue to the city. 

The people may be fully aware of the fact 
that franchises are being granted without 
adequate compensation or for no com- 
petigation. They may be morally sure that 
the-Aldermen who have given away those 


can see those Alderfnen waxing fat on the 
proceeds of their boodling ventures.

There is no way to clip the wings of 
If the courts were au- 
thorized to review the action of the Coun- 
cil concerning franchises on the complaint 
of the city or @itizens, and set aside that 
action when it Was plain that it was “ im- 
provident "—to use a mild word-—there 
would be much less boodling done than now. 

Many years ago the County board adver-’ 
tised for bids for the old Reform Sckool 
grounds. It accepted the lower bid. The 
person who had made a much higher bid 
applied to the courts for redress. Ele gotit. 
The courts held that the acceptance of the 
lower bid was an attempt to swindle the 
citizens of the county. 

The law should be changed so that when 
the Council attempts to give away for noth- 
ing a franchise worth hundreds of thou- 
sands or millions of dollars the courts may 
intervene if asked to do so, and prevent the 
consummation of that improvident and 
manifestly unbusinesslike bargain. 

The Council has unlimited diserction in 
dealing with franchises. That discretion. 
should be limited. An effective’ way to do 
it would be to allow an appeal to the courts 
when it is reasonably clear that the interests 
of the city are about to be sacrificed. With 
this check on them boodling Aldermen would 
not thrive as they do now. The corrupt 
ordinances for which they get the most 
money would not run the gantlict of the 
courts, and hence would not be introduced, 


MAJOR HANDY’S EXTRAVAGANT IDEAS. 

Major Moses P. Handy, special commis- 
sioner of the United States to the Paris 
Exposition of 1900, has sent to Congress 
an itemized statement of the appropriation 
which he thinks will be necessary to secure 
the United States a becoming representa- 
tion on that occasion. It is hardly neces- 
sary to inform any one who is acquainted 
with Major Handy’s large and generous 
views and his organized appetite as per- 
taining to public functions that he has in- 
vested himself with this job upon the basis 
of expenses "be * hanged so; that Major 
Handy and his club friends have .a good 
time in gay Paris at the close of the cent- 
ury. 

In order that this result may be secured 
the Major is of opinion that it will require 
$919,600. Why did he not, while he was 
about it, make it a round million, and thus 
provide a still larger margin for the ex- 
pense of entértaining, in which practice the 
Major is a past master? A part of the 
$919,600 is accounted for as follows: 


One Commissioner General (Major Moses P. 
Handy) for three years at $10,000 per year. 
$30,000; one Assistant Commissioner for three 
years at $6,000 per year, $18,000; three commis- 
sioners for three years at $5,000 per year each, 
$45,000; secretary of the Commissioner Generai, 
three yéars, at $2,500, $7.500: nine scientific ex- 
perts for one year at $1,500 each, $13,500; clerks 
to the experts, $15,000; architects, engineers, dec- 
orators, etc., $78,500; structural work, housing ex- 
hibits, etc., $75,000; government exhibits—labor, 
$15,000; agriculture, $50,000; fisheries, $10,000; 
education, $25,000; forestry, $15.000. 


It will only require, vamp to these 
estimates, $115,000 for the exhibits at the 
exposition, The remaining $804,000 will 
be devoted to paying salaries and for trans- 
portation, labor, buildings, etc. Just how 
much will go for entertainment is the un- 
known quantity, but it will be a most gener- 
ous sum, for the Majo: has an exalted idea 
of the dignity vf the country and the de- 
mands of functions and free lunches. Itis, 
therefore, going to be an expensive under- 
taking for the Major and his staff to keep 
up appearances in Paris and around conti- 
nental watering places during the summer 
of 1900. 

Is the game worth such a wasteful can- 
dle? The value of all the articles from. 
the United States on exhibition at the Par- 
is show of 1889 did not probably exceed half 
a million dollars. There is no prospect that 
the value of exhibits in 1900 will be more 
than proportionately as large, and yet 
Major Handy is laying out a scheme of ex- 
pense apparently upon the basis of an ex- 
hibit outdoing that of amy foreign nation. 
It is really a scheme for grabbing from the 
Treasury, without rhyme or reason, to ex- 
ploit Major Handy and give him an air of 
consequence among European commission- 
ers and exhibiters. There is no possible 
excuse for the appropriation of $919,600, 
except it be for wasting, squandering, and 
tax-eating. Again, where is Congress to 
find the money with which to satisfy this 
wasteful extravaganee, especially at a time 
when the Treasury is building up a deficit 
at the rate of.a million dollars a month? 
The President in the closing of his message 
recommended Corfgress to be economical 
and keep expenditures within the receipts 
of the government, and yet he reports favor- 
ably to Congress on this extraordinary re- 
quest of Major Handy, who asks for al- 
most a million dollars for what is largely 
a junket in Paris three years hence. Con- 
gress should take the President at his word 
and keep down expenses. The Handy ap- 
propriation is a good place for beginning 
economy. It should promptly decline to 
make this colossal grab out of a hard up 
Treasury and cut down the appropriation 
to a reasonable sum, specifying aisé that it

‘We must prepare ourselves seri- 
ously, because McKinley announces that if the 
war is prolonged the United States will intervene 
by force. . . . This government must show the 
Yankees that the Spanish flag floats over Cuba 
and that they have yet-to tear it down.

In the light of these comments there 
seems somcthing decidedly childish in the 
complaints of the Spanish press. If the 
Spanish government has been able to ex- 
pend “ two hundred millions” upon its navy, 
as it is now asked to do after the war has 
been ‘in progress three years, it ought to 
have been able to spend that sum—or even 
a larger one—in suppressing the insurrec- 
tion. It ought not to have been necessary 
then for it to depend upon the United 
States to perform police duty along the 
Cuban shores, But how does Spain hope to 
whip the United States aiter having tried 
in vain for three years to suppress on insur- 
rection in an island embracing a population 
of a million and a half of people over whom 
it already claimed supremacy ?

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS MOTHER. 

President McKinley has spent the week 
at the bedside of his aged mother. Hav- 
ing returned from her home in Canton just 
in time to be present at the opening of Con- 
gress, he immediately hastened back that 
he might be with her in the last hours of 
her waning life. The President’s filiakrev- 
erence and love have deeply touched ~ the 
heart of the American people. But his 
beautiful and manly devotion tc her was 
well known before. Although in her eighty- 
seventh year, her presence at his inaugu- 
ration was one of the most picturesque in- 
cidents of the occasion, appealing more ef- 
fectively to the imagination of the people 
than any amount of mere military display. 
As had also been the case with President 
Garfield, the first embrace and benediction 
after taking the oath of office were those 
of his mother. As she is reported to have 
said a few days ago: “ William was a good 
boy. I believe he will be a good Presi- 
dent.” 

This association of mother and son in con- 
nection with the highest official in the 
national government accords best with the 
American ideals of the home. The unit in 
the American citizenship is the family, 
The safety of the republic is in the keeping 
of the homes of the people. Whatever may 
be right and, on the whole, expedient, as 
regards the question of woman suffrage, 
there is no question that the supreme place 
of power for womanisinthe home. Noone 
in this case who honors the chara¢ter of the 
President and his fitaess for the great 
office he holds but is glad to accord special 
honor and gratefulness to the President’s 
mother. 

It was in the intellectual and moral at- 
mosphere of that modest Ohio home, with 
its daily discipline and training, that the 
ambitious boy got the character-staff and 
the ideals of life which have been growing 
into power ever since. And it is not such 


home of Mother McKinley to the White 
House. At dny rate, the personal evolu- 
tion has been no accident. Nor, in view 
of it all, is it strange that the people of the 
country, of the whole country, these last 
few days have felt so real a sympathy 
with the President in hig endeavor to mani- 
fest every possible token of love for his 
mother and to catch her'‘last gleam of rec- 
ognition. There are times when a Presi- 
dént’s personal even though unconscious 
influence may be worth quite as much to 
the country as@is official authority, 
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COLLEGE ATHLETES IN AFTER LIFE. 

A writer in the New: York Evening Post 
has been taking the question ef college 
athletics seriously and asking the honor- 
burdened heroes of successful football 
teums “and varsity crews some questions 
which should set them thinking. The main 
question is, does it pay? Do all the heroic 
virtues which athletics are said to develop 
in college men disappear in the prosaic at- 
mosphere of workaday life? _ 

The writer has not attempted to answer 
these questions directly. He has merely 
pointed the way toward work to be done in 
the cause of philanthropy and virtue which 
should appeal to the fine enthusiasm of the 
young adepts at college sports. He has 
strengthened the arguments of the college 
professors, who stand almost unanimously 
in favor of athletic games, by citing in- 
stances of men famous in the annals of 
college sports who have won increased 
honors in the rush line of business and 
philanthropic life. He has weakened the 
same claims by reference to conspicuous 
cases in which men have reached high goals 
in after life who were unknown to athletic 
fame during their years of study and 
preparation. 

Not long ago a collection of statistics went 
the rounds of the press, the aim of which 
was to show the result of athletic sports in 
colleges upon men in after years. It pointed 
out that the number who continued to prac- 
tice athletics professionally was glmost in- 
appreciable. Kt stated that- the quick 
change from abstemfous methods of train- 
ing to carelessness and laxity was showing 
itself upon the physique, and that a con- 
siderable percentage of college athletes had 
dater contracted lung diseases. It indi- 
cated that the class records of the men 
actively interested in college games stood 
high, and that, in, the modest ways of the 
beginner in business affairs, they had made 
a creditable showing. If these estimates 
be true it would seem that the defenders of 
college sports properly conducted have 
rather the best of the argument. 

Other things being equal, the moderate 
practice of athletics, and without brutality, 
by college men should have no evilinfluence 
in their prepartion for the work of after 
life. It,should rather teach them self-con- 
trol, ‘discrimination, and enthusiasm. On 
. the other hand, it would be folly to insinu- 
vate that the harmonizing of quick percep- 
tion with brawn and bone is essential to 
success in after life.

THE YERKES MASS-MEETINGS. 
Night before last some West-Siders met 
and adopted resolutions opposing tye wid- 
ening and deepening of the Chicago River 
and giving it a depth of twenty feet— 
Unless the establishment of permanent station- 
ary bridges of the full width of the respective 
streets crossing the South Branch of the Chicago 
River, between and including Lake street and 
Fourteenth street, be made an essential part of the 
proposed improvement, and unless suitable pro- 
vision be made at the same time for securing a 
sufficient flow of water by other means for drain- 
age and shipping purposes. 


Two of the tunnels which Mr. Yerkes 
uses lie between Lake and Fourteenth 
streets. So do a number of bridges over 
which he runs electric cars. Mr. Yerkes 
does not want @ be compelled to lower those 
tunnels. He would like to have permanent 
bridges so as to be able to operate his cars 
with less delay. | 

It is ensy to see that this meeting—as well 
as others which have been held opposing 
the plan of improving the river urged by 
the River Improvement association and now 
being laid before Congress—was organized 
by Mr. Yerkes. He is busied in getting up 
a back-fire. He is trying to create a sem- 
blance of popular oppusition t® the deepen- 
ing and widening of the river so that Con- 
gress may be less inclined to act favorably 
on the project. 

When the Humphrey bill was before the 
Legislature petitions praying for its pass- 
age were sent to Springfield. ‘The names 
signed to them were gathered up in the 
lodging-houses and the whisky-shops. Con- 
gress and the Council are to be flooded with 
resolutions against the improvement of the 
river adopted at meetings gotten up by Mr.

THE RAID ON CIVIL SERVICE. 

There have been threats in the air for 
some time of an intended raid upon the 
cevil service law in the present Congress, 
and the Democratic members have been ad- 
vertising the fact that it was to come from 
the President’s own State and party.

Indians May Leave Us—Hope So; Sooner 
the Better, 


Topeka. Kas., Dec. 7.—A. B. Hullett, repre- 
senting the Mexican Land company, came 
here today from the Indian Territory and 
confirmed the réport that the Chickasaw and 
Choctaw tribes of Indians have agreed to 
start a colony in Old Mexico. The work of 
the Dawes commission greatly angered the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws, and Hullett says 
that 26,000 of them will join the new colony 
and cast their lot with the Mexican republic, 
a movement which, he gays, has the sym- 
pathy and indorsement of President Diaz 
and his government, The convention which 
Hullett attended was held last, week in the 
woods near Muskogee; where 2,000 of the 
prominent Indians of the two tribes congre- 
gated to hear his proposition from the Mexi- 
can Land company. By a-ynanimous vote 
it was agreed to send fifteen Indians to view 
the lands, which age in the State of Coahuila, 
about 800 miles west of Laredo, Tex. These 
men will start on Dec. 20, and if they accept 
the offer made them the exodus will begin 
by the first of the year.. The Chickasaw 
reservation in.Indian Territory contains 
4,500,000 acres and the Choctaw reservation 
over 6,000,000 acres. The population of the 
Choctaw tribe is 43,000 and of the Chicka- 
saws 57,000.

Strange Variance in Results. 


There is wide difference between the find- 
ings of the assayers and the gesults which 
Mr. Brice claims to obtain in his own labora- 
tory. While such men as Hunt and Gibson 
are unable to get more than $3.62 in gold 
from a ton of the Brice bullion Mr. Brice 
asserts that his tests show a yield as high 
as £3,900 per ton, varying from this down 
to $600, according to the stage of the process 
at which the samples are taken. It is this 
striking discrepancy which has created a 
distrust of the reports coming from the 
Brice plant, and yet one may probe deep and 
long without finding cause or even excuse 
for intentional deceit.

He has 
the eye of the dreamer, the piercing, rest- 
less orb of vision which betokens the en- 
thusiast, and in this feature alone can the 
doubters find anything like a reason for dis- 
crediting his statements. 


Man and Method a Puzzle. 


“If there is no merit in the process,” 
says Captain Hunt, “‘ I can only account for 
what is going on by the deduction that Brice 
is deluding himself. I have studied the man 
closely, and he strikes me as being honorable 
and thoroughly in earnest. More than this, 
I am unable to discover any cause for 
swindle or deceit of any kind. There is, so 
far as I can learn, no motive for fraud. In 
this particular I have been agreeably sur- 
prison, for I feared my letter to Secretary 
Gage recounting the results of my experi- 
ments might be used as a bait to catch the 
unwary, but an investigation assured me 
this was not done., It is in every way the 
most curious problem I have ever tackled.”

Output of the Factory. 


The plant of the National Metallurgical 
eompany, at Lowe avenue and Thirty-ninth 
street, represents an investment of $25,000, 
which was raised by the sale of 7,500 shares 
of stock at $10 each. Of the rest of the 
capital $40,000 is invested in antimony lands 
in southern Utah and $10,000 reserved for 
incidental expenses. It is in this plant, re- 
constructed from a dismantled foundry 
and fitted with the most powerful furnaces 
man has ever been able to devise, the 
Wizard Brice holds forth. It is from this 
plant Mr. Brice expects to ship a daily 
product of $14,000 in gold as soon as he gets 
the work fully under way, besides various 
by-products, which in themselves will more 
than pay the cost of operation. Oneof these 
by-products is silver, worth 60 cents an 
ounce. Another is the scarce carborundrum 
used fn the manufacture of emery wheels 
and selling readily at 15 cents’a pound. An- 
other is tungsten, and so the list runs on 
for half a dozen items. An estimate made 
under Mr. Brice’s supervision shows a daily 
profit of $46 in the running of the factory 
without figuring on the gold production. 

Few people gre admitted to the gold- 
making factory these days. Those who suc- 
ceed in getting into the inner workshop 
see a big, barnlike structure fitted with a 
number of furnaces, a steam engine, anda 
grinding mill. From a railway switch at 
the west side of the building men are busy 
shoveling coal into the factory, and just be- 
yond the coal bins Is a pile of several tons 
of crude antimony ore. One noticeable feae 
ture is the absence of smokestacks and 
chimneys on the furnaces. All the flues are 
run into an underground tunnel, which ends 
in the factory yard in long coils of heavy 
iron pipe, this in turn being connected wit 
the baghouse.

mill. The next step is the placing of this 
pulverized antimony in a distilling furnace, 
where the heat roasts and decomposes the 
metal, driving off its valuable properties in 
the form of vapor. This vapor runs through 
the pipes into the baghouse, where it is 
strained in coarse muslin sacks, the fumes 
passing out as a carbon dioxide gas, while 
the solid oxide of antimony, a fine, slate- 
colored powder, is retained by the meshes 
of the cloth. From the bags this oxide of 
antimony is dumped into a mixer, a propor- 
tion of clay added, the mass saturated with 
water, and put through a brick-molding 
machine, which turns out rough looking 
rectangular chunks of the compound. The 
bricks are stacked in the heat chamber of 
a volcanic furnace and baked in an intense 
temperature of something like 6,000 
degrees Fahrenheit for forty-eight 
hours. Up to this time there is 
no indication of a transmutation; the 
bricks are in outward appearance merely so 
many lumps of clay. But after the baking 
there is a decided change. On being broken 
the interiors of the bricks show a quartz- 
like formation, variegated in color, and 
carrying traces of metal. This, Mr. Brice 
explains, is the first stage of the evolution, 
and he attributes the result to the great 
energy of his furnaces. 

Next comes the breaking of the brick and 
a reduction of the fragments in the grinding

ing with a dazzling brilliancy. When this 
stage is reached Mr. Brice begins to exercise 
considerable care in handling the stuff, as- 
serting that it contains a high percentage 
of precious metals.. From the crucibles the 
matcrial goes into a scarifying pot, where 
‘t is treated under a litharge to still further 
concentrate the values and get rid of the 
base metals. Next come the ordinary re- 
fining and cupellation processes, ending with 
the parting of the metals by qcid and the 
collection of the gold by the regular method. 

It is difficult to get admission to the fac- 
tory, as Mr. Brice does not like to be both- 
ered by mere curiosity-seekers, but once in- 
side there is no concealment of material or 
methed of operation save in one particular. 
In the mixing of the charcoal flux Mr. Brice 
insists upon being elone. This, he says, is 
because the composition is highly explosive 
and he has a means for handling it safely, 
the secret of which he is not willing to make 
public. Were it not for the fact that Cap-

mill. This done, the ground brick is shov- 
eled into a smelting furnace, covered with 
scrap lead, and roasted for thirty minutes.

Long study in Mon- 
tana mines, association with expert geolo- 
gists, and careful research of” scientific 
works formed in Brice’s mind the belief 
that at some long ago period in the misty 


past tremendous convulsions of subterra- 
nean gases threw up from the bowls of the 
earth some metallic substance which under- 
went a transformation into gold. What this 
substance was he does not pretend to say— 
he selects antimony as a likely material for 
experiment mainly because it is found in 
considerable quantity in many forms of 
gold ores. Taking a backward. process of 
reasoning, arguing from effect to cause, as 
it were, he labored for years to ascertain 
the composition of gold, but made little 
headway except to satisfy himself upon one 
important point, a point which all scientists 
are now studying with great interest. This 
is the fact that gold is the only known metal 
insoluble in any single acid, but soluble in a 
compound of two acids. Thus neither nitric 
nor hydrochloric acid alone will affect gold, 
while in a mixture of the two, known as 
aqua regia, it is quickly dissolved. From 
this pecullarity Brice argued that gold must 
be composed of two distinct substances, on 
each of which the acids named have a par- 
tial effect. Subsequent experiments 
strengthened him in the opinion that disso- 
lution is accomplished by the agency of 
the nitric acid in releasing the chlorine in 
the hydrochloric acid, the real solvent being 
this latter element, a theory which now finds 
practical illustration in the chlorinization 
process extensively used for the separation 
of gold from a certain class of ores.

Artificial Volcanoes in Furnaces. 


Brice next went to Italy and made a study 
of the crater of Vesuvius with the hope of 
being able to reproduce its action in a fur- 
nace. Seven times, after his return to this 
country, he spent his all in what he thought 
would accomplish the desired results, and 
seven times he encountered failure and 
penury. In one thing he was successful, and 
this was in finding men willing to risk their 
cash on the ultimate fruition of his scheme. 
Funds were always forthcoming for his ex- 
periments, and at last Brice is confident he 
has a furnace which will give him the long 
continued heat energy necessary in his 
process. Whether he succeeds in making 
gold in it or nof the volcanic furnace, as it 
is called, is a surprisingly clever invention. 
It is a massive structure of brick, with walls 
four feet in thickness, lined with a fireproof 
clay, and this in turn is covered with an as- 
bestos preparation made especially for this 
use. The firebox is at one end of the furnace. 
At the opposite end is the heat chamber, a 
reservoir 6x7 feet In size, the walls of which 
are pierced with air cells and with numer- 
ous openings for the admission of atmos- 
pheric oxygen. All the heat, flame, and 
smoke from the firebox must pass through 
this chamber to reach the flues, and the en- 
ergy is assisted by'a double draft. When the 
door of the firebox is opened the flames pul- 
sate in and out with clocklike regularity, in 
this feature resembling, in Brice’s estima- 
tion, the breathings of a volcano. The

Poland was one of those little Buckeye 
towns that had one thoroughfare, called 
Main street. The center of political gossip 
was the old postoffice, in which McKinley 
at one time served as clerk during a school 
vacation. Near by and on the same street 
was the old Sparrow Tavern, buflt in 1804, 
and now falling into decay. Many stirring 
scenes had taken place within the ancient 
structure, and when “* Mother’’ McKinley 
heard that William intended to goto a meet- 
ing there one night her heart became filled 
with apprehensions, for the war talk had 
swept over Poland with the fierceness of a 
storm. It was in June, 1861, that this meet- 
ing was called, at which the citizens of 
Poland were,to discuss the issues growing 
out of the conflict. The old tavern seemed 
peculiarly fitting as the meeting place of 
those who were opposed toslavery. Manya 
runaway negro had been secreted within the 
historic structure, which was a station on 
the “*‘ underground railway,’ until the pur- 
suing owner from the South had been thrown 
off the scent, and then helped on to Canada 
and freedom. 


McKinley Stirred by War Talk. 


Young William McKinley kissed his mother 
good-by that evening after supper and told 
her he was going down to the old tavern to 
hear whut the older men had to say about 
marching to the front to fight for the flag. 
The building was well crowded with villag- 
ers, and the people had not yet ceased com- 
ing in the door when an impassioned speak- 
er sprang upon the improvised platform. 
He pointed to a United States flag that had 
been draped over one end of the room and 
shouted in fervid eloquence: 

‘“‘Our country’s flag has been shot at. It 
has been trailed in the dust by those who 
should defend, it; dishonored by those who 
should have cherished and loved it. And for 
what?. That this free government may keep 
a race in the bondage of slavery. Who will 
be the first to defend it?’’ 

For a few moments the audience was silent. 
Then there was a rush for the platform of 
men, who cried out that they were ready 
to go to the front and fight for the flag. 
Young McKinley and his cousin, William 
McKinley Osborne, now General Osborne of 
Boston, who was also in the audience, were 
deeply impressed by this manifestation of 
patriotism. They eagerly watched the for- 
mation of the company, and when the band 
of suidiers left for the front the two: boys 
drove over to Youngstown, O., in a buggy to 
see the getaway for the war. On the way 
back to Poland they discussed the situation 
carefully, and, although. both of them were 
young, they decided it was their duty to vol- 
unteer to fight for the flag. 


Tell Them to Volunteer. 


When they reached home that night Mc- 
Kinley’s mother met them at the door. 
There was an anxious look in her face. She 
had known all along what was in their 
minds; and, with the determination of one 
of the Spartan thers of history, she had 
decided what her answer would be when 
* Will” told her he wanted to fight for his 
country. 

The question was not long coming. 

Young McKinley said: ‘“‘ Mother, Cousin 


Will and I have decided that it is our duty’

Soon his efforts were rewarded and he was 
made a Sergeant. Then came his brave 
conduct in supplying the soldiers during the 
battle of Antietam with the food for which 
they were famishing. Governor Tod of 
Ohio, hearing of this, immediately promoted 
him to a Lieutenancy. 

The mother saw her son given rapid ad- 
vancement after this. He soon went to the 
staff of General. Rutherford B. Hayes, and 
to sum up his army record he entered the 
war a private, one of the several hundred 
thousand, a mother’s y of 17, and left it 
a Major in the United States volunteers by 
brevet, and he earned every promotion by 
his own skill. It was always a proud thing 
for “‘ Mother ’’ McKinley to say that her boy 
was a Major at 21, and many times she 
would read over this title, given to him in 
1864, which was bestowed “ for gallant and 
meritorious services at the battles of Ope- 
quan, Cedar Creek, and Fisher’s Hill.” and 
indorsed with the name of the great emanci- 
pator, Abraham Lincoln. 


Urges Him to Civil Life: 


At the close of the war, when Major Mc- 
Kinley returned to his home, he laid before 
his father and mother an offer that had 
been given him of a commission in the regu- 
lar army. ‘* Mother”’’ McKinley said for 
him not to take it, and his father echoed 
the sentiment, so he returend to civil life 
and laid the basis of the career which has 
led him up to the President’s chair. ** Moth- 
er”’ McKinley began to havesgreat hopes 
that her son would achieve prominence in 
the nation as the first steps in his career 
were taken. She encouraged him as a law 
student. She urged him to be fair and im- 
partial as Prosecuting Attorney. In Con- 
gress her influence, always about him, was 
that he should do what was right for his 
constituents and for the ration at large. 

McKinley’s frequent association with la- 
boring people and those generally in the 
more humble walks of life was a source of 
great satisfaction to the mother. This as- 
sociation and the Congressional life natur- 
ally focused McKinley’s endeavors in the 
line of protection of American industries. 


Glories in the McKinley Bill. 


‘“*Mother’’ McKinley gloried modestly in 
the passage of the McKinley bill, and when 
the people, feeling that it was not what it 
had been represented, elected Grover Cleve- 
land President of the United States, her 
sympathy for her son was deep and tender. 

Then came his selection as the Governor 
of Ohio, wnich in a measure soothed her 
pride, which had been touched by the as- 
sault on the McKinley tariff and by the 
business reverses which had overtaken her 
son. His failure to secure the nomination 
for the Presidency in Minneapolis to “* Moth- 
er” McKinley was only the defeat which 
was to come before the victory. She found 
full fruition of this belief when he was nom- 
inated at St. Louis. 

“Mother” McKinley was present at the 
Major’s home in Canton on the eventful day 
when he was named by the Republican 
party as its standard-bearer: in the great 
sound money battle. The Major was awak-

THEORY OF CHICAGO MAN. 


Dr. Adam Miller Propounds a 
Startling Hypothesis. 


‘IT SOLVES MANY PROBLEMS. 


Hitherto Unexplained Facts Are Now 
Made Intelligible. 


AUTHOR OF IDEA 88 YEARS OLD. 


RULY this is the age of electricity. 
Steam, gas, mechanical force, and all 
the wonderworkers in physical science 
have one by one been obliged to suc- 
cumb to the new giant, to whose 

might are being laid all the miracles of the 
universe. One rival alone has held its own 
against the new power—the sun. Butat last 
the great luminary has also been swallowed 
up by the power which unites atoms as well 
as makes the lightning bolt. The sun is an 
electric light. 

This is not an: elaboration of Frank L. 
Stockton’s idea, but is the theory of an oid 
Chicago resident, Dr. Adam Miller, and he 
challenges the world to dispute his hypothe- 
sis. He is 88 years old, but is still a giant 
in physique, and declares he has but reached 
the prime of his mental power. For the 
greater part of hie unusually long lifetime 
he has been a student of solar physics, and 
now he announces he has at last solved the 
mystery of the sun's light, heat, and elec- 
trical energy. He is in. correspondence 
“with the greatest astronomers of the coun- 
try, and declares he has already made many 
converts to his theory. 

Dr. Miller’s theory fits in well with the 
latest developments in wave study. These 
show that light, heat, and electric encrgy 
are all different manifestations of the same 
vibrations. It is only in the question of 
speed or rate that these three differ. The 
West Side man’s idea that the sun isa great 
source of electrical energy is therefore hard 
to dispute on physical grounds. The pecul- 
iar magnetic effects continually visible on 
the earth as the result of disturbances on 
the sun’s surface are also well known. 


Curious Sun Forms. 


To demonstrate his theory Dr. Miller has 
rigged up several strange combinations of 
lenses, mirrors, prisms, and the like, and 
has made numerous curious experiments. 
Of late he has been badly handicapped by 
the absence of sunlight, but when,-the clouds 
finally dispersed early last week he pitched 
into his investigations with the delight of 
a youth of 20... Almost his first results last 
Tuesday were of astartling nature. Strange 
and fantastic forms were made by the sur- 
light passing through his invention, show- 
ing regular, symmetrical designs that he 
thinks must have been due to some hitherto 
undiscovered law. A new instrument of a 
larger size is now in process of construt- 
tion, and if equally remarkable results are 
obtained by it Dr. Miller will have them 
made public. 

Dr.. Miller has written out his theory in 

full for. THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE. He is will- 
ing to stand by it, and invites argument on 
the subject from astronomers and physicists 
all over the world. This is it: 
.“ There is no subject now before the stu- 
dents .of physical science more’ interesting 
than the study of the sun and its relation to 
electricity. The various and contradictory 
opinions. advanced up io this time give evi- 
dence that. we have nothing that can be re 
lied on~@s-a scientific fact on solar radia- 
tion: Some of our latest and most popular 
writerg@ confess our knowledge on this sub- 
ject is hothing more than the result of guess- 
ing, based on speculations, and dogmatic 
‘assertions are made to take the place of 
logic or plain facts to establish a theory 
’ Here we find the foundation of the numer- 
ous theories on this and other subjects in 
_the department of solar physics. 


Theories Do Not Fit Facts. 


*Kepler’s law of planetary motion, by 
which it was shown the planets moved in 
elliptical orbits about the sun with a varia- 
tion in velocity in the different parts of their 
orbits, was considered a gréat discovery and 
triumph of science at the time it was made. 
But behind the observed facts discovered 
by this astronomer there are well-known 
phenomena that have not been satisfactorily 
explained. The effort to explain these vary- 
ing movements by law of gravitation must 
be viewed as a failure. The sun at periheli »n 
is 3,000,000 miles nearer to the earth than it is 
in the opposite part of the earth’s orbit. 
This is a considerable distance, yet here we 
‘have our winter; while at the farthest point 
from the sun we have our summer. 

** Now, the question comes up, What. force 
in nature pushes the earth this distance 
away from the sun? If it is done by the law 
of gravitation then we must consider this 
law acting widely different from the terms 
by which it fs expressed. Hence we are 
forced to the conclusion that it is not gravi- 
tation alone that guides the planets and 
other revolving bodies in their revolutions 
around the sun. 

“There is another force that manifests it- 
self through telescopic observation during 
an eclipse of the sun. Immense masses of 
matter are seen passing out from the sun 

with-a force that exceeds the power of grav- 
itation. These masses pass out to the dis- 
tance of 200,000 or 300,000 miles, and then 
they are drawn back again to the sun by the 
power of gravitation. This process of push- 

Ing and pulling is constantly going on andis 
a strong proof against the theory that the 
sun is a burning fire, consuming combustible 
matter, and it is equally strong against the 
more recent theory that the sun’s light and 


heat are produced by a constan

It is not a 
thing that can pass through cold Space and 
Keep warm. It is the. result of chemical 
or mechanical action, and does not contain 
ara a th gop Sea of matter.

“In the case of the disturbances in the 

' corona of the sun seen during an eclipse 
the facts are plain. These tremendous up- 
rushes and downpourings, exceeding by a 
thousandfold our highest conceptions of 
terrestrial storms, preclude the idea thet 
this process is kept up by a burning mass 
of matter, and equally so the theory of a 
shrinking of the solar orb. This latter 
theory has been advanced, not because there 
is evidence sufficiently strong to prove it 
true, but from a want of something else 
to account for the continuous upheavel on 
the surface of the sun. The process of 
shrinking by the laws of gravitation could 
not produce such a condition. The inexora- 
ble laws of logic and the undeniable facts 
in natural phenomena force us to the. con- 
clusion that the great and yniversally pres- 
ent force of electro-magnetism is the primal 
factor in solar phenomena, especially so far 
as light and heat from the sun are concerned. 


Theories Abandoned. 


“The history of the burning of cosmica) 
matter on the surface of the sun, so strong- 
ly advanced fifty years ago, is now aban- 
doned. The theory of heat produced by the 
concussion of large bodies falling into the

the wide domain of nature? Its voice is 
heard in.the storm cloud’s thunder, and its 
power is seen in growing vegetation, from 
the slender spear of grass to the tall tree of 
the forest. It is this that gives the life-sus- 
taining power to all living things. This we 
see in its connection with sunshine, which is 
an electric light. 

‘‘ When it is fully admitted that the sunis 
a source of electricity we will have no diffi- 
culty in explaining the disturbing eiements 
seen on its surface, but the old theories in- 
volve the subject in mysteries which science 
cannot explain. 


Sunlight Never Exhausted. 


“ The sun will continue to shine in coming 
ages as it has in the past thousands of years. 
The process by which‘sunshine is produced 
knows no exhaustion. The present views of 
science are embarrassing to the scientific 
world. They claim that all things come 
from an eternal unconscious energy that 
never was created, and can never be de- 
stroyed. At the same time they say that the 
energies of the universe are running down to 
a final destruction. ‘ 

‘If the propulsive power of the sun throws 
immense masses of matter into space, and 
the attractive power brings it back again, 
and it is transformed into electric or mag- 
netic effect, we need not, like some of our 
modern astronomers, calculate how long a 
certain amount of coal could keep up the 
heat of the sun. Thé calculations that have 
been made are widely apart, and the burning 
of such amounts of coal as have been esti- 
mated to produce the present amount of solar 
radiation is a physical impossibility. 
The pecullar brilliancy and intensity of the 
sun’s rays plainly indicate their electric 
origin. No natural combustion of ordinary 
matter could produce such a brilliant light, 
and the radiation of heat through many 
millions of miles of cold space is also impos- 
sible. The electric light radiated through 
space is changed into heat, not by impact of 
the rays upon the earth, but by the refraction 
of these rays in their passage through our 
earth’s atmosphere, which acts as a lens, 
and thus brings them into closer connection 
and by their rapid motion produces what is 
called heat from the sun. 

‘‘The heat produced by the lens is not the 
collection of warm rays into a smaller com- 
pass, but the bringing of the wave motions 
into closer contact. Electricity and light 
travel at the same rate of speed, 165,000 miles 
in a second, and come from the sun to the 
earth in eight minutes. It is impossible for 
heat to exist.in these rays during their 
passage through intérsteller space, where 
the thermometer is 100° below zero. Heatis 
not a material entity, and can have no ex- 
istence in cold space. The heat is produced 
when these clashing, dashing, and rapid 
moving waves are crowded into a narrow 
compass. 


Experiments Which Prove. 


‘“‘T 9 demonstrate this I have made the fol- 
lowing experiments: 

‘‘A tin tube three inches long, with a lens 
glass closing both ends, was filled with ice 
cold water. When the sun’s rays passed 
through this they produced a burning at the 
focus, the same as if they had not passed 
through the cold water. Then I covered the 


-lens to within an eighth of an inch of the 


outer rim and allowed the sun’s rays to pass 
through this narrow space. The meeting of 
these rays coming from the outer rim of the 
lens caused a burning the same as if the 
whole surface of the lens admitted the rays 
of the sun. 

‘*T will now state positively that I can con- 
struct an instrument that will admit two 
inches in diameter of sunshine by which I 
can produce electric heat enough to boil an 
égg in a cold room ona cold winter day. 

‘‘ Here we have a positive demonstration 
of the truth of this new theory of solar radia- 
tion. 

‘* Thée earth’s atmosphere is a concavo con- 
vex lens, and as such it collects the electric 
rays rushing down upon it from the sun. In 


tion. Where, in all the vast realms of nature, 


the winter those rays strike it obliquely, and 
it is cold: and in the summer they strike 
more directty, and it is warm. The varia- 
tions of temperature on our earth depend 
on atmospheric conditions. If our earth had 
no atmosphere no living things could exist 
on it on account of the intense cold, and if the 
boundless stores of electricity did not éxist 
we would have no light from the sun.”’ 

Dr. Miller was born in Maryland, but was 
educated in Ohio. He went to school first 
when 6 years old, and states that he aston- 
ished his parents and teachers by learning 
to read in three days. He left the g.ammar 
schools to study theology, and for a time was 


‘“a@ regular preacher. He then took up medi- 


cine and graduated at the University of New 
York. For the last thirty-five years he has 
been practicing in Chicago. He now resides 
at 172 Ashland avenue. Among other of his 
inventions is a system of physical training 
by muscular contractions, which he thinks is 
responsible for his own remarkable health 
and strength at the advanced age of 88 years. 


AIRSHIP MODELED ON A KITE. 


C. R. Haas of Topeka Thinks He Has 
Solved the Problem of 
Flight. 


‘Topeka, Kas., Dec. 4—C. R. Haas, the 
Topeka man who has invented an airship, 
is a farmer, His mind, however, runs to ma- 
chinery, and he has made nearly all the 
implements used in his farm work, including 
a thrashing machine. He is 22 years old. 

When Haas was a boy he could make bet- 
ter kites than any of his playmates. His 
exhibitions of kite flying have been famous 
in this county for years. He has many times 
startled people at night by sending up huge 
kites with lantern attachments. A year ago, 
when the newspapers were full of stories 
about an airship which was said to have 
been seen in different parts of the country, 
Haas conceived the idea of making an aerial 
vessel after the pattern of one of his big 
kites. The machine with which he has been 
1 oie monte lately is the result of this 
idea. 

Haas’ airship, or “ kite machine,” as he 
calls it, is made of canvas. A plane twelve 
feet square furnishes the raising power. 
While in the air this pline occupies a hor- 
izontal position. The horizontal plane is 
divided by another plane which rises per- 
pendicularly from it. The second plane is 
Oxi2 feet. This furnishes the palancing 
power. These canvas planes are stretched 


tightly over a light frame of spruce. 


When the wind comes strongly the lower 
plane inclines slightly in the direction from 
which the Wind comes, but when the wind 
holds steady the machine is on what sailors 
would call an even keel. The lifting power 
of the machine is about 200 pounds. 

Haas has‘not yet made a trip in his air- 
ship. He conducts his experiments from the 
ground, manipulating the machine with 
cords and retaining possession of it by 
means of a rope. Heé works the machine 
900 feet in the air. 

Haas is very sanguine of the success of 
his venture. It is his intention eventually 
to-use propellers on his machine. The pro- 
pellers will be placed on each side of the 
larger plane and the force derived from them 
is expected to drive the airship forward and 
upward. He expects to manipulate the pro- 
pellers with pedals while sitting on a frame 
similar to that of a bicycle frame. 

If his small machine proves a success Haas 
will build a large one, to be run by elec- 
tricity.

TAMMANY’S RISING LEADER IN GOTHAM. 


UT of the sharp political strife in 
Greater New York which has at*end- 
ed its territorial aggrandizement and 
has brought it once more into the 
hands of Tammany Hall, a new name 

has arisen. As the figure of John C. Shee- 
han slowly fades from the front rank of the 
political forces marshaled by Richard 
Croker another is looming up to take its 
place. The figure is that of John F. Carroll, 
Clerk of the Court_of General Sessions, vice 
chairman of the Tammany Finance commit- 
tee, and the power that placed Mayor-elect 
Robert A. Van Wyck at the head of the May- 
oralty ticket. The rise of this new power 
is important, because it portends another 
mighty wheel in the Tammany machine, 
which now has all things political in Greater 
New York seemingly within its grasp. 

John F. Carroll is a busy man, and his 
sudden advance in power is a surprise to 


many of his old political friends. His posi- 
tion is due to two influences, the growing 
scism' between Croker and his old HMeuten- 
ant, Sheehan, and the political shrewdness, 
firmness, and quick grasp of prevatling con- 
ditions which have always characterized 
Carroll’s political-acts. It is now a matter 
of: general belief that Carroll will be chosen 
the next chairman of the Tammany Finance 
committée, whith was at one time held by 
Mr. Croker, and if this takes place he will 
become the leader of the organization. His 
bright prospects at just this timé, however, 
are due to the fact that he stood as the po- 
litieal sponsor for Judge Van Wyck during 
the recent New York campaign. Indeed, 
had it not been for Carroll's great zea!, his 
political shrewdness, and his firm friendship 
it is doubtful if Van Wyck’s name would 
have headed the Tammany ticket. 

In many-respects this new Tammany lu- 
minary has a prototype in Democratic polft- 
tics in Chicago. That prototype is Robert 
Emmet Burke, Mayor Harrison’s adviser 
and the pulse through which the executive 
feels the changing pulse beats of his con- 
stituency in nearly every ward in Chicago.

Both men are 
shrewd politicians, great organizers, good 
advisers, and influential among the men 
who follow their leadership. 

Both men arose from the ranks. Carroll 
joined the Tammany organization in the old 
Sixteenth Assembly District, and soon im- 
pressed his leaders so favorably that he re- 
tired from mercantile life and entered poli- 
tics as a profession. Burke was a printer by 
trade, although he was the proprietor ofa 
small store on the North Side. His head 
showed above the level of the crowd in the 
politics of the Twenty-second Ward during 
the campaigns of the first Mayor Harrison, 
although as a manipulator of ward politics 
he got his real start under the Hopkins ad- 
ministration, when he was made City Sealer. 
Burke is the Secretary of the Democratic 
County Central committee. He is in close 
touch with all the Democratic ward politi- 


cians, and as a schemer in primary elections 
in the making up of the Democratic slates. 
and in the direction of campaigns he has 
few superiors. 


Carroll, the new power in New York, like- 
wise possesses these characteristics, At all 
times Is he forceful, alert, and self-reliant. 
The impression of shrewdness, firmness, and 
concentration of purpose is given in his 
smoothly-shaven face. His manner is whol- 
ly in accord with his outward person. He 
is soft-spoken, and his words are few and 
carefully considered. If questioned he gives 
direct answers without explanation and 
without turning to topics other than 
those presented to him. While he 
cherishes warm friendships and is loyal 
to his friends, he is likewise a good hater, and 
he does not forget scores until they are paid. 
Those who know him best say that with 
Croker’s support he will bring Tammany to 
a greater’ perfection of than it 
has yet attained, and assure for it the posi- 
tion of State and national importance which 
is now the dream of Mr. Croker.

NE day—just about a year ago—a 
number of women sat in the parlor 
of the Hotei Del Prado and watched 
the storm that raged outside. A 
crowd of ragged, ill-fed little urchins 

shuffied along in the snow, blowing their 
fingers and drawing their heads down into 
thin, faded coat collars. 

“What dreadful suffering there must be 
among the poor people of an !mmense city 
like this,’’ thoughtfully remarked one of the 
women. 

‘Yes, indeed,” acquiesced the second, 
“and I presume it’s all around us, too. I've 
often thought I'd like to do seome good work 
—not charity, but ‘ helping’ work—if I only 
knew how to go about it.”’ 

**I was reading in the paper this morning 
that there are places where clothing is re- 
ceived for the sick and the poor,” said the 
third. ‘** Then there is the Visiting Nurses’ 
association. They know of numberless cases 
where help is needed.’’ 

* Why—why couldn’t we sew for them?” 
was the happy inspiration of the fourth. 


Idea Is Acted Upon. 


The idea, being a good one, was {m- 
mediately acted upon. The next day these 
women, tingling with enthusiasm, ran- 
sacked wardrobes, trunks, and bureau 
drawers. The day following they met and 
discussed plans that each one had thought 
ont. in less time than it takes to tell, 
lingers were flying, scistors were snipping, 
epools of thread were whizzing about, and 
bundles of clothing were being rapidly 
wrapped and tied. This was on Jan. 8 of the 
present year. Seven women entered heart 
and soul and purse into the work. 

During these first busy'moments they de- 
cided they would form a sewing society, giv- 
ing, besides their work, 50 cents as an in- 
itiation fee, and five cents at each weekly 
meeting, which should cccur on Thursdays 
between the hours of 10 a. m. and 1 p. m. at 
the President’s rooms at the Del Prado. 

At the second meeting of the society Mrs. 
James L. Bigelow, whose kindly heart had 
been the main moving impulse from the 
first, suggested the organization of a club 
and the adoption of the name “ Chrysolite.”’ 

** The poetic meaning cf the gem,”’ she ex- 
plained, ‘‘is ‘ gladdens the heart,’ and I’m 
sure that comes as near as anything can to 


forts.”’ 


“Lend a Hand” the Motto. 


The suggestion was received with most 
hopeful enthusiasm and the women went to 
work with a will. Green and white were 
chosen as the club’s colors and “ Lend a 
Hand ”’ became its motto. 

For nine weeks—up to the last of March-- 
they continued to sew, and at that time 
the secretary's report showed that 275 
aricles had been made. Fifty-four new and 
thirty-one partially worn garments were 
given to the Bureau of Charities for dis- 
tribution among the sick poor in the Thirty- 
fourth Ward. The rest of the sewing was 
for the ‘‘ maternity bags,’’ which are sent 
to the Visiting Nurses’ association to be 
bestowed as these workers among the poor 
see fit. 

Each maternity bag holds forty-two 
articles, making a complete outfit for a 
little “‘just come’’ baby. There are three 
long undergarments of Canton flannel, with 
the seams nice and smooth so that the soft, 
tender skin will not be irritated and so make 
baby cross and fretful. The skirts are of 
white flannel made to hang from the shoul- 
ders. Each bag has three of them. Three 
little slips of flannelette, plainly but beauti- 
fully made; two tiny sacques trimmed with 
ribbon bows; twelve soft wrapper; two pairs 
of warm booties for baby’s pink feet; three 
bands of fine flannel, and two pretty little 
shawls or blankets complete the outfit. In 
addition to these is sent a bar of castile. 
soap, a bottle of vaseline, two nightgowns 
for the mother, a warm shawl for her shoul- 
ders, and several big towels to use when 
baby is given his plunge. It is easy to fancy 
the keen happiness of the poverty-striken 
mother, who, having nothing but mere rags 
in which to wrap the little newcomer, finds 
herself blessed by one of the Chrysolite’s 
maternity bags! 


Club Grows Rapidly. 


The club has grown rapidly since thoso first 
days last winter. Thursday morning is 
looked forward to with enthusiastic antici- 
pation and members compete in the output 
of work. While the working membership is 
limited to fifty, honorary or associate tnem- 
bers are unlimited as to numbers. Thereare 
now twenty-eight workers and thirty-seven 
associates.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In the lectures that have preceded this one 
we have followed chronic catarrh through 
the various passages and cavities of the 
nose, head and throat; and have finally 
reached the lungs. When catarrh reaches 
the lungs it becomes what is popularly 
known as consumption. While the catarrh 
was in the head it was probably called ca- 
tarrh. When it reached the throat, how- 
ever, it was called by various names, such 
as tonsilitis, pharyngitis, laryngitis, etc. 
But, as we have alread learned, it is the same 
old catarrh. 

When I tell a patient he has catarrh of the 
lungs, the same catarrh that he used to have 
in the head or throat, it is easy for him to 
understand what I mean. 

But if I tell him he has phthisis or tuber- 
culosis I have only mystified him. ~~ 

(A lady rose to ask: ‘‘ Does catarrh of the 
head or throat always precede catarrh of the 
lungs?’’) 

“It fs my opinion that it does. Of course, 
there are some cases where the existence of 
catarrh had not been suspected before the 
consumption developed. But my experience 
in this very class of cases leads me to be- 
lieve that a careful examination of the case 
would have revealed the existence of ca- 
tarrh. 

As soon as chronic catarrh reaches the 
lungs proper, that is toSay, the air-cells, it 
produces in those delicate cells the same 
condition of the mucous membrane that it 
produced in the head and throat. The 
membrane is thickened, the mucus secreted 
by the membrane becomes abundant and 
thick. The air-cells are immediately filled 
with this secretion, part of which may be 
coughed up, but mostly it remains in the 
cell to dry up and become a cheesy mass, 
called tubercles. 

(A doctor asked: ‘ Do you, then, regard 
tubercles an effect of consumption rather 
than a cause”?’’) 

I do. In this opinion I am aware that I 
am at variance with many medical author- 
ities, but my extensive experience in these 
cases has confirmed me in this matter. Tu- 
bercles are simply the dried masses of ca- 
tarrhal secretion left in the air-cells. 

Allow me to illustrate my subject by a 
conversation with a patient before you. I 
will ask Mrs. Eliza Heinzle, of this city, who 
has just applied to us for treatment, to step 
forward. We have, in her case, a well- 
marked example of consumption in the sec- 
ond stage. I will ask her a few questions 
before you all, as to the development of her 
disease, which will serve better to illustrate 
my theory of these cases than anything else 
I could say. | 

First, I wish you to notice that her cheeks 
are slightly flushed, a little redder than 
normal. This is a very deceptive symptom, 
as it often leads people to suppose that the 
patient is in unusually good health. You 
will notice that the eyes are very clear and 
unusually large, somewhat inclined to bulge, 
and rather anxious in expression. 

The nostrils are slightly dilated; the mouth 
somewhat pinched, surrounded by the zone 
of paleness which is so characteristic of 
consumption. Her cheek-bones indicate that 
she is losing flesh, and you will notice that 
her voice is quite harsh and loud when she 
talks. 

Mrs. Heinzle, will you please tell me how. 
long you have,considered yourself sick? 

‘TI noticed the first symptoms about a year 
ago.”’ 

What was the beginning of your illness? 

‘*I caught a heavy cold, which seemed to 
settle in my head.” | 

What were the symptoms that the cold 
produced in your head? 

“A full, puffy feeling in the forehead, 
stoppage of the nose, with some discharge, 
which very soon produced hawking and 
spitting of thick mucus, which came from 
the back part of the nose or upper part of 
the throat.”’ | 

How long did this continue before you no- 
ticed other symptoms? 

‘“*T don’t remember exactly, but I think it 
was about six months.” 

Well, what were the next symptoms you 
experienced? 

‘As near as I can remember, six months 
after I took the cold I began to be slightly 
hoarse. This grew worse, and I finally com- 
menced to cough. But the cough seemed 
tight and I spit up very small quantities of 
thick, stringy mucus, which was sometimes 
streaked with blood.” 

Did you notice any loss of flesh at this 
time? 

‘* Yes: I had lost about ten pounds.” 

Had you any pain? 

‘*T had stitches of pain, especially on the 
left side, close up to the collar bone.” 

Did you notice any difference in the collar 
bone? 

“Yes; the left collar bone seemed to be 
higher and more prominent than the right 
one.”” 

I wish to call the attention of the physic- 
ians who are present to the answer that this 
lady has just given. Consumption, except 
such cases as follow pneumonia, develops 
first at the top of the left lung. This imme- 
diately produces a hollow place under the 
left clavicle, which makes the clavicle look

Do you begin to notice any effect of the

I think I can explain this to you, Doctor, 
by referring you to the chart which hangs 
on the wall here. You will notice that it 
is a representation of the lungs, the right 
lung being toward your left as you look at 
the chart and the left lung being toward 
your right. You will notice a number of 
cavities in the lungs. In the left lung there 
is a cavity, marked B, which is entirely 
empty and dry. Now, this cavity, in the 
beginning, was filled with pus; but, by 
coughing, it was emptied of the pus. It 
probably took the patient a week or so be- 
fore the pus was entirely expectorated. 
Then, you see, there being no more pus to 
expectorate, it ceased until another cavity 
should form. 

The cavity marked A in the right lung 
on the chart is partly filled with pus, the 
upper portion of the cavity being empty, and 
the lower portion containing pus. As soon 
as this cavity has been entirely emptied ex- 
pectoration will cease foratime. This fact 
always leads the patient, and sometimes 
the doctor, to believe that there is an im- 
provement; but they are doomed to disap- 
pointment in a week or two by the appear- 
ance of the same old expectoration as soon as 
another cavity forms. 

(A patient asks: “ Do you expect that the 
use of Pe-ru-na alone will cure this woman 
entirely?’’)

First Colony Is Established. 


The first colony of the Salvation Army is 
gtablished already at Soledad, Cal. It was 
gtabdlished through financial aid given by 
Gaus Spreckels, the millionaire sugar king, 
wd all of the forty families of colonists 
game out of San Francisco. That is largely 

~jocal in its nature, but the plan now being 
worked out is general and will be a fair test 
of the practicability of the idea. 

The plan is to raise $100,000, of which 
$9,000 was subscribed at a mass-meeting 
at Carnegie Hall, New York, recently, and 
gs much more is expected to be subscribed 
at Central Music Hall on Monday evening. 
This money is not solicited as a gift, but 
much of it is given outright. It is asked 

for a8 @ loan, and the expectation is that it 
wil be repaid by the colonists with 5 per 
eent interest. With this money 2,000 acres 
pt land, now under option in the Arkansas 
Valley, Colo., will be purchased, and 200 
fough cottages or shanties will be erected, 

upon a ten-acre farm. The balance 
of the money will be used to get the colo- 
nists to their new homes, fit them out with 
necessary tools, and keep them from starva- 
-tion until a crop can be raised. 


Will Select the Colonists. 


The colonists will be taken monthly from 
the large cities and in the first experiment 
considerable care will be exercised in se- 

‘beting them. Only those of known charac- 
ter will be accepted, as much is felt to de- 
‘pend ypon thefirst experiment. Already be- 
~Hreen 4,000 and 5,000 applications have been 
Meived.

FATE OF A CHINESE LAD. | 


Eleven-Year-Old Boy Tortured Fright- 
fully for Accidentally Killing ; 
His Mother. 


The statement that a lad of 11 years had 
been arrested at Kinkuei for accidentally 
causing the death of his mother, and that 
the child had been sent under custody to Soo- 
chow to be there imprisoned until sentenced 
to death in accordance with Chinese law, has 
unfortunately been fully corroborated by a 
trustworthy foreign resident of Soochow. 
Under the draconic law of China, when a 
parent has been killed no circumstances of 
intention or of age are permitted to inter- 
fere with the infliction of the penalty, which 
is that of lingch’i, or slicing by the ox eared 
knife, followed by decapitation by the exe- 
cutioner’s heavy two handed sword. Any 
mitigation of this cruel sentence would be 
considered by the Chinese as aiming a blow

Will Not Be Isolated. 


To the objection that the people cannot 
be drawn from the cities, where they are al- 
leged to love to live in sloth, the Salvation- 
ists reply in pointing to the applications 
already received. They further point out 
that the people will not be isolated or lone- 
some. There will be 1,000 people on a tract 
of 2,000 acres of land. The houses will not be 
far apart, the farms, as planned, having 
about the same frontage as a city block. 
Thus the colony will be more like a village 
than a farming community. There willbea 
town hall, a Salvation Army corps, and all 
necessary shops and stores. No affillation 
with the Salvation Army will be required, 
but there is no doubt enough of the colonists 
will be interested in it to maintain a lively 
corps. It is also designed to have a Kaffei- 
sen bank in each colony. These banks are 
common in Germany and many are being 
established in France and England. 

In each colony will be a demonstration 
farm in charge of a competent and practical 
instructor. The colonists will be taught the 
best methods and advised freely as to profit- 
able crops to raise. The Arkansas Valley 
Colony will raise cattle for dairy purposes 
and will depend largely upon these cattle 
and upon alfalfa crops for their living. They 
will raise special crops, like melons, onions, 
and celery, for profit. ‘The district is famous 
for onions, even finer than Bermuda onions, 
and the market is close at hand, the mining 
regions in the mountains. 


Will Follow French System. 


The system of cultivation will follow close- 
ly after the French plan. In France it has 
been found that two acres are sufficient to 
produce a living for a family. Every foot 
of the soil is made to produce its propor- 
tion and is watched so closely and intelli- 
gently that the tiller at all times knows the 
exact composition. Every year he supplies 
it with the exact element it needs—lime, 
potash, guano, whatever is neoessary—and 
keeps it in perfect condition all the time. 
Every effort will be made to have the colo- 
nists pursue this system. 

At the Soledad Colony, which has been 
started but a few weeks, beets form the 
staple crop, the district being close to great 
beet sugar works. 

Many prominent and influential men have 
become enthusiastically in favor of the plans 
of the Salvation Army people. In this city 
Luther -Laflin Mills is heartily in favor of 
it and confident it will prove a success. He 
will preside at Monday’s meeting at Central 
Music Hall. 


Railroad Man Converted. 


In New York among others who have been 
converted from rank scepticism to an 
enthusiastic belief that the colony will bea 
great success is James A. Davis, Industrial 
Commissioner of the Santa Fé railroad. He 
laughed at the scheme, but finally consented 
to go with Commander Booth-Tucker to in- 
vestigate what has been done on small farms 
in the Arkansas Valley. At Rockyford, Colo., 
a colony on lines similar to those planned by 
the ‘Salvation Army has been established 
for a year or two. It was planned by ex- 
Senator Swink, and a barren waste was 
transformed into a garden. The prosperity 
and content seen here convinced Mr. Davis 
that a ten-acre lot was the true place for 
the poor families of the cities to attain self- 
depéndence and happiness. 

The only discouragement Commanding 
Booth-Tucker has received has been from the 
Anarchists, who for some reason seem to 
regard the plan to move the poor from the 
cities on to farms with horror. 

The location in the Arkansas Valley was 
chosen because of the climatic advantages 
and the fact that it is in an irrigation dis- 
trict. There are three sources of water sup- 
ply there. Generally the rains are sufficient 
to maintain the crops. These failing, there 
is a good irrigation system with ample 
natural reservoirs in the mountains. Moro- 
over, there is water to be had close to the 
surface in the land. 


Believes in Irrigation. 


Commander Booth-Tucker is a great be- 
liever in irrigation. He says: 

‘‘In countries where irrigation is prac- 
ticed there is generally little rainfall and 
plenty of sunshine, permitting crops to ma- 
ture rapidly. The main trouble with farm- 
ing is that there is either too much rain or 
too little, or that there is too little sunshine 
Give us plenty of sunshine and ar tificial irri- 
gation and good crops are assured.” 

It is the ultimate intention to scatter the 
colonies all over the country. Particular at- 
tention is being paid to the first one in or- 
der to guard against failure. Most of the 
colonies will be planted in the middie West, 
where land is cheap and irrigation pract:ca- 
ble. In the East land is too costly, and, if 
not in use, has to be cleared of trees. Later 
it is intended, however, to try the experi- 
ment in the East cones 6g if the first col- 

ceeds as expected. 
che funds raised by subscription will be 
placed in the hands of five trustees, of 
which Commander Booth-Tucker is one, and 
the interest of those who loan it will be care- 
fully guarded, the Salvationists say. 

‘he result of the experiment will be 
watched with eager interest by eccnomists 
as a move which, if successful, will have an 
important bearing upon one of the greatest 
problems with which society has to contend.

Once Thought Fatal. 


ALTER MEDICAL BELIEF. 


Injury to Heart or Brain No 
Longer Means Death. 


AS A PHYSICIAN SEES IT. 


Many Examples of Life Remaining 
Under Strange Conditions.

OR my own part,” said the doctor, 
66 - with a shrug, as he flicked the 


method of suicide, and wanted another tc 


do the ugly part of the job; and yet I have 
taken note of many cases recently, in which 
persons have sustained gunshot wounds of 
supposedly fatal character, who are still 
alive and going about their daily business. 
The doctor and his companion were passing 
a down-town museum when the conversa- 
tion took this turn. Among the freaks 
pictured and caricatured in front of the 
building was a man with a ragged bullet 
wound torn through his heart—which organ 
was vividly exposed in the flaring daub— 
while the.angel of death was hovering over 
him, ready to snatch him away at any mo- 
ment. The appeal to morbid amusement- 
seekers was such as to lead to the inference 
that the unfortunate with the wound in 
his heart might obligingly drop dead at any 
minute, for the special delectation of those 
who paid their dimes and walked in to see 


~ him. 


“Then,” said the doctor’s friend, “‘ a shot 
or a stab in the heart is not necessarily 
fatal, as it is understood by modern 
surgery?’ 


** Not at all,”’ returned the doctor. ‘“ Bu: 


of course we are not speaking of wounds as 


big and terrible as the one in that museum 
picture; that is apparently even worse than 
the thrust received by Mercutio—looks 
about as deep as a well and wide as achurch 
door. No man who has been wounded like 
that ever survives more than a minute. 
“That man in the museum is alleged t» 
be Charles B. Nelson, who was mysteriously 
shot one evening last summer while in the 
company of Mrs. Edith Marguerite Stapics 
in Washington Park. The shoot!ng occurred 
on the the night of July 1, five months agu, 
and the man with an ounce of lead in his 
heart is still alive. Whether he sleeps wcll 
and has a good appetite I am unable to say. 


“He was formerly a cyclist of some note. 


Nelson's breast was subjected to the X 
rays, and according to sciographs, which 
were made at the time, the bullet lodged 


- in the septum of the heart—the fourfold par- 


tition of muscular fiber that divides the 
interior of that organ into right and left 
auricies and ventricles. There it has con- 
tinued to throb up and down, about 100,000 
times a day,,ever since that mysterious 
shooting, and at every pulsatior’refuting the 
old theory of medical science that the touch 
of hostile metal to man’s heart brings 
death. ; 


Bullet Cannot Be Removed. 


“The most skillful and daring surgeon on 
faith, if he were asked to remove the bullet 
from Nelson’s heart, would sMake his head 
in the negative. So this man must carry 
his leaden handicap as long as life shall 
last. Seems strange, doesn’t it? Inthe scio- 


_ graph views which were made.of Nelson’s 


wound the shadow of the’ bullet appears 
almost exactly in the center of the thorax, 
midway between the.énds of the fourth pair 
ofribs. In the nr@file view of the thorax the

At the point where it entered the thorax the 
incloses the heart, 
touches the sternum, itself less than an inch 
in thickness; so that surgeons claim the 
other inch and a half of the bullet’s path was 
plowed through the fibers of the heart. 
The exact injury inflicted upon the heart, 
however, is still an open question, which 
will only be determined satisfactorily to 
ecience by an autopsy. It has been argued 
by some that the bullet was a spent ball, 
which pierced the pericardium and dropped, 
in which case the muscular tissues of the 
yhheart were not lacerated 6r wounded. 

“And yet, notwithstanding what I have 
said, we have surgcons nowadays who do 
undertake and carry to a suggessful conclu- 
sion operations on the heart.. This is done 
by. opening the pericardium, for example, 
in cases of dropsy of the heart, and drawing 
off the fluid by aspiration. A man may have 
his heart punctured with the point of a 
knife or a needle and still recover from the 
injury. It used to be held that wounds of 
this character were invariably fatal. Buta 
wound of the heart is not necessarily fatal, 
as is shown in the case where a needle was 
removed Ly Callender from the substance of 
that organ. Cases of like nature have been 
reported by Drs. ‘Hahn, Agnew, Sielzner, 
and others. More than fifty cases where 
rupture of the heart walls did not result in 
immediate death are reported by Dr. D. J. 
Hamilton, a well-known Scotch surgeon and 
pathologist. 

“The case of Poole, a prize-fighter, was 
_ one of the most remarkable. Poole was shot 
in the heart while engaged in an encounter 

with & man named Baker, in New Jersey, in 

1855. To all outward appearance he recov- 

ered rapidly, and in four days felt so well

Injuries to the Brain. 


“More remarkable still, perhaps, are the 
mumerous injuries to the brain and spinal 
cord, waich on first view would be pro- 
mounced fatal, and yet from which the 
‘wounded persons recover. At Valparaiso, 
ind.. a few days ago, a man named Herbert 
J. Fish, while in a fit of temporary insanity, 
t put a 38-caliber bullet through his brain, and 
at -ast accounts he was st'll alive and ap- 
parently getting well. The bulle‘. by all ac- 
counts, passed through the right and 'eft 
anterior hemispheres of the brain. lodging 
fina‘ly in the posterior bone wall of the left 
eye socket. In its course the bail estroyed 
a large amount of brain matter. At the same 
time it cut the optic nerves of both eyes, de- 
Stroying the sight. In some way the sense 
of smell, 100, was destroyed. It seems mirac- 
ulous that this man should recover and re- 
tain any of his senses, but the physicians In 
attendance reported that aside from the fact 
of a somewhat weakened mental Apparatus 
he appeared to be about as rational as be- 
fore he sustained the self-inflic‘eu wound. 
. The one poin: on which they found him most 
at sea was that he did not believe or realize 
that he had shot himself. 

* One Sunday some weeks ago, at }lunting- 
ton, Ind., Ben Chesterman was accidentally 
shot in the head by his cousin, who was ex- 
amining a revolver. ‘The bullet, ‘22-caliber, 
entered his forehead and imbedded itself 
un.ler the skull. Some of the wounded man’s 
brain matter oozed out. it was reported, but 
Chesterman did not die. He was uncon- 
scious for two hours, then came to himself 
an 1 apparently recovered. Some of the doc- 
tors who took note of this case alt the time 
ventured the opinion that the inner table 
of the skull was not fractured anc the brain 
Bubstance- proper not penetrated. If this 
Was true of course it was a misiake to re- 
port that brain tissfe oozed out, fur such a 
result would be impossible.

head in the parietal bone above the ear and 
penetrating the brain. Within the next 
forty-eight hours the ball was removed by 
Dr. Liston H. Montgomery, and the wound- 
ed man got well. The wife at the same time 
shot herself in the head, but her injuries 
were not serious. Old-time doctors used to 
pronounce wounds like that of McDonnell’s 
fatal in every instance, and make very lit- 
tle effort to save the patient. Brain injuries 
are most serious, and most often prove 
fatal when they occur near the base of the 
brain. 

‘While we are upon this subject I want 
to tell you about a remarkable case of re- 
covery from a supposedly fatal gunshot 
wound which was treated in Cook County 
Hospital. Miss O. C. was admitted to the 
hospital, having been shot in the abdomen 
two hours before. A vertical incision, three 
inches in length, was made over the site 
of the wound, and a careful dissection of the 
abdominal wall led to the discovery of a 
perforation in the peritoneum. The intes- 
tine was withdrawn, loop by loop, for exam- 
ination. A double perforation was revealed, 
the bullet having passed transversely 
through the intestine. The wounds were 
about one centimeter in diameter. A re- 
section of two inches of the intestine was 
made, and end to end anasomosis secured 
by means of a No. 4 Murphy button, and the 
perforations were closed by silk sutures. 
The bullet was not found, but, strange to 
say, the patient recovered. 


Long Carried a Bullet. 


‘*The Army and Navy Journal recently 
told of a French artillery officer who carried 
a bullet in his head for twenty-seven years. 
He was shot in the left temple during the 
Franco-Prussian war. The bullet could not 


be extracted, but it soon ceased to be pain- 


| 


ful and the wound healed. A few months 
ago the bullet began to move about, causing 
the soldier intense pain and driving him al- 
most mad. Then there was a lull, and a 
short time ago, it is said, the artilleryman 
removed the bullet from his throat. 

‘“*Up to the tirhe of the civil war but little 
effort was anade to operate on gunshot 
wounds of the brain orabdomen. Since then 
much has been accomplished through ex- 
perimental work and clinical observation to 
elucidate the subject. For wounds in the 
abdomen, in general, American and German 
surgeons advocate laparotomy as early as 
possible. 

‘**Gunshot wounds in the head directly in- 
volving the brain may be either perforating 
or penetrating. A penetrating wound is one 
in which the missile enters and does not 
emerge; a perforating wound is one in which 
the bullet passes entirely through the head. 
The injury to the skull or brain may vary 
from a comparatively slight wound to one 
which inflicts immense and widespread in- 
jury, both to the skull anditscontents. The 
difference between the wound of entrance 
and the wound of exit is apt to be far more 
marked in the skull than in the soft parts. 
At the wound of entrance the aperture in 
the external table may be no larger than the 
bullet itself, or may even be reduced to a 
simple slit; whereas the inner table may be 
quite extensively fractured. At the wound 
of exit the reverse is true. The outer table 
will be more extensively fractured than the 
inner, and in addition to this the entire aper- 
ture at the wound of exit, as the ball strikes 
on the concave surface of the skull, is apt 
to be much larger than the wound of en- 


‘trance. 


“The recent advance in cerebral surgery 
has materially changed treatment of such 
wounds. The difference between the modern 


treatment of gunshot wounds of the brain 
and the older methods is due largely to the 
application of antiseptic discoveries and the 
consequent boldness with which surgeons 
interfere; to the use of the aluminium grav- 
ity probe, and to knowledge of the facts that 
drainage of the brain is not only possible 
but essential, and that for the purpose both 
of searching for the bullet. and removing 
it surgeons should often make a counter 
opening by the trephine operation.” 


Colonel Hardin’s Bad Coin. 


Some one thought he was getting the best 
of Colonel B. L. Hardin the other day, but, 
lawyer-like, he came out on top at a ratio 
of nearly 16 to 1. On the day in question 
some one “ worked’”’ an old coin off on the 
Colonel for a quarter, and when the lawyer 
laid it down on the counter in payment for 
a rolled roast the butcher declined to accept 
it. An examination: showed that the coin 
bore the likeness of an English King, with 
the words ‘‘ George III.”" and date of 1817. 
A drummer standing by offered him $2 for 
the silver piece, but the attorney refused to 
part with it. The commercial man then 
drew a little book from his pocket and 
showed that its value was quoted at $2.65 
by numismatists.—Jessamine (Ky.) Journal.

EVERY MAN IS FOR HIMSELF. 


Terrible Selfishness Seeri Among the 
Gold Hunters in the North— 
Many Go Insane. 


Denver Republican: ‘‘ Nobody who has 
spent tRe winter in the Klondike will evér 
want to try it again,’’ said Thomas Harmer 
at the Mining bureau yesterday. ‘“* That is, 
‘unless he has a certainty of making enough 
money to partially repay him for suffering 
hardships such as were never endured in any 
mining camp on earth before.’’ 

Mr. Harmer went into Alaska-two years 
ago and says that he left there last August 
never to return. “TI would not go back there 
and remain five years for $250,000,”" he con- 
tinued. ‘**‘ When I speak of suffering I do not 
mean actual bodily pain or sickness, because 
I think that if a man goes there prepared 
as he should and abstains from excesses ‘he 
can keep in reasonably good health, but to 
live during the winter season in those close 
cabins and see the horrible selfishness and 
cruelty of human beings toward each other, 
the result of the rush for gold, which many 
of them, even afterethey have secured it, 
do not hesitate to throw away, is enough to 
make one lose all faith in the fitness of men 
to live on the earth. When I was coming 
out I saw men refuse a nail or the use of an 
ax or even the use of a tin cup to men who 
were in need of these trifiles. Every man 
there seems to be afraid of his fellows— 
afraid that they wili steal something or have 
better success in finding gold. I spent last 
winter from September to April with eight 
other men, we having gone together to save 
labor in keeping warm. 

‘*Each of us had a claim or a part of a 
claim, and we went out every day that the 
weather was not too cold to work our 
claims. In melting the frozen gravel we 
nearly always found One or more nuggets 
in the dirt, but during the entire eight 
months that we worked together I do not 
remember of a single occasion when one of 
us acknowledged that he had found any 
gold. Each of us had a buckskin bag that 
was carried on the person, and the ingenuity 
of all was taxed to the utmost to devise 
some scheme whereby that bag could be 
concealed from the rest. There was no 
stealing in the camp. A man caught steal- 
ing would have had a rough*time of it, but 
every man seemed to think that every other 
man wanted to steal from him, and I do not 
think that a single one of us knew where 
any other man carried his gold. I remember 
one night lying awake and seeing five men of 
our company at different times putting away 
the nuggets found during the day, and in 
every case, after putting them in the little 
buckskin ‘bag, they would thrust the bag 
under the blankets, and I could see from 
the fumbling that they were concealing it 
about their persons. We always had a man 
sitting up to keep the fires, and the men 
were afraid that he might see where they 
put their gold. There was no absolute 

cruelty, but the total indifference to the 
welfare that characterized everybody was 
simply horrible. I was in the cabin one day 
reading with two men, one of whom was sick, 
the rest being at work. The sick man hada 
terrible cold and fever, and asked one of us 
to hand him a drink. 

“The other man went over to the bucket 
in which we kept our melted snow and, with 
the remark, *‘ There is no more than I want 
myself,’ drank it all. This, of course, was 
exceptionally brutal, but there were many 
instances almost as Every man is for 
himself, and many of them are so constant- 
ly thinking of their i ram ey ene

San Francisco he was almost an idiot, and 
it was with difficulty we could induce him 
to deposit his gold in a bank and go to a 
hotel.

GREAT .BLOCKADE RUNNING. 


Last Performance of the Confederate 
Steamer Hattie at Charleston Just 
Before Lee’s Surrender. 


Charleston, 8. C., Dec. 3.—‘‘ Running the 
Llockade with filibustering expeditions to 
Cuba does not seem as easy as slipping in 
2nd out of Charleston harbor with loaded 
ships in 1865,”’ said an old salt the other day. 
’* Things have changec since then, and you 
can’t pass Uncle Sam’s ships as we psed to 


Lebby, was the last runner in or out of 
Charleston. It was a small vesscl, Clyde 
built, furnished with powerful engines, and 
it made more trips than any other vessel 
engaged in the business. I asked mien in 
Charleston who knew all about it to estimate 
the values of the cargoes taken out and 
brought jn by this one ship, and their figures 
were enormous. On several occasions it 
brought munitions of war, of which the Con- 
federacy’ was in pressing need, and at least 
three battles were fought with munitions for 
which the Confederacy had waited. and 
which it landed safely in their hands. Plot 
after plot was formed at Nassay to get hold 
of the Hattie, but none of them was suc- 
cessful. It slipped in ard out like a phantom, 
toking the most desperate risks, and being 
attended by a spirit of good luck quite ex- 
traordinary. a 

“The last entrance of the Hattie into 
Charleston occurred one night in February, 
1865. The Confederacy was then in cxtremis, 
and the federal fleet off Charlestoh num- 
bered eighteen or twenty sail. It was 4a 
starlight night, and at an éarly hour the 
Hattie crept forward among the fleet. It 
tad been freshly painted a blue white, its 
fires made little smoke, and not a light was 
permitted to shine on board. 

“With its engines moving slowing. it let 
the wind drive it forward. ‘There were elght 
or ten vessels outside the bar, and as many 
within. Those outside were passed success- 
fully without an alarm being raised. The 
Hattie ran within 300 feet of two different 
biockaders without its presence being de- 
tected. To the naked eye of the lookouts it 
must have seemed a hazy mist moving 
slowly. 

“ The little steamer was quietly approach- 
ing the inner line of blockaders when a sud- 
den fire was opened from a gunboat not 200 
feet distant, and the air at the same time 
filled with rockets to announce the runner's 
presence. At that time the Federals had the 
whole of Morris Island, and Fort Sumter 
had been so battered to pieces that monitors 
took up their station almost within pistol 
shot of it. As soon as the Hattie was dis- 
covered all steam was crowded on and it was 
headed straight for the channel. It ran a 
terrible gauntlet of shot and shell for ten 
minutes, but .escaped untouched. Then 
came the real  ~peril.' Just ‘below 
Sumter, in the narrowest part of 
the channel, the Hattie encountered 
two barge loads of men stationed there on 
picket, The great speed saved it from 
being boarded, but the volfey fired after it 
wounded two or three men and cut three 
fingers off the hand of the pilot holding the 
spokes of the wheel. 

* Two hundred yards aliead lay a monitor, 
and it once opened fire and kept its guns 
going as long as the Hattie could be seen, 
but not a missile struck, and it arrived safe-

that the steamer ran so close that 


orders given on the monitor could be heard. 
** Charleston was being bombarded, many 
of the busiricss houses closed, and all could 
see that the end was drawing near. The 
Hattie was in as much danger lying at its 
wharf as it would be outside, and a cargo was 
made up as quickly as possible and it was 
made ready for its last trip. Just before 
dark the sentinels on Fort Sumter counted 
twenty-six Federal blockaders off Charles- 
ton Harbor, and yet the Hattie coolly made 
preparations to run out. A short time be- 
fore midnight, with a starlight night and a 
smooth sea, the little craft picked its way 
through all that fieet without being hailed 
or a gun fired, and it was at Nassau when 
the news of Lee’s surrender was received.”’

In the cases of figures 2, 3, and 4, if the gas 
is turned down until the flame is the same 
shape as figure 1, the gas will be burned 
economically, but the amount of light will 
be reduced. The moral to be drawn from 
these comparisons is: Turn down the gas 
until the sHape of the flame is like figure 1. 
If this does not give you light enough, do not 
turn on more gas, but call or send to the gas 
office for a supply of larger-sized tips. After 
one of these has been put on you should 
always adjust the shape of tMe flame to look 
like figure 1. You will save money by doing

isfaction in denouncing the rowdy- 

ism and ungodliness of Chicago may 

now hold their peace and hide their 
diminished heads, for, lo! the Queen City of 
the lakes outdoes all other cities in the num- 
ber and variety of its religious and educa- 
tional institutions. 

For many years these self-constituted 
mentors from the far East, and pharisaical 
pamphjeteers from abroad, have held up 
Chicago to the commiseration of the “ unco’ 
gude”’ folk, who spend their lives looking 
for motes in their neighbors’ eyes, so that 
the world at large, while acknowledging the 
enterprise, pluck, and wealth of the metrop- 

ANS n olis of the West, has come to regard this 

NN . ) \\ fair city as in need of missionary aid. And 

even the loyal residents of Chicago, while 

they have warmly defended the fair fame 

of their city, have come, in course of years 

of misrepresentation, to feel that a moral 
awakening would do no harm, 

It is doubtful if many of the divines and 
prominent Christian workers have appre- 
ciated the wonderful growth of religious 
enterprise, and the remarkable, the unpre- 
cedented extension of the common school 
system of the city. 

The reader will therefore be unprepared 
for the confident assertion, supported by 
irrefutable statistics, that Chicago leads 
the great cities of America in the number 
of its churches, the number of its Sunday 
Bchools, the attendance at both, and the 
number of common schools for the masses. 


Chicago Leads New York. 

Or, to put the proposition in another man- 
her, Chicago has, compared with old New 
York—the New York iecorded in the direc- 
tory for 1897—more churches, more Sun- 
day schools, more Sunday sé¢hool pupils, 
more common school buildings, and more 
pupils attending them. “The comparison be- 
tween the two cities, taking the directory 
figures printed last Muy, is the more satis- 
factory because upon that date the poula- 
tion was about even, with a shade in favor 
of Chicago. Both cities had about 1,750,000 
of souls. 

The idea that Chicago had grown so 
rapidly in temporal stature that it took no 
heed to the religious and ethical training of 
its sons and daughters has become fixed in 
some quarters. Henceforth it must take 
its place at the head of the procession in 
these matters. 

At the outset it must be admitted, and no 
one will argue to the contrary, that religion 
and education of the masses z0 hand in 
hand. The church, the Sunday school, the 
day school, and the charitable institution 
make up the religious movement of a com- 
munity. 

The visitor jumps to the conclusion that 
there are few churches in Chicago, becduse 
the business sections of the city are almost 
without these edifices. The reason for this 
is logical. The great fire destroyed nearly 
all of the fine churches that stood in com- 
mercial Chicago. When the congregations 
contemplated rebuilding they found that 
the land was too valuable for the purpose. 
Hence all, or nearly all, of the destroyed 
structures were rebuilt in resident districts. . 


Statistics of the Churches. 


4 The wonder of it all is that the gigantic 
religious achievements of Chicago have been 
created within fifty years. ‘There stand in 
the city today, as reported in the directory 
for 1897, 799 places of worship of all de- 
nominations, as against 550 in New ‘York. 
This, in itself, gives a percentage of nearly 
50 in favor of Chicago. In spite of its enor- 
mous Catholic population, New York has 
but one more church belonging to that de- 
nomination, there being ninety in New York 
to eighty-nine here: New York has a church 
for every 3,200 of its population, while Chi- 
cago has one for every 2,190. 

In collateral institutions and in charita- 
ble work Chicago has as favorable a show- 
ing. Here are located many of the na- 
tional and international headquarters of 
religious, charitable, and educational bod- 
ies. Most noteworthy of these is the head- 
quarters of the Internationa] Sunday School 
Executive board, of which B. F. Jacobs has 
for years been the head.

Its Associations and Institutions of Charitable, Religious, and 
Educational Purpose, Both Civic and National, in. Num- 
ber and in Magnitude Lead the Country. 
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Chicago has more Sunday schools and 
more Sunday school pupils than any other 
city in America, taking the reports for last 
year asa basis. Of course, it would be im- 
possible and unfair to compare Chicago 
with that conglomeration of cities, villages, 
and grazing country known as Greater 
New York, for that place only exists in the 
statute book as yet. In 1890, when New 
York had nearly 500,000 more people than 
Chicago, this city had 629 Sunday schools, 
as against New York’s 600. Last year itis 
computed that with a nearly equal popula- 
tion Chicago had 200 more Sunday schools, 
with over 250,000 pupils, about 50,000 more 
than New York could boast. 


International Sunday School Lessons. 

As before stated, here is the home of the 
International Sunday school association. 
Said President Jacobs when shown these 
statistics: 

“The reason for this remarkable and 
gratifying fact lies in the fact that for the 
last fifteen years Illinois, as well as the 
City of Chicago, has been the most active 
State m the union in Sunday schvol mat- 
ters. The International Sunday zchool les- 
sons are now used by the whole world. They 
emanate from Chicago, where for fifteen 
years the headquarters of the association 
have been located. it is estimated that 
from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 people use 
those lessons every Sunday. Wehaveover 
7,000 schools, with over 750,000 members,

Christian womanhood, and to develop them 
physically, socially, intellectually, and spir- 
itually. 

Allied in aims, but independent-of the in- 
ternational association, is the Young Wom- 
an’s Christian association of Chicago, 
which was organized in 1876. This insti- 
tution has an educational, social, commer- 
cial, and spiritual compass. It is modeled 
as closely as possible upon the Young Men’s 
Christian association, with the clubhouse 
idea added. It is housed in the first, the 
handsomest, the largest, and the costliest 
building of its kind in the world. This, 
grand building is familiar to all Chicagoans, 
standing, as it does, on Michigan avenue, 
facing the Logan statue. It is seven stories 
high, massive in structure, and absolutely 
fireproof. It occupies eighty feet on Michi- 
gan avenue by 180 feet deep. It has 300 
rooms, heated by steam and lighted by elec- 
tricity, for the use of its members, and 
classes in English branches and the modern 
languages are instructed at a regular charge 
of 10 cents per lesson. The gymnasium 
features of the Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociation are provided, and a large amount 
of humanitarian work is accomplished. The 
head of the institution is Mrs. Leander 
Stone.

is from these schools the United States is 
supplied with bright young men who have 
been specially trained in two-year courses— 
another instance of the reach and influence 
of the City of Chicago upon the religious 
movement of the century. This building 
cost $1,750,000 to erect, and it has a debt 
of but $631,000. The ussoeiation also owns 
branches that cost over $100,000. It caters 
to the social and intellectual wants of its 
members, as well as the spiritual. Fifty- 
seven different ciasses for instruction are 
instituted. L. Wilbur Messer 1s the gen- 
eral secretary. 

“T have long known that Chicago was a 
center of religious feeling,” said Secretary 
Messer, “‘ but I was ignorant of the wonder- 
ful total. The fact that this association, 
and the W. C. T. U. and the Y. W. C. A. are 
80 prosperous ought to have suggested to 
me that there must be some influence at 
home that enabled us to accomplish so 
much. I am proud as well as gratified to 
learn that Chicago has more churches and 
more Sunday-schools than New York.” 

Armour Mission and Art Institute. 

In nothing does Chicago attest the under- 
lying religious movemen* more than in her 
splendid charitable and educational institu- 
tions. Such an institution is the Armour 
Mission, and the great technical scbool that 
was founded later. The mission outranks 
any other institution of its kind at home or 


world is Hull House, which has attracted 
the notice of educators and humanitarians 
of every land. Under the efficient man- 
agement of Miss Jane Addams the institu- 
tion has flourished wonderfully, attesting 
equally with other enterprises the religious 
soil of the city of its adoption. Hull House 
owes its existence to the bounty of Miss 
Culver, the owner of the property upon 
which the building stands. Hull House 
furnishes an intellectual and social center 
for the district about 335 South Halsted 
street. Magazines have frequently devoted 
space to exploiting the beauties of this Chi- 
cago institution. A nursery for children, 
whose mothers have to work during the 
day, a kindergarten, » gymnasium, a diet 
kitchen for the sick, sewing classes for the 
girls, and clubrooms for the boys are pro- 
vided, and throughout all the departments 
of Hull House a wholesome religivus atmos- 
phere permeates. Hull House is in a ward 
in which there are 270 saloons and but six 
churches. A wonderful and interesting® 
feature of Hull House is the singing of the 
children under the direction of Professor 
William L. Tomlins. In 1884 Christine 
Nillson wrote: 

“TI recognized at once the careful training 
the children had gone through. You are 
now doing a good to the future generation 
that Chicago and the whole nation ought to 
be proud of. Mr. Tomlins is singing re-

Young Women’s Christian Association. 

Recognizing the religious character of the 
men and women of this city, the meim- 
bers of the Young Women’s Christian as- 
sociation of this continent have selected 
Chicago as the international headquarters, 
The offices are in the Champaign Building, 
and Miss E. K. Price is the General Secre- 
tary. This association governs the Loung 
Women’s Christian association througnout 
this country, Canada, and Mexico. Under 
it are 59 city associations, 18 State, and 276 
colleges. The college work of the conti- 
nent is administered and directcd from Chi- 
cago. The object of the association is to

grand Temple is one of the enduring land- 
marks of the city. The work of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance union and 
of its famous President, Miss ‘Frances BH. 
Willard, need no introduction. The na- 
tional organization was formed in 1874, and 
Miss Willard’ has been at the head from 
the first. The Temple, which is thirteen 
stories high, cost $1,250,000. It stands to- 
day a monument to the enterprise of Chi- 
cago in religious matters, and is by long 
odds the costliest building of its kind ever 
erected in ghe world’s history. No city but 
Chicago would have ventured upon its con- 
struction. 


Young Men’s Christian Association. 


The Young Men’s Christian association 
of Chicago surpasses any similar institution 
in the world in many ways, and save in the 
mere matter of endowment is surpassed by 
none. It has the honor of having erected 
the first Young Men’s Christian association 
building in the world, sixty years ago. 
Three buildings have stood upon the pres- 
ent site at 153 La Salle street, two having 
been destroyed by fire. The present build- 
ing is the finest owned by the association 
anywhere, and it has twenty-four branches 
throughout the city and county. Chicago 
and New York are the dual headquarters of 
the institution. The Chicago association 
maintains two training schools for secre- 
taries, one here and one at Springfield. It

BARBARITY AND CIVILIZATION HAND IN HAND. 


NOTHER “ Pearl of the Antilles ” has 
come into romantic prominence dur- 
ing the last few weeks, this one with 
its sable hands tied in the strands of 
international complication, and has 

asked Uncle Sam, as if he were a senior rela- 
tive of its own President Sam, to loose the 
bonds. But Cuba’s plucky neighbor, Hayti, 
found as little satisfaction at Washington as 
did the Spanish island, and after sharing the 
stage with the insurgents and the Dons for 
one act, it has retired, literally dragged off 
the boards by the mailed hand of the Empe- 
ror of Germany. 

The incident now may be considered closed, 
unless the executive of ‘‘ the Black Repub- 
lic ’’ finds a revolution on his hands for yield- 
ing to the Teutons; and once again Gomez 
and the Spaniards will monopolize public 
activity in the West Indian group of islands. 


Lueders Is the “Occasion.”’ 


In the farce imbroglio between Hayti and 
Germany a man in whom the blood of the 
two nations is mingled, Emil Lueders by 
name, has been chief actor. Lueders gets } 
his Teutonic name from his father and his

an occasion for international complications 
he is a molehill, like so many of these “ oc- 
casions.’’

Germany is the only great nation of west- 
ern Europe which has not an inch of terri- 
tory in the Western@Hemisphere that it 
may call its own.

America, but the great federated nation is 
homeless in this half of the world. 

And yet of all the empires on earth none 
in this last quarter of the century is more 
greedy of domain and powér, more guided 
by the motto “ progress,’ than these same 
realms of Wilhelm.

The fourth of these claims was the one 
which grotind most deeply against Hayti's 
self-respect. For President Sam to receive 
again the very man who had so rudely sub- 
mitted the original demand for indemnity 
was a little bit severe. But, as after events 
proved, Germany meant what it said and 
secured every iota of its claim. 

This outcome was not secured, however, 
without much talk and paperturmoll. The 
first thing President Sam and his repre- 
sentatives thought of in their hope to hold 
out with dignity was the American Monroe 
doctrine. It was argued that Secretary 
Olney had used that with excellent results 
in defending the Venezuelan government 
against the claims of Great Britain, and 
Hayti'’s .cheer lay in this; and its Minister 
in Washington, Mr. Leger, hied himself to 
Secretary .Sherman and besought him to 
act. But the Secretary was not sympathetic. 
He seemed to regard the matter of in- 
demnity as one to be settled between Ger- 
many and Hayti. The only action taken by 
the United States was to cable Ambassador 
White in Berlin to make specific inquiry at 
the Foreign Office as to the empire's inten- 
tions regarding the little island. The reply 
was given, courteously, that nothing be- 
yond the specific collection of the money for 
the outrage on Lueders was contemplated. 
The Ambassador conveyed to the Beriin 
government the intimation that America 
would not regard the incident as any of its 
business, but that any unnecessary display 
of German force in these Western waters 
would be looked on as an affront to the 
United States. 


Force Causes a Backdown. 


Finding that its ultimatum was not com- 
plied with, Germany sent the Charlotte and 
the Stein, frigates, to Port au Prince. The 
commander of the Stein notified President 
Sam that unless all the demands of Germany 
were acquiesced in within eight hours he 
would be compelled to act. This threat had 
the desired effect. 

The first part of the settlement took’place 
when the Haytian fleet formally saluted 
the German flag from the flagship of the 
fleet of Hayti, the Crete-A-Pierrot, a small 
vessel of 940 tons, armed with a few guns 
of light caliber. 

Admiral Kilick, the Haytian commander, 
had charge of the formal salute of the Ger- 


P man fiag. While the flag of the republic was 


being dipped on board the Crete-A-Pierrot 
to the standard of Germany the band of 
the Haytian navy played the German na- 
tional gnthem, and the Haytian flagship 
fired twenty-one guns, which were answered 
by the German flagship, the Charlotte, which 
is used as a school ship. 

The second part of the settlement took 
place when the,German Minister to Hayti 
was formally and solemnly received by the 
Haytian officials. The latter assured the 
German authorities that summary justice 
would be promptly meted out to those of 
the officials of Hayti who caused the 
estrangement between the republic and Ger- 
many. 

The usual-threats of revolution followed 
the backdown of the little republic, and it 
remains to be seen whether President Sam

Arrested for Resisting a Policeman. 


Just after Oct. 1, 1897, Lueders was living 
in Port au Prince and managed to get into 
a difliculty with a dusky policeman of the 
town. He resisted the officer, or at least the 
Haytian story tells it that way, and for the 
action was arrested, assessed $48 by a Hay- 
Uan court, and sentenced to undergo an im- 
prisonment of thirty days. 

The prisoner declared he did not resist the 
minion of the law and secured a second trial. 
At this time witnesses testified they had 
not seen him strike the policeman. Never- 
theless Lueders was found guilty again and 
resentenced, this time to pay a fine of $500 
and to undergo 4 year’s imprisonment. Ac- 
cording to the German version of the affair 
the original trouble between the prisoner 
and the policeman was due to the latter forc- 
im@-his way into Lueders’ residence, con- 
trary to law, in order to arrest a servant. 

After the second trial the Gérman repre- 
sentative in Hayti, Count Schwerin, took the 
matter in hand. On Oct. 17 he went into the 
presence of the President of the republic, 

Tiresias Augustin Simon Sam, and demand- 

ed in the name of the German Emperor that 

Lueders be set at liberty, also demanding, 

for every day the latter had spent in prison 

—a total of twenty-three days—an indemnity 

of $1,000 in gold. The representative of 

Wilhelm added that for every day Lueders 

was kept a prisoner after the time of the 

notification Germany would demand an in- 
- demnity of $5,000 in gold. 


Alleged Insult to the President. 
This interview was remarkable, for the 
German Chargé d’ Affaires, Count Schwerin, 
put his.case with great vehemence and with 


none of the graciousness supposed to be. 


charecteristic of diplomats. He walked up 
immediately in front of Presidertt Sam, 
raised himself to his full height, and shouted 
his propositions and his ultimatum. It was 
on this interview, alleged to be impolite to 
the President, that the Haytians founded a 
part of their defense. 

President Sam at first refused to grant the 
Minister's demand, and Lueders remained in 
prison six days longer. Upon. this Count 
Schwerin notified the Haytian government 
that he had hauled down his flag and had 
Sent the archives of the German Legation 
to the Legation of the United States, thus 
severing all diplomatic relations with the 
Government of Harti. 

45 was to be expected, this precipitate 
action of the German representative caused 
a fury of excitement among the residents of 
Port an Prince. There was some talk of 
mobbing the German Legation and more of 
lynching the prisoner. This talk determined 
the counselors of Luedérs to get him out 
of the island quickly, and so he was quictly 
released by President Sammi’s orders and 
reached New York ©n Oct. 30, safling for 
Europe on the same Gay. | 

About this time the Haytian government 
was startled by: the following formal de- 
mands from the German Emperor:

Islarid Discovered by Columbus. 

Hayti was discovered on Dec. 6, 1492, by. 
Columbus, and was taken into the possession 
of the Spaniards. The aborigines, who were 
meek and pliant, were crushed out of exist- 
ence within a century by the barbarity of 
the Dons. Their places were filled by negro 
slaves brought from Africa. 

Soon the buccaneers came to the neighbor- 
ing island of Tortuga and began a series of 
savage incursions upon Haytian territory 
that finally gained them a firm footing on the 
western part of the otean paradise. These 
buccaneers were largely French. In 1697, 
by the peace of Ryswick, the western part 


of Hayti wascededto France. This was the 


and diplomatic manner of dealing with his 
enemies, ee Hippolyte had. used sa 
force. The first serious threat of a rev 
tion, where force actually became necessary 
and was used, was on the night of Hippo- 
lyte’s funeral, when friends of the rebel 
Manigat at Jacmel attempted to start a rev- 
olution in his favor. They were overpowetcd 
by the troops after several men were killed 
and many wounded. General Manigat, who 
was the champion of the pure negro element, 
had attempted to overthrow President 
Salomon in 1888, and, after Legitime was 
deposed, he plotted continually against 
Hippolyte. After Sam crushed his in- 
cipient revolution at Jacmel the President 
issued an amnesty to all political prisoners 
and exiles. Manigat, who had fled to 
Jamaica, hurried to Port au Prince. Sam 
curtly gave him his choice of a prison cell 
or the honorable position of Minister to 
France. Sam really preferred to have him 
far away. Manigat accepted the French 
mission, but President Faure refused to ac- 
cept him, and that was the end of his 
political mfluence. 

Sam also distinguished himself by stamp- 
ing out a riot concerning Fouchard, the 
Minister of Finance, who came to him as 
a legacy from Hippolyte, whom the people 
charged with embezzlement. Sam threw 
out the entire Cabinet and sustained him- 
self. 

T orm of government now obtaining 
in“ Haytt is composed, first, of a President 
and Cabinet. The legislative body is the 
Naticnal Assembly, consisting of a Senate

first of the long series of breaks in Spanish 
unity in the Western world. 

For 100 years the buccaneers imported 
large number of Africans. Asa result of the 
relation of the sexes of different races, the 
mulattoes were developed. They formed an 
intermediate class, both socially and polit- 
ically. They were excluded from citizenship 
and exempted from bondage. 

The friction that grew out of this nameless 
and featureless existence was focused into 
open hostility under the stormy influence of 
the French revolution in 1791. There fol- 
lowed what historians have styled probably 
the most vindictive struggle of the ages, not 
between two opposing forces, but among 
three—white, black, and mixed. AS a re- 
sult before the close of the eighteenth. cen- 
tury the once dominant Europeans were ex- 
terminated and the welded colored people 
came into power. 


Dessalines Proclaims Himself Emperor 


France, restless under the loss, sent a 
powerful armament in 1801 to recover pos- 
session of the island. Toussaint L’Ouver- 
ture, who was the celiverer of his race from 
Gallic supremacy, was trapped by treachery 
and deported. By 1803 France found the 
task of reconquering the island a greater 
one than it had expected, and in the follow- 
ing year Dessalines, imitating the great 
Napoleon, proclaimed himself Emperor of 
Hayti. 

Following this came’‘a period of commer- 
cial depression, punctuated with a series of 
revolutions. Sometimes the territory was 
consolidated into one State, sometimes it 
was divided into two. It was ruled under 
despots and monarchs. Even a republican 
form of government was tried. Finally the 
dwellers on the island became united, and 
in 1825 were recognized as independent even 
by France on condition of paying $30,000,000 
as a compensation to former planters. This 
sum was much reduced later. 

‘The western portion of the island, that 
had the recent trouble with Germany, be- 
c+me in 1843 the Dominican republic, and 
remained under that form of government 
until 1849, when its former President, Gen- 
eral Soulouque, the negro, proclaimed an 
empire and assumed the title of Emperor 
Faustin I. In 1859 a republic was pro- 
claimed again and a. new constitution 
adopted. 

But the Presidents of the republic rarely 
served the full measure of their terms, for 
revolutions cut them short. 


Hippolyte’s Rule of Iron. 


President Hippolyte’s sudden death from 
apoplexy in 1896 was the most notable event 
in Hayti of recent years. He had ruled the 
country with a rod of iron since he had 
overturned the government of President 
Legitime in 1889. Hippolyte followed up this 
victory by crushing out the uprising of 
1891, after which he executed all the leaders 
in that revolt. From that time the Preési- 


of thirty-nine members and a House of Com- 
mons of ninety-five members.

The term of office is 
three years for the lower hcuse. The Sen- 
ators are elected for six years by the House 
of Commons from a list prepared partly by 
the President and partly by the electors, 
one-third of them being replaced every two 
years. The President is elected by the two 
houses of the National Assembly and serves 
seven years. 

The area of Hayti is 11,070 square miles 
and the population, as enumerated by the 
church in 18{4, is 1,210,625. Ninety per cent 
of the people are negroes, and the rest, save 
for a small number of whites, are mulattoes. 

French is the language of the Haytians 
and the state religion is Roman Catholic, 
but others are tolerated. Port au Prince is 
the capital. 

Hayti’s largest commercial relations are 
with the United States. The chief article 
that it exports here is coffee. 

The country has an army comprising a 
government guard of 650 men of all arms, 
an artillery corps of 1,000, six regiments of 
infantry, numbering 3,200, and 1,978 gen- 
darmes—in all 6,828 men. 

The navy consists of five ironclads, carry- 
ing thirty-two guns, and one steel gunboat 
built in 15886.

Plainfield, N. J., Dec. 10.—According to an 
order just announced by the Central Rail- 
road ‘of New Jersey, all engineérs on the 
road who are over 50 years of age will be re- 
lieved of their jobs after Jan. 1. The reason 
advanced by the railroad officials is that the 
risk is too great to continue men who have 
passed that age at the important post of en- 
gineer. Such engineers will be employed in 
other capacities by the road.

Both Healers Have Been Bothered by 
State Boards of Health. 


OUTCOME OF AN OLD IOWA CASE. 


HE refusal of the Illinois State Board 
of Health to permit John Atkinson, 
the celebrated English * bonesetter,’’ 
to practice in this State what he terms 
** manipulative surgery ’’ without first 

appearing before that august body and pass- 
ing an examination as to his proficiency in 
the knowledge of the use of medicine recalls 
an incident which transpired in Council 
Bluffs, Ia., two years ago during the trial 
of Dr. Frank W. Parker, an osteopath, on 
a charge. of violating what is generally 
known as the medical practice act. The 
astonishing results secured by Dr. Parker 
through the application of osteopathic prin- 
ciples to the lame, the halt, the blind, and 
the otherwise infirm in and around Omaha’s 


‘best-known suburb had so wrought up the 


M. D.’s of both the old accepted schools that 
complaint was filed against the osteopath 
for using officially unrecognized methods in 
curing cases which, in their wisdom, the 
M. D.’s had pronounced incurable. Ar- 
raigned in the court-room, as evidence off- 
setting that introduced by the Prosecuting 
Attorney, was a long line of the most promi- 
nent people in Council Bluffs who had been 
restored to health and usefulness by methods 
identical with those recently used at the 
Palmer House in this city for a few days 
with marked success by Mr. Atkinson. A 
peculiarity of the trial was the absence of 
testimony which could be secured against 
the offending Dr. Parker. His grateful 
patients denied that he had given them 
medicine or had performed surgical opera- 
tions upon them—and yet they were forced 
to admit he had cured them. 

After an especially strong and vindictive 
argument by the Prosecuting Attorney the 
lawyer who was watching the osteopath’s 
legal interests turned to the representative 
of the Iowa State Board'of Health and 
asked: 

‘‘Mr. ——, supposing that the Savior were 
again to visit the earth, and in his traveling 
around, healing the sick, came to Council 
Bluffs, would you require that he had a 
license from the State Board of Health be- 
fore practicing bis good offices, curing where 
all others had failed to cure, and leaving a 
trail of health and happiness behind him?” 

Doubtless without realizing the import of 
his answer, the Prosecuting Attorney shout- 
ed in a most emphatic and energetic 
manner: 

‘‘Certainly I’ would!” 

The answer cost the State its case, and no 
further trouble was made for Dr. Parker. 


Runs Against the State Board. 


In his travels around this country John 
Atkinson, known in wellinigh every town,

Technically described, osteopathy is ** that 
science which consists of such exact, ex- 
haustive, and verifiable knowledge of the 
structure and functions of the human mech- 
anism, anatomical, physiological, and psy- 
chological, including the chemistry and 
physics of its known elements, as has made 
discoverable certain organic laws and reme- 
dial resources, within the body itself, by 
which nature under the scientific treatment 
peculiar to osteopathic practice, apart from 
all ordinary methods of extraneous, artifi- 
cial or medicinal stimulation, and in harmo- 
nious accord with its own mechanical prin- 
ciples, molecular activities, and metabolic 
processes, may-recover from displacements, 
disorganizations, derangements, and conse- 
quent disease, and regain its normal equilib- 
rium of form and function in health and 
strength.”’ 

This is Dr. Still’s definition of his discovery, 
from which its points of identity with At- 
kinson’s ‘“‘ manipulative surgery’”’ will be 
readily apparent. The osteopathic idea, in 
other words, is that man is simply a plece of 
the most delicately constructed mechanism 
and that the diplomate in osteopathy is a 
sort of high grade mechanical engineer who, 
from a magnificently perfect knowledge of 
anatomy, osteology, syndesmology, myology, 
angiology, neurology, histology, analytical 
and physiological chemistry, physiology, 
symptomatology, pathology, toxicology, 
psycho-physiology, and a few other things, 
principally osteopathy, is enabled to put the 
human machine in perfect working order, 
after which point nature may be relied on 
absolutely to step into the breach and per- 
fect a cure. 

One of the primary osteopathic ideas is 
that there is no waste room in the human 
body. There may be a dislocation at some 
point so slight as not in itself to cause 
serious pain or inconvenience, but the effect 
of the displacement, whatever it may be, is 
to cause an unnatural pressure in some other 
part of the body, from which a long train of 
muscular or nervous disorders may arise. 


Osteopathic Idea. 


The theory on which the science of osteop- 
athy was founded is that if every part of 
the bony structure is in place and the pas- 
sage of the nerves and blood vessels is un- 
obstructed, so that each part of the mech- 
anism is receiving its proper nerve and 
blood supply, the machine will perform its 
work correctly and the condition known as 
health ensues, which should continue until 
the machine is worn out by natural proc- 
esses. 

On the other hand, if any part of the frame- 
work or its muscular attachments bécome 
dislocated or misplaced so that a pressure 
is put on a nerve, or a blood vessel is par- 
tially or fully obstructed, the condition 
known as disease will make its appearance 
in that part of the structure supplied or 
drained by the nerves or blood vessels in- 
volved. 

The osteopath looks on the latter condli- 
tion as the result of a mechanical defect, 
and experience has demonstrated that armed 
with a comprehensive knowledge of the 
anatomy of the structure, and a close ac- 
quaintance with the physiological mani- 
festations of disease, he is enabled to trace 
effects to the causes and remove them 
without the use of any of the drugs that 
are so freely used in the practice of medi- 
cine. 

The osteopathic claim is that a good ma- 
chinist, when he discovers that the machine 
under his charge is out of order, does not 
attempt to correct its irregularities by intro-

The fatal error of the skillful Englishman 
seems to have been in characterizing his 
work as ‘‘ manipulative surgery.’’ The case 
is apparently similar to that of the cclored 
individual to whom all “coons”’ lovuked 
alike. A surgeon is a surgeon, and surgeons, 
must have a license before they may prac- 
tice. 

It goes without saying that during the few 
days John Atkinson was permitted to illus- 
trate his art at thé Palmer House he re- 
lieved a vast athiount of human suffering, 
and even should he be obliged to return to 
his home across the sea without giving fur- 
ther demonstrations of the remedial science 
of which he claims to be the discoverer, one 
of the most interesting facts established

Mr. Atkinson, 
in England, originated what he calls (evi- 
dently for the want of a better name) 
“ manipulative surgefy.”’ In the little town 
of Baidwin, Kas., in 1874, Dr. A. T. Still, 
now of Kirksville, Mo., fiscovered a method 
of curing human ilis and named it “ osteopa- 
thy,” from the Greek osteon—a bohe, and 
pathos—suffering. But it was a good many 
years after 1874 beforé osteopathy amounted 
to much, of beforé many people outside the 
State of Missouri kiew much about It.

What “Osteopathy” Means. 


The word “ osteopathy,’’ which was coined 
by Dr. Still and applied to his science as a 
name, has been criticised as a misnomer, 


but an analysis seems to show its appro-— 


priateness. One of the great fundamental 
principles of the science is that when the 
human body is in perfect mechanical order, 
when every tissue is enabled to do its work 
without mechanical interference, health will 
result. The bony framework is that part of 
the body upon which order most depends. 
The osteopath uses the bones as fixed points 
from which to explore for disorder, and as 
levers to assist him in restoring order to the 
body. In fact, very little osteopathic work 
would be “bperne without using the bones, 
and it is the osteopathic tise of the bones in 
this work rather than the treatment of 
bone troubles that makes the word “‘ oste- 
opathy’”’ an appropriate name for the prac- 
tice. 

In many respects the methods of the Eng- 
lish and American discoverers have been 
similar. Both have established itistitutes 
as a means of perpetuating the knowledge 
so slowly and laboriously gained ih the first 
instance. The original discovery was oily 
the principle. Its development required 
years of patient research, study, and 2x- 
periment. While osteopathy has béen prac- 
ticed in Missouri for a little over twenty 
vears, it has for at least. haif of that time 
been by the hands of off man. Dr. Still’s 
first students were his sons, whom he began 
teaching in 1887. What is now the American 
School of Osteopathy at Kirksville was 
chartered by the State of Missouri in 1892. 
During the two or three yeats following 
rather moré attention was paid to treating 
the invalids who flocked to Kirksville from 
all parts of the country than to teaching 
the science of osteopathy. But the schoo! 
gtew, as the facilities were improved, and 
from a scholarship of about thirty in 1895 
there is now an enfoliment of over 800 stu- 
dents, representing twenty-seven States an4 
two of the Canadias provinces.

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WRECK CAUSED BY THE CHICAGO RIVER FLOOD OF 1849. 


Building in London during the last few 
years, the Midwinter fair is to be. Allsorts 
of amusements and recreations will be 
drawn together beneath the ample roof of 
the Colisetm, and all sorts and conditions of 
men, women, and children will gather there 
to enjoy them. ‘‘ Cycle skating,’ a new 
and improved edition of the roller skating 
which subjugated all juvenile Chicago 
something like a decade and a half ago, will 
form the “ piéce de résistance "’ of the Mid: 
winter Fair company, and a new and flaw- 
less maple floor, almost as smooth and shin- 
ing as ice, has been placed in readiness for 
the skaters. This floor is said to be the 
largest of its kind in the world, being 250 
feet long by 150 wide. It will be used for 
occasional fancy wheeling and bicycle 
tricks, but the original idea of making bicy- 
cle races a regular feature of the daily pro- 
gram of the fair has been abandoned. The 
bicycle firms and authorities, it is stated, re- 
fused to recognize officially either the races 
or the participants in them unless walls at 
least ten feet high were erected at each turn- 
ing point along the course. The building of 
such walls, the officers of the fair organiza- 
tion insisted, would not only spoil the sym- 
metry of the ring but also hinder the en- 
joyment of spectators; so there will be few 
regular bicycle races at the Coliseum this 
winter. 

The ‘‘ cycle skates,” being ball bearing, 
noiseless, and pneumatic tired, will, it is 
contidently predicted, prove immensely pop- 
ular with the people who love wheels and re- 
minders thereof. 

All the long rows of seats which have dis- 
tinguished the interior of the Coliseum have 
been removed, only the boxes, placed in posi- 
tion for the horse show, being retained for 
the weary ones. These boxes will be turned 
into booths or small cafés, wherein specta- 
tors may be served with refreshments while 
watching the skaters in the rink. Behind 
the boxes will be a broad aisle passing 
around the building, and back of this again 
the various exhibits. ’ 

These exhibits will embrace almost every- 
thing in the way of commercial and bicycle 
trades and sundries. One side of the build- 
ing will be entirely given over to booths con- 
taining pure foods and similar exhibits. 
Upon the opposite side of the immense ring 
will. be shown hardware, furniture, and 
goods of this ilk. A shooting gallery, billiard 
and bowling alleys, each serving as the ex- 
hibits of firms making a specialty of the 
necessities for these recreations, will be 
opened upon opposite sides of the north end 
of the building, with a big banquet hall and 
a “City of Jerusalem ”’ placed midway be- 
tween them, and an English novelty in the 
shape of a merry-go-round, which not only 
carries its riders around and around but also 
up and down, will occupy the place of honor 
immediately in front of the big entrance 
doors. A bicycle tetotum, upon which pros- 
pective scorchers may learn to ride while en- 
joying the novel sense of being borne swift- 
ly through the air seated atop of a two- 
whceied steed of latest pattern and improve- 
ments, will be another prominent feature of 
the affair. 

In the galleries will be side shows and mis- 
cellaneous attractions galore, the entertain- 
ments offered ranging all the way froma 
‘* flying lady ’’ to a camel, and from a gypsy 
camp to the Streets of Cairo and a Chinese 
village. Cuban dancing girls, a menagerie or 
‘*zoo,”’ and a miniature Midway will all add 
their quota of enjoyment to the lists of those 
who wish: to inspect them, and Venetian 
gondolas, trapeze performers, and sundry 
groups of Orientals will also be upon view— 
for a consideration. 

The admission fee of the Midwinter fair is 
to be placed at an exceedingly low figure, 
but, like the old-time country circus, the 
sideshows will more than make up for this 
diminutiveness. Any amount of money 
liked, from a dime to a dozen or more of 
dollars, it will be easily possibie to spend at 
the Midwinter fair during an evening. For 
those who go to skate and who persist in 
doing so, the cost of the evening’s pleasure 
and recreation will be comparatively slight; 
for paterfamilias, who is expected by the 
management of the new fair to go often and 
numerously, and to take his entire brood 
along, he himself playing billiards or bowl- 
ing while they skate or take in the side 
shows, it will be a different matter. Still,as 
the authorities of the newly-renovated Col- 
is6éum are unanimous in declaring, the price 
of general admission to all these glories will 
be small, greatly in decrease of anything 
which has ever been asked at the big build- 
ing. nd, once inside, much may be seen for 
nothing. Whether seats are to be charged 
for or go free is a still unsettled point of 
management. No charge, however, will be 
made for hearing the animals roar, or the 
muezzin call to prayer in the streets of Cairo, 
and a specially arranged succession of nov- 
elties, electrical and otherwise, has been 
prepared for the final moments of every 
evening session. The matinée visitors will 
also be treated to a succession of surprises 
in the shape of “ entertainment extras "’ and 
features not down on the program. 

Two musical organizations, the Iowa State 
Band and the United States Military Band, 
wifl furnish music without limit for the 
skaters and sightseers in the aisles and gal- 
leries, and an additional bandstand has been 
provided for a third orchestra upon special 
occasions. On Sundays a sacred concert will 
be the only attraction, but the Turkish and 
other representatives of the East will wor- 
ship each after his own special fashion upon 
every recurring seventh day of the week, 
and it is expected that this arrangement 
alone will do much towards drawing a Sab- 
bath crowd to the big building upon each 
Sunday which the Midwinter fair of Chicago 
will see. 

A band of the Chicago Zouaves, who have 
been preparing a novel drill upon the new 

skates with three wheels instead of a s:ngle 
runner, are to go through with this drill at 
every performance, and the shooting of a 
man from the mouth of a cannon nightly, 
cycle skating upon a wire stretched across 
the building forty feet from the ground, and 
various other attractions of this kind are to 
be added from time to time.

People Neglect a Hero. 

A statue to Captain Esek Hopkins, the first 
commander-in-chief of the United States 
navy, has recently been placed in Providence, 
R. L., without ceremony and with but iittle 


natioa from the people. even of that placa, 
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daguerreotype taken on the day of the 
flood by P. von Schneidau, Chicago's first 
photographer. 

The picture shows a scene of disaster at a 
point near where the Rush street bridge 
now stands, and presents a view of jumbled 
vessels, bridges, ice, and logs—all jammed 
together in one mass, the result of a flood 
of water and ice. The flood began its work 
of destruction south of Madison street and 
swept north in the South Branch to the 
main stream, and thence towards the lake 
to the old military garrison, where it was 
partly checked by its own work of wedging 
tightly together every object that, joined 
in the whirling mass. 

The picture really, portrays only a smal! 
part of the damage done by theflood. Outin 
the lake dozens of craft, from canal boats 
to steam vessels, which were swept past the 
garrison before the jam occurred, sank or 
turned keel upward from the effects of the 
crushing received in the passage with the 
swift current. 

For a mile out in the lake the surface was 
dotted with what was even then Chicago's 
pride, its shipping. Upon a mudbank at the 
entrance to the river lay the Randolph street 
bridge, side by side with sailing craft in 
positions just as undignified, while floating 
hither and thither out in the lake, as if un- 
decided as to how to take its new experience, 
was the structure which a few hours before 
had spanned the river at Clark street. In 
every direction from the mouth of the river 
were steam and sail vessels, canal boats, 
barges, and other craft, some still carrying 
human beings and others totally deserted, 
floating in the open lake. Occasionally a 
hole in the hull of a vessel would take in its 
last gulp of Lake Michigan’s waters, and 
then one of the unlucky fleet would disap- 
pear from sight. Some succecded in an- 
choring, and all that did not sink from sight 
were eventually brought safely in by the 
more fortunate vessels. 


No Loss of Life. 


That with the record of damage done by 
the flood there was no occasion for adding 
a loss of life was considered a wonder. 

Twenty-five vessels lost, sixty damaged 
more or less, four bridges swept away, and 
lines of docks torn from the banks, $100,000 
damage done to shipping, $10,000 to bridges, 
and $10,000 to docks was the record of the 
rush of water and ice which brought con- 
sternation to Chicago's early citizens. Ship- 
ping was demoralized for a time. plans for 
municipal improvements were revised to al- 
low funds to be used in repairing the damage 
done, and popular sentiment called for tun- 
nels under the river instead of bridges that 
a flood could sweep away. The movement 
for tunnels resulted soon after in the con- 
struction of the Washington street passage 
under the river. 

While the work of destruction was going 
on in the river its banks were lined with citt- 
zens watching the fearful work of the rapid 
current. At the garrison, where the jam oc- 
curred, the banks of the river were lined 
with people watching the restless mass of 
ice, vessels, bridges, and parts of docks, and 
listening to the crunching, the snapping of 
spars and cables, and the shouts of men en- 
deavoring to save something from the gen- 
eral wreck. 

The trouble began at 9 a. m. on Monday, 
March 12, 1849, when a dam of ice which had 
formed in the South Brancn gave way. The 
hawsers of the nearest vessels immediately 
snapped, giving the whirl its first victims 
and aid to other destriuction. The first ob- 
stacle—Madison street bridge—soon gave 
way and joined in the rush, together with 
every craft between Madison and Randolph 
streets. The bridge at the latter point suf- 
fered similarly; then Wells and Clark street 
bridges and everything between them, a 
good part of the whole mass piling itself 
high where the Rush street bridge now 
stands. > 


Report of the Disaster. 


The following extracts from a report of the 
flood published in the Gem of the Prairie 
of March 17, 1849, gives an idea of the feel- 
ing of Chicago over the catastrophe on its 
river: 

TERRIBLE CALAMITY. 
Monday, March 12. 

Never before has Chicago been visited by s9 
great a calamity as this day has witnessed. Our 
harbor exhibits a:scene of the most terrible 
devastation. In the confusion which prevails it 
would be idle to attempt to give the details, but 
we believe it is not too much to say that one-half 
the shipping in the harbor has been destroyed and 
every bridge upon the river has been swept 
away. .. On, on, rushed the terrible flotilla, 
the whole river being completely filled with steam- 
boats, propellers, schooners, and canal boats, 
scows, and every kind of craft in the harbor— 
above, the booms, bowsprits, and other portions 
of the rigging, crashing as the mass moved on— 
below the hulls coming together with a still great- 
er crash, the smaller cratt being ground to frag- 
ments between the larger and the ice. The hulls 
gave way asifthey had been eggshel)s—those at the 
end ground against the wharves, tearing up the 
planks—the rigging was mingled together in the 
greatest possible confusion—spars, cordage, and 
cables of the largest size snapped every moment, 
the latter as if they had been but twine—the ves- 
sels were crowded with persons shouting and en- 
deavoring to do something to arrest their progress 
—the shore was lined with @n excited and awe- 
struck crowd—together forming a scene which 
must be left to the imagination of those who did 
not witness it. 

The North Branch of the river was not 
affected by the flood. Another phase was 
the flooding of South Water, Lake, and other 
streets near the river, necessitating hurried 
work with drays, emptying the buildings of 
their contents. The flood received its mo- 
mentum from heavy rains which flooded the 
Chicago and Desplaines Rivers, causing the 
water from the latter to flow into the former 
by way of the canal.

HICAGO AND RELIGION. 


(Continued from forty-first page.) 


———— 


years ago today Chicago had a total popula- 
tion of 4,170, five schools, and 400 pupils. 
Today it has a population of 1,800,000, of 
which 225,798 are s¢hvol childrea and 4,914 
are teachers. Chicago today has 316 school 
buildings, as against New York’s 211, and 
Chicago has in addition 282 rented rooms 
devoted to the instruction of public school 
children, equivalent to twenty-eight addi- 
tional schools of ten rooms each. And there 
are scheduled for erection thirty-four new 
modern school buildings at a total cost of 
$2,545,000. New York has a Superintend. 
ent and fourteen assistants. Chicago has 
sixteen assistant superintendents and su- 
pervisors to aid Superintendent Albert G. 
Lane. Chicago is spending from one to 
two million dollars a sear in building new 
schools. Last year twenty-two new school 
buildings were constructed at a cost of 
$1,396,082. Not only does Chicago stand 
ahead of the great cities of the country in 
the numerical strength of its school depart- 
ment. The character of the buildings that 
are being erected is of a high order. The 
model buildings of the country are to be 
found here. Probably the most scientifi- 
cally designed school building ever ccn- 
templated is that which is to be built on the 
southeast corner of St. Lawrence avenue 
and Forty-ninth street. It was designed by 
the department architect, Normand 8. Pat- 
ton. 

When informed that Chicago might right- 
ly lay claim to leading the country in the 
number and character vf its religious and 
educational institutions, Superintendent 
Lane replied: 

“T have all along contended that we were 
at the fore in educational matters, at least 
so far as common schools are concerned. 
While I was not aware that the churches 
of Chicago so outnumbered those of New 
York, I have felt that there was a great 
injustice done this city when it was referred 
to as lacking in Christian worship.” 

Many Colleges and Universities. 
“Those greater educational institutions, 
such as the University of Chicago, with its 
renowned Baptist Theological Seminary, 
of which Dr. William R. Harper is Presi- 
dent; the Chicago Theological Seminary, 
belonging to the Congregational denomina- 
tion; McCormick Theological Seminary, 
Morgan Park Theological Seminary, and 
Lake Forest University, are well known. 
The fact that the Presbyterian Church of 
this country has seen fit to establish in this 
city the board for the extension of educa- 
tional institutions, of which the Rev. Dr. 
Herrick Johnson is chairman, is another 
evidence that well-informed churchmen 
know that Chicago is in the forefront in 
educational and religious matters. De La 
Salle Institute, under the auspices of the 
Roman Catholic denomination, is one of 
the noted institutions of learning in the 
country. St. Ignatius College is another 
great Catholic college. 

Among the minor theological institutions 
that find a home in Chicago are Garrett 
Biblical Institute and the Swedish Theo- 
logical Seminary. The Northwestern Uni- 
versity, while established at Evanston, is 
really an outgrowth of Chicago's religious 
sentiment, and is dominated by the spirit of 
the great city. 

While it might be interesting to investi- 
gate the many charitable institutions that 
find a home and generous support here, 
space forbids. Neither would it be possi- 
ble within the limits of this article even to 
merely enumerate the scores of national 
and international and State and local re- 
ligious and semi-religious- boards and asso- 
ciations that are located here. Suflice it to 
say that all find here a hearty welcome and 
a helping hand. 


Tribute from Mayor Harrison. 
While he does not make pretense to piety, 
the Mayor of this great city, the Hon. Car- 
ter H. Harrison, stands in a position to 
pretty thoroughly understand the moral 
status of the city qver which he presides. 

“ The idea of Chicago as a great religious 
center is a novel one to me,” said he, “ but 
not so extraordinary when one comes to 
think over the matter. We hear so much 
talk about Chicago’s wickedness that we 
come to admit the proposition unchallenged: 
But, as a matter of fact, Chicago is much 
more moral than even Chicagoans give it 
credit for being. Now 1 happen to know 
that the dark side of Chicago is not so dark 
as the seamy side of New York. You may 
travel all over the levee and not meet any- 
thing like the vice that one sees on evcry 


aide of the heart of New York. There is 


é 


no gambling of the faro and roulette class 
here. There is greater personal liberty 
here. Szloons do not have to close on Sun- 
day, but in New York the back doors of all 
the saloons are open all day long, or else 
the Raines law subterfuge is resorted to. 
Another feature that points to the moral 
atmosphere of Chicago is the fact that 
large districts of the city are given over to 
prohibition. Such a spectacle as great 
areas of a city exempted from the sale of 
liquor is unknown elsewhere.”

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POLICE COMMISSION 


BILL HAS FEW FRIENDS. 


Mayor and Ex-Mayors, Superintendent of. Po- 


‘lice, and Ex-Superintendents of Police 
Express Views on the Question. 


ALL BUT ONE STRONG IN 


THEIR CONDEMNATION. 


HERE is every promise that the live- 

liest hostilities in the present special 

session of the State Legislaiure will 

be stirred up by the police commis- 

sion bill which is to be introduced at 
Springfield on Tuesday of this week. 

In that measure it will be proposed to place 

the Police department of Chicago under the 

control of a commission of three members 


_ to be appointed by the Governor. The board, 


not more than two of whose membcrs are to 
be of one political party, will have supreme 
control of the police force of Chicago, except 
that appeals from the decision of the com- 
missioners may be taken to a Circuit Court 
Judge. 

Through the columns of T]HE SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE of today not only Mayor Harrison 
end Superintendert of Police Kipley present 
signed statements upon the proposed bill, 
tut former Mayors and Police Chiefs submit 
their opinions of the promised legislation 
which is to deprive the city’s chief executive 
of all authority over the Police department 
ot the municipal government. The majority 
vf the former officials are opposed to the 
creation of the police board. 

Beginning with Jacob Rehm, who was City 
Marshal before he first served as Superin- 
tendent of Police in the sixties, the former 
Chiefs are unanimous in declaring that fre- 
quent changes in the management of the 
force had a demoralizing effect upon the de- 
partment. They also agree in the belief that 
the curse of the Police department has been 
the interference of politics. Some of theold 
Chiefs served in the department when it was 
controlled a dozen years by a Hoard of 
Commissioners, beginning in 1861 and exist- 
ing until the new charter wiped out the com- 
mission. As they were also on the pouice 
force when authority was vested in the 
Mayor, they had the opportunity to see the 
practical operations of both systems. Of 
men who served as heads of the department 
john J. Badenoch, Superintendent during 
Mayor Swift's administration from 1895 to 
1897, refused to make any statement as to 
the proposed bill. 

‘I don’t care to discuss the matter,”’ he 
said. 

Former Mayor Hempstead Washburne al- 
so’ declined to express any opinion of the 
measure. 

‘““ As a member of the Civil Service commis- 
sion,” he explained, ‘‘ it would be indelicate 
upon my part to discuss the subject.’’ 

Former Mayors Hopkins and Swift are out 
of the city and ex-Mayor Roche returned 


‘from the East at such a late hour last night 


that it was impossible to get his views upon ‘ 

the proposed bill. In speaking at Springfield 

yesterday of the bill Governor Tanner said: 
‘* There is nothing I can add to or take from 


what I had to say about the measure in my 


recent message to the Legislature. It covers 
the whole ground.” 

Just what former Mayor Cregier and many 
ex-Police Chiefs think of the contemplated 
change of control of the Police department 
is set forth:in their signed statements, which

CARTER H. HARRISON, 
, , Mayor of Chicago 

The metropolitan police bill is abso- 
lutely without a meritorious feature. 
It purposes in effect to rob the people 
of Chicago of the right to gcvern 
themselves. It is an audacious as- 
sault on the principle of home rule. 
Under the present system the people 
have the power every two years to 
punish the admin:stration that de- 
grades the police force. They can 

-gend to the rear the administration 
that uses the forc> for unworthy pur- 
poses. Under the proposed system 
the force is practically placed beyond 
the people’s reach. The people of 
Chicago can stand a good deal, but I 
do not think that they will allow their 
police Gepartment to be legisiated 


ond their contrcl.

eee Mayor 1889 to 1891. 
In the absence of what is pro- 
posed by this police bill I am un- 
able at this time to express an 
opinion in regard to its merit, 
but as a matter of principle I 
am stiongly of the opinion that the 
police force, being a part of the local 
gevernment, should be under the con- 
trol in all particulars of the local au- 
thorities. In a word, a city of 2,000,- 
000 people should have exclusive con- 
trol over so importanta branch of its 
affairs as is represented by its police 
force. If precedent established by 
other cities goes for anything, this is 
true both from an economic stand- 
point and for other obvious reasons. 
Everything, to my mind, favors crea- 
tion and control of the police force by 
the authorities where it is employed. 
The Mayor of a city is everywhere 
regarded as the chief executive officer 
thereof, and clearly if he is not in su- 
preme authority his prerogative in 
contradistinction to any powers con- 
ferred by legislation are abridged. 

It has been the general sentiment of 
this community for many years that 
authority should be vested in one 
head, and it has been accomplished. 
In support of this we have only to 
leok at the numerous tri-headed com- 
missions governing police, public 
works, and other subdivisions of au- 
thority, which most of our citizens 
recall, and from an economic and ad- 
ministrative standpoint will clearly 
demonstrate that the revival of 
**boards’’ for the control of exclu- 
sively local matter is a step back- 
ward. The best interests of all citi- 
zens of whatever party affiliations 
demand that Chicago shall not return 
to ** boards.”’ 
This proposed police bill is a step to- 
ward usurping home rule. If the 
proposed bill would be an advantage 
to Chicago why not embrace the fire 
department? Would such a condi- 
tion make the people of Chicago feel 
more secure from fire and disorder? 
Would the business of fire insurance 
be: benefited by such a proposed 
. change? If changes affecting 40 per 
cent of the population of Illinois are 
to be made, should not the people 
most affected by it have some voice in 
the matter through the corner stone 
of our republic, the ballot-box? Sub- 
mit this question to the people and if 
the majority of the citizens of Chi- 
cago are in favor of this change the 
minority will yield in obedience to 
the verdict.

Present Superintendent of Police. 
When I first went in the Police de- 
part we had a Police board. Mark 
Sheridan, E. F. C. Klocke, and 
Charles Reno were the commission- 
ers. It was the custom to elect each 
year a commissioner to serve for 
three years. Now, the vicious ele- 
ment was always in favor of the hold- 
over or “‘ inside *’ commissioner, while 
the citizens were generally fighting to 
oust him. so that there was always 
re «BOt petween respectable people 
mane the vicious element. That nat- 
urally demoralized the Police depart- 
ment. Each policeman had his favor- 
ite commissioner, so that the de- 
partment was always torn up by three 
factions. 

There never has been a time when I 
felt I would like to go back to the time 
when we had the commission. There 
Was constantly a disturbed condi- 
tion. An officer who would be dis- 
charged by the board for bad con- 
duct would take an appeal to court. 

. The case probably would hang fire 
for a year or more. In the mean- 
time the accused policemen would 
get the witnesses against him out 
of the way by purchase or other un- 
scrupulous methods, and the result 
would be that the courts would rein- 
state him over the protest of the 
commissioners. I know many in- 


stances where policemen bought off 
the witnesses against them. 

The charter of 1872 deprived the 
board of its power and put it in the 
hands of the Mayor. Ifa citizen has 
a grievance he can complain to the 
Mayor, and the wheels of investiga- 
tion are started within a short time 
and the abuse complained of is rem- 
edied. The Mayor is the power, and 
when he says an abuse of any kind 
must stop it does stop. 

The proposed police bill is really in- 
tended to take the department clearly 
outside the protection of civil service, 
when at tne present time it has the 
benefit of the most impartial kind 
of civil service. The sole object of 
the bill is to legislate the Police de- 
partment out of the hands of the 
Mayor and legislate it into the hands 
of the trinity, Ross, Fitzpatrick, and 
Barney Baer. The cause of the trou- 
ble that led up to the recent issue of 
General Order 32 occurred when 
Mayor Swift had General Orders 13 
and 16 issued, and 826 men, all 
known to be Democrats, were dis- 
charged from the police force.. That, 
of course, created intense unpleas- 
anfness. Those discharged men cried 
aloud that a grievous injustice had 
been done, and a clamor for justice 
and fair play followed. When the ad- 
ministration changed those men 
asked for an opportunity to get back 
in the Police department through 
civil service. Arrangements were 
made for a civil service examination, 
and 435 of the 826 passed, were put 
on the eligible list, and reappointed. 
Now, of the men who were discharged 
by Gencral Order 32 to make room for 
the 435 who were on the eligible list 
200 of them have since been rein- 
stated, leaving about 200 still out of 
service, but those are to be given a 
civil service examination to enable 
them to get on the eligible list. 

It is only a question of time when 
they will be reinstated. The Trial 
board is thinning out officers who are 
unable to keep themselves up to the 
proper police standard. The last 
board alone made ten dismissals for 
unofficerlike conduct. It will be only 
a short time when the blunder made 
by the Swift administration will have 
been wiped out, and the possibilities 
for similar orders will have been re- 
moved, because of the protection the 
civil service law will give each officer 
who, under its provisions, cannot be 
removed without just cause and a fair 
trial.

One system of police management is 
as good as the other, if you keep 
politics out of the department. My 
knowledge of the police force extends 
back to 1851, when I became an of- 
ficer under Mayor Gurnee, at the time 
when the department consisted of ten 
men. Back in 1861 we had whut I be- 
lieve was the best police force Chicago 
ever had. Then the Police board 
came into nower. It is an injustice to 
policemen to keep up a disturbed con- 
dition of affairs in the department by 
constant changing of rank and file, 
while the agitation of proposed bills 
for the department’s reorganization 
does not encourage efficiency. The 
same principle applies to police work 
as to any other human activity. If 
you want carpenter. work done you 
don’t engage a tailor. The meninthe 
department should feel assured of 
their positions as long as they do 
their duty. 

We have as good men in the depart- 
ment as are to be found in any city, 
and if Chief Kipley is allowed to di- 
rect police affairs untrammeled by 
politicians he will give the people a 
furce equal to any in the world. But 
a metropolitan police bill won’t help 
to bring about sucha condition. That 
measure simply means taking the Po- 
lice department from the control of 
one set of politicians and putting it 
into the hands of another political 
set.

The Police department of Chicago can 
only be effective by entirely divorcing 
it from politics. To make g£00d police- 
men you must give them some guar- 
antee that their positions in the de- 
partment will be secure so long as 
they are honest and capable. With 
fair treatment of the policemen the 
people will receive in return a service 
that will protect life and property. It 
is not just to stir up turmoil in the de- 
partment either by frequent changes 
or by other agencies. There should be 
some permanence of tenure in the de- 
partment. Under the régime of the 
former Police board the System at first 
seemed to work smoothly, but finally 
friction took the place of peace.

During the continued administration 
of the elder Mayor Harrison, from 
1879 to 1887, I was of the opinion that 
the municipal system was preferable 
to the metropolitan, but since 1887 not 
only has no Mayor been reélected, but 
each two years there has been a polit- 
ical change in the Mayor's office. 
Kach succeeding Mayor has “ re- 
formed’’ the force. The effect of 
these changes would naturally be to 
induce officers to cultivate the polit- 
ical leaders of both: parties.in order 
to retain their positions. lI have 
thought, therefore, for the last few 
years that if it were possible to have 
an absolutely non-partisan board, ora 
commission composed of an equal 
number of partisans, such board. find- 
ing that no political advantage could 


be gained by one half over the other 
half, would devote itself entirely to 
giving the best administration possi- 


bie without regard to political lean- 
ings. 

i do not believe, however. the peo- 
ple of Chicago will be satisfied with 
a Police department managed from 
Springfield. If the present civil serv- 
ice law can cover all the members of 
the department except the Superin- 
tendent, I believe that the people and 
the members of the department will 
be well protected.

W. J. M’GARIGLE, 
Superintendent of Police, 1880 to 1882. 


Whenever it is deemed advisable to 
place the Police department under a 
board of commissioners they should 
be elected by the people. I believe 
that a police department should be 
under a single head, answerable di- 
rectly to the Mayor of the city, who, 
like the President of the United 
States, should be chief executive of all 
the affairs of the municipality. A 
policeman of Chicago should be as 
secure in his position in the depart- 
ment as a soldier is in the United 
States army. The police force of this 
city is composed of as fine a body of 
men as does service in any city of the 
world. It is not going to promote the 
efficiency of the Police department 
to have repeated changes of manage- 
mént. This eternal changing of com- 
manding officers and men can have 
only one result, the destruction of 
discipline and efficiency. 

From my personal experience under 
many Mayors and as the head of the 
department, I know that great polit- 
feal pressure is frequently brought to 
bear to influence the head of the de- 
partment in the management of the 
men under him. Politics should never 
be allowed to prevail in any matter re- 


lating to the conduct of the Police de- 
partment. Each member of the force 
should stand or fall on his own merit, 
and removals should be made for just 
cause only. I have known some weak 
Chiefs, but it would have been bet- 
ter for the department and the city to 
have retained them. rather than de- 
moralize*the men by frequent changes 
of superior officers for political rea- 
sons only. 

Give the present administration and 
Chfef Kipley a short time unmolested 
by political influence, and Chicago will 
have a police force that will give the 
surest kind of protection fo life and 


property. But it cannot be done by . 


the agitation of metropolitan police 
bills. Chicago is one of the hardest 
cities in the world to police on ac- 
count of its vast gridiron of railroads, 
giving entrances and exits in all di- 
rections,. and the great floating popu- 
lation coming and going. It is now, 
and always has been, crippled by lack 
of sufficient men to properly cover 
the immense territory under its 
charge. Still if the political interfer- 
ence with the department is abolished 
the police will fully protect the pub- 
lic welfare.

I am in favor of the metropolitan po- 
lice bill or any other measure that will 
put the police department on a non- 
partisan basis and stop its demorall- 
zation by politics. The continued 
changing without reason or justice 
to which the force is subject is utterly 
ruinous to the best interests of the de- 
partment. I thought once that civil 
service would correct the evils in the 
department. What is the result? 
Every time a new Mayor is intro- 
duced into office a general order 
comes out and 500 or 600 men, perHaps 
those with the best records and long 
periods of faithful service, are sum- 
marily dropped. 
Civil service as applied to the Police 
department of Chicago is a shame and 
a disgrace. It is a fraud and we who 
want to see the department divorced 
from politics and put on a non-par- 
tisan’ basis have abandoned all hope 
of attaining anything through the 
present civil service law. The metro- 
politan police bill promises to do for 
us what civil service did not do. It 
will divorce the Police department 
from the pernicious influence of par- 
tisan politics. 
This bill is more in the interests of the 
public, however, than it is for the po- 
lice themselves. It is impossible te 
get the best work out of men when in- 
stead of perfecting themselves in 
their duties they are obliged to be 
hustling around getting influence to 
hold them in their positions. The 
public pays for the education of po- 
licemen the first few years they are on 
the force. When they become experi- 
enced officers and have arrived at a 
high degree of proficiency in their 
work, the administration changes and 
they are thrown out and their places 
filled with green men. 
The metropolitan police bill or any- 
thing else that will cure this evil 
ought to have the support of every 
good citizen. If this bill is adopted a 
policeman will feel that he is secure in 
his place as long as he renders falith- 
ful service, and such things as “ car- 
nivals of crime "’ will not be heard of. 
I don’t want to be understodd as re- 
flecting on the present Police depart- 
ment. It is as good as it can 
be under the circumstances. The 
fault is with the system and until that 
is changed for some non-partisan 
plan the Police department will re- 
main lacking in the greatest elements 
of proficiency.

FRED W. MARSH, 
Superintendent of Police, 1890 to 1891 


I am opposed to the principle of the 
police bill. I believe in home rule. I 
believe the people of Chicago are com- 
petent to select their own officers in 
all departments of the city. Denver 
only a few years ago gavea graphic 
illustration of how such a law worked. 
The State Legislature passed a law 
placing the police department of that 
city in the hands of a board appoint- 
ed by the Governor. The people arose 
against outside domination, demand- 
ed home rule in their police asin other 
municipal affairs, and the courts sus- 
tained the people. Judge Tuley has 
well summarized the situation threat- 
ened in Chicago. He clearly points 
out that the courts would not sustain 
such a law. 
We have as good a force of policemen 
here as any other city in the United 
States, and all that the men need Is 
the encouragement of good citizens 
and to be let alone by professional pol- 
iticians. The enactment of the pro- 
posed law would demoralize the de- 
partment. Every man would feel that 
his place was insecure. The Mayor 
would certainly fight the law to the 
bitter end, and there might arise a 
desperate condition of affairs, as oc- 
curred in Denver. Bloodshed might 
even threaten the city. Every good 
citizen fas a personal interest in the 
defeat of the police bill.

From a personal standpoint I am in 
favor of civil service. If it is con- 
ducted by an impartial board, it is 
what the public desires. The police 
force was operated under a metropol- 
itan police law, and one feature alone 
which weakened the Police commis- 
sion was the difficulty in removing ob- 
jectionable men from the force. Every 
member of the Police department had 
the right to appeal to the courts from 
any decision of the Police board. 
Men reckless or unscrupulous in their 
methods wouid produce evidence in 
the courts that would result in hav- 
ing the action of the commissioners 
overruled. That naturally had a tend- 
ency to lessen the power of the board 
and encouraged the demoralization of 
the department. It destroyed disci- 
pline, and when that is missing a po- 
lice force loses its effectiveness. While 
I favor civil service, still I believe 
that the police would act more im- 
partially under a metropolitan sys- 
tem, barring those objectionable 
features of which I have spoken.

The remedy is to take 
from them the power of interference 
in the management of the police foree. 
Will the proposed law do it? Asa 
former head of the police force I can 
say that the influence of politics 
is most pernicious in the department. 
But the proposed bill as outlined in 
the newspapers will not remedy but 
would most likely aggravate the evil.

LIFE OF AUDUBON 


Interesting Work Prepared 
by His Granddaughter. 


FIRST OF REAL VALUE. 


No ther Biography So Complete 
and Satisfactory. 


MOSTLY FROM HIS JOURNALS. 


He Tells His Own Story of His Travels 
and Researches. 


AUTHOR’S SEARCH FOR MATERIAL. 


N the midst of all the holiday books will 
appear two stout volumes from the press 
of Messrs. Scribner which have more 
than holiday attractions. Any one who 
loves books, who loves biography, or 

who loves nature will be glad to find them 
in his Christmas stocking. They are books 
for all time. I refer to ‘‘Audubon and His 
Journals,”’ by Miss Maria R. Audubon, the 
granddaughter of the famous ornithologist, 
with notes by Mr. Elliott Coues. 

The standard work on Audubon known as 
‘‘Audubon the Naturalist ’’ was prepared by 
his wife in 1866-'67 from the mass of papers 
in her possession. Being very old, she did 
not make a success of her editing, and the 
work was given by the English publisher 
to whom: she submitted it to Mr. Robert 
Buchanan, an editor of greater experi- 
ence, but unfortunately not a lover of birds, 
for he cut out most of the MSS. relating 
to them. The book was never satisfactory 
to the family or friends of Audubon. 


Undertaken by Miss Audubon. 


About twelve years ago iss Audubon 
began to collect the materialTor an authen- 
tic life of her grandfather, most of Mrs. 
Audubon’s letters and papers having been 
destroyed by fire. After ten years of cor- 
respondence, advertising, and ceaseless in- 
quiry she succeeded in completing her set 
of the journals and in securing forty let- 
ters, several portraits (two of them from 
England), and a mass of ornithological mom- 
oranda. To show the thoroughness of her 
research it may be stated that not only 
cid she write and adveftise in every city 
of the United States and England where 
there seemed any chance of getting infor- 
mation, but her efforts were extended to San 
Domingo, Nantes, Bayonne, and La Ro- 
chelle. She began work with the manu- 
script in hand in September, 1895, but was 
hampered somewhat by the unfinished state 
of a portion of what she had. Romantical- 
ly enough, this elusive record same to light 
by an entire accident as late as the sum- 
mer of 1896 (it was the long missing com- 
pletion of the Missouri River Jqurnals, “* for 
which two generations had searched ’’) in, 
or rather beneath, a drawer of the old sec- 
rétaire where Audubon wrote for many 
years. Then, by comparing this with what 
had been previously published, it became 
indeed apparent that this was ‘‘ the Mving 
man in place of the death mask.”’ 

From these MSS. and the new letters the 
present volumes have been made. Among 
the illustrations are three unpublished bird 
drawings and ten portraits of Audubon. 


Interesting to Every One. 


It is not only naturalists who will be in- 
terested in this book. The lay reader will 
find it absorbing, for Audubon lived a most 
romantic life, of which he wrote freely in 
his journals and letters. The first of the 
journals published are those kept during 
his first visit to England. They are most 
delightful. He went there dressed in his 
peculiar semi-backwoods costume, fur cap 
and all, but was finally induced to get a reg- 
ulation evening dress suit. He would not cut 
his hair, however, and it was torture to 
him to wear any but a loose collar and tie. 
The consequence was that he attracted at- 
tention every time that he appeared upon 
the streets. 

His fame as an ornithologist had preceded 
him to England and he was everywhere re- 
ceived with the utmost kindness and respect. 
He seems to have spent much time in Edin- 
burg, where Jeffrey was the only person 
who treated him cavalierly. He had letters 
to the great man, which he presented, and 
even sent him cards*to his lectures, but he 
took no notice. 

‘* He never came near me,” said Audubon, 
“nor I near him; for if he was Jeffrey I was 
Audubon, and felt quite independent of all 
the tribe of Jeffreys in England, Scotland, 
and Ireland put together.” 

At a dinner, where they met, he did, how- 
ever, thank Audubon for the tickets. The 
great Sir Walter was much more cordial. He 
not only shook hands with Audubon, but 
asked him how the cold weather of Edin- 
burg agreed with him! This mark of at- 
tention was observed by others, “‘who looked 
at me as though I had been a distinguished 
stranger.”” On New Year’s day Audubon 
wrote in his journal, which was really a con- 
tinuous letter to his wife, that he had given 
“It {s a useless and not 
very clean habit, besides being an expensive 
one. Snuff, farewell to thee! Thou knowest, 
Lucy, well that when I will, I will.” 


Journey to Cambridge. 

He went by coach from London to Cam- 
bridge, and did not seem to have enjoyed the 
journey overmuch, though he was giad to 
get out of London. 

“What a place!”’ he exclaims, “ yet many 
persons live there solely because they like it.”’ 
The country between London and Cam- 
bridge was flat, ‘“‘ but it was country,’’ and 
our naturalist saw many pleasant sights; 
“‘a few lambs gamboling by their timorous 
dams, a few rooks digging the new plowed 
ground for worms, afew finches on the 
budding hedges.”” This was what Audubon 
saw. I dare say that you or I would have 
overlooked these pretty sights. 

Audubon visited France, and went by coach 
from Calais to Paris, a long journey buta 
beautiful one, over fine, well shaded roads 
all the way. From Paris he writes to his 
wife: ‘* Now, my Lucy, I have certainly run 
the gantlet of England and Paris, and may 
feel proud of two things, that I am considered 
the first ornithological painter and the first 
practical naturalist of America. May God 
grant me life to accomplish my serious and 
gigantic work.’’ Of the Duc d’Orleans, whom 
he visited by appointment, he writes: 
have seen many a noble looking Osage chief; 
but I do not recollect a finer looking man, in 
form, deportment, and manners, than this 
Duc d’Orleans.”’ 

A long account is given of the Labrador 
journey, and there are the wonderful Mis- 
sourl River journals. This journey, which 
occupied within a few days of eight months— 
from March 2, 1843, to Nov. 6 of the same 
year—was undertaken in the interests of the 
quadrupeds of North America, in which the 
three Audubons and Dr. Bachman were en- 
gaged. The entire record of, this journey, 
from Aug. 16 until the return home, was lost 
in the back of an old secretary for fifty-three 
years, when two of his granddaughters found 
it. Mrs. Audubon did not know of its exist- 
ence. It is not only interesting and valuabie 
as a naturalist’s point of view, but for its ac- 
count of frontier life in those days. 

I am not a naturalist, though I love 
nature, but I have found every line of these 
two volumes of absorbing interest. Of their 
value to the science of ornithology I cannot 
speak as an expert, but I have no doubt as 
to their great importance. I can only speak 
of their interest to a “ lay reader.’’

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CHINA WILL PURCHASE PEACE. 


Poor, Poltroon, Pusillanimous “ Celes- 
tials ” Are Willing to Pay Germany 
1,000,000 Taels Damages. 


London, Dec. 7.—({[Cable to Sun.]—A news 
agency dispatch from Shanghai says that 
China is willing to pay 1,000,000 taels in- 
demnity to Germany in satisfaction of all 
claims, including the cost of the occupa- 
tion of Kiao-Chou Bay, which place she 
will temporarily assign for the use of the 
German navy. [A tael is about $1.32 cents 
in silver. ] 

The government will also grant conces- 
sions for railroads and mines in the Prov- 
ince of Shantung, degrade the Governor of 
the province, and execute the murderers 
of the two German missionaries, 

Another dispatch represents that China 
is prepared to make every reparation for the 
murder of the missionaries, but is indig- 
nant because of Germany’s unjustifiable 
scizure of Kiao-Chou, and will never consent 
to her remaining in possessicn of the seized 
territory. 

It is reported that Captain Becker of the 
German navy, with 210 men, left the ficet 
on Friday last and occupied the villages 
surrounding Kiao-Chou Bay. -He then 
marched to the City of Kiao-Chou, fif- 
teen miles inland. The Chinese forts fired 
on the Germans, who replied, killing three 
men. The garrison then fled in disorder. 

The Chinese General was captured, but 
was afterward released. Several of the 
sailors were injured by stones that were 
thrown by inhabitants cf the villages. The 
headmen of the villages were punished, be-

vation of Kiao-Chou, will agree uncondi- 
tionally to all of Germany’s demands— 
namely: compensation to the families of the 
murdered missionaries; the erection of a 
memorial church at Tsining-Chau, and an 
imperial tablet at Kuye; the permanent 
degradatiun of the Governor of the province 
in whfch the murdcrs took place; the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the German occu- 
pation of Kiao-Chou Bay, and the granting 
of mining and railway privileges in the 
“rovince of Shantung. These mining and 
railway privileges will not be exclusive, 
but will be of similar tenor to the French 
convention of June, 1895. 


Customs Receipts Growing. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—Secretary Gage 
has been informed by a delegation of wool 
importers from Boston that large orders for 
wool have been placed with shippers abroad 
and that the invoices are expected to arrive 
late this month or early in January. The 
importers believed that the immense cargoes 
of raw wool received prior to the passage of 
the Dingley bill would keep the manufactur- 
ers of the country busy for many months, 
and perhaps for a year. The orders from 
manufacturers within the last few weeks, 
however, have been so large as to exceed 
all expectations of the importers, and new 
orders for large quantities of wool have been 
placed abroad. Treasury officials believe, 
therefore, that the revenues from customs 
fources will be greatly increased next month. 
Large importations of sugar are expected 
also, and from these two sources the customs 
receipts are expected to be augmented rap- 
idly. In reply to an inquiry from the Ameri- 
can Protective Tariff league concerning 
the excess of expenditures over receipts 
during the present fiscal year, Assistant 
Secretary Howell of the Treasury depart- 
ment has written a letter in which he says 
that if the amount of imported goods had 
been as large during the last four months as 
it was during the corresponding period in 
1892 the revenues under the present law 
would have amounted to $102,710,000, or 
$68,256,278 more than the dctual receipts. 
The less prosperous year of 1896 is cited by 
Mr. Howell as forming a fairer comparison. 
The receipts during the last four months, 
had the importations been as large as last 
year, would have exceeded the actual re- 
ceipts by $22,597,961. The receipts from cus- 
toms sources, he says, have gradually in- 
creased during the last four months.

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Plans for New York’s new Public Library 
have been completed and approved and as 
s00n 4s practicable work upon the structure 
will be begun. 

It is a magnificent building which has been 
planned—a building to cost $8,000,000—to be 
situated on the site of the ‘old reservoir on 
Fifth avenue, between Fortieth and Forty- 
second streets. 

The main front of the new “Astor-Tilden- 
Lenox *’ Library will be toward Fifth ave- 
nue, and will be three stories in height, with 
three large arches. The front Will be of the 
classic Ionic order, with pilasters and 
columns. The greatér projection of the main 
facade of the building is seventy-five feet 
back of the Fifth avenue building line. 
This seventy-five feet of foreground, which 
will be 445 feet in length, will be treated as 
an esplanade and will be a gtand approach 
to the main entrance. At both ends will 
be fountains arid groups of figures. 

The main entrance of three great arches, 


each thirty-five feet high and fifteen feet 
wide, with deep recesses, will form the en- 
trance to the great. vestibule hallway. 
Similar arches will go around all four sides 
of the hallway. This large hallway is im- 
mediately inside of the main portion of ths 
building, and will be eighty feet long, forty 
feet widé, and two stories in height.

RIVALS ACROSS THE STREET. 


Chicago School of Psychology and New 
Christian Science Church Stand 
Facing Each Other. 


Curious enough is the coincidence which 
is agitating the members of the new Chris- 
tian Science church on Drexel boulevard. 
Directly across the way, as opposite as if 
the location had been chosen by design in- 
stead of accident, stands the Chicago School 
of Psychology, the first hypnotic institute in 
the city. As the healing systems on which 
these two institutions are founded are de- 
cidediy inimical, it is a remarkable chance 
that, out of all the city, locations were 
chosen for these pioneers ih their respective 
lines directly across the street from each 
other. 

The Chicago School of Psychology teaches 
healing .by suggestion, either with or with- 
out the use of hypnotism. Its supporters 
declare that it in reality grasps the underly- 
ing principle by which the Christian Sciencé 
cures are unknowingly effected. On the 
other hand, the disciples of Mrs. Eddy are 
certain that hypnotism is a relic of the dark 
ages and a species of black art which is 
dangerous for all concerned. Yet both in- 
stitutions are growing at a rapid rate and 
both are effecting many cures daily. They 
stand opposite to each other and each re- 
gards the other as founded ort a mistaken 
idea which will die out in a few years. 

‘‘1t was entirely a matter of chance on our 
part that we located heré,”’ said Dr. Her- 
bert A. Parkyn, the head of the Chicago 
School of Psychology, last week. ‘“‘ When 
the school found it necessary to move intoa 
lagger building last spring we considered a 
dozen locations and finally chose this as the 
most suitable for our purposes. It was not 
until some time later that we learned the 
location of the Christian Science church was 
already decided upon exactly across the 
street. Of course, we did not let that in the 
least disturb our plans, and afe willing to 
stand by the outcome of the proximity of 
the two institutions. But the coincidence 
is most peculiar, to say the least.”’

Chicago will 
thus cover a tract of 1,600 square miles. 
The city of today will have disappeared, 
for the most part, from the map, for near- 
ly all of the buildings wil] have been super- 
seded. Great public monuments alone will 
: temain.

Chicago taught the world how to build 
sky scrapers. When James J. Egan built 
the City and County buildings it was pre- 
dicted that the world’s tallest building had 
been erected. He was even chided by other 
architects who told him that it was too high 
to be safe. Today hundreds of buildings 
look down upon the City and County Build- 
ings. 

The sky scraper has by no means reached 
its limit, and its limit will only be reached 
when money to pile up the stories gives out. 

The demands of the people continue to be 
for vast buildings that will bring whole 
communities into close touch. Good archi- 
tects are now of the opinion that the 
pyramidal form of building, as modified by 
the Kiffel Tower, will be the solution of 
the tall building. Such a one is herewith 
depicted. , 

“TI do not wish to be understood as 
prophesying that such a building will ever 
be built,” said Mr. Bgan, “ but there is no 
mechanical impossibility inthe way. The 
only limit to the size of a building of this 
character will be the ability of the elevators

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Views of Commissioner Reynolds. 

“Tt is a long ways shead,” said Health 
Commissioner Reynolds. “ Still, we may 
know certain things about our city a cent- 
ury from now. The movement of the last 
fifty years has been revolutionary, and the 
revolution is still going on, and the ultimate 
result is certain. 

“What will Chicago’s popu'ation be? 
That is hard tosay. You figure that‘at the 
rate of increase for the last decade and the 
natural increase after that the population 
will reach 10,000,000? Possibly. Of course, 
many things go to make up a population. 
A devastating war might serivusly check 
Chicago’s growth. But nothing else would. 
Pestilence can no longer carry off an appre- 
ciable proportion of the population. But 
I will not go into that phase of the case. 
Vital statistics will figure that out for you. 

“TI see great changes for the next century. 
People will have learned how to live. The 
homes of the people will not be so pent in 
as now. There will be more light and more 
air. The interior of the house will be more 
sanitary. Upholstering will practically dis- 
appear. Wooden buildings will disappear. 
The people will decentralize themsélves.

No Constitutional Barrier. 

An act of Congress will be necessary to 
consolidate the counties of two States, 
There is no constitutional barrier. 

The necessity for divorcement of the 
great cities from their rural surroundings 
was recognized in the old world and gave 
rise to the independent principalities. By 
that time New York will have lost the su- 
premacy temporarily gained by annexation, 
and, there being no more outlying popula- 
tions to annex, Chicago will have passed it, 
Lhis will take place before another’gener- 
ation passes. . 

Chicago will then be the undisputed sov- 
ereign of the States of America, the center 
of wealth, culture, and political power, 
Possibly the demands of the people for a 
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“Of course, auch an immense building 
as you have there would cost an enormous 
sum, but billions will be in use then as mil- 
lions are now. The philosophy of that 
building is that the weight is distributed and 
, the vibration taken up.” 

The building that will be put up in the 
future will be sixty stories high, the roof 
being 700 feet above the street. It will be 
in the shape of four buildings, each 250 feet 
square and twenty-five stories high. These 
buildings will be joined at suitable stories 
by means of covered bridges, and the ele- 
vators will be located in the center of each. 
The superstructure will be thirty-five sto- 
ries high and 350 feet square. ‘The corners 
will rest over the centers of the base build- 
ings and the elevators will continue on up. 
There will be 16,000 windows in this build- 
ing and there will be 10,000 sepurate apart- 
ments. The uses of electricity will permit 
the adequate lighting of the centra] court.

* Little does he know of books who deems 
them only to be read.”” The man who hasa 
library solely for the intellectual pleasure 
he gets out of his volumes, and who doesn't 
care whether his books are bound in leather, 
cloth, or paper, will feel a bit queer at the 
Caxton exhibit. But he will learn more rev- 
erence for the art of bookbinding, for one of 
the high arts it surely is become, than he 
‘ever thought possible before. 

Jean Grolier, Viscount of Aguisy, was the 
first great promoter of theart. He was only 
an amateur, not a practical binder, for whom 
Aldus, the great Venetian, printed. Grolier 
lived during the renaissance. He was 
Treasurer of the army of Italy, then French 
Ambassador to Rome, and.later Treasurer 
of France under Francis I., Henry II., Fran- 
eis Il,, and Charles IX. Erasmus said of 

- “You owe nothing to books, but in 
future books will give you an eternal glory.” 
And the prediction has come true, for Gro- 
Hier’s name would be forgotten today if it 
were not for his fame as a book lover and the 
Deautiful volumes he left. The British 
um has about thirty of these, the rest 
being in various private collections in 
France, except a few which have found their 
way to America. 


Tools of the Bookbinders. 


The bookbinder’s limitations are the 
“tools ’’ he uses. A “ tool ’’ is a small brass 
instrument the end of which is cut into the 
device or ornament which is to be put on 
the leather. Every little figure, flower, leaf, 
bud, dot—in short, every part of the design 
is made by one or more tools. 

No school of binding of today surpasses 
that of T. J. Cobden-Sanderson, an English- 
man. His work is among the finest that is 
being done, and there are several good 
examples of it in the Caxton exhibition. 

One of these which is especially satis- 
factory is Shakspeare’s ‘‘ Sonnets’’ and “A 
Lover's Complaint.’’ It is done in brown 
morocco with a broad border of Tudor roses

She book itself, one had almost forgotten 
it in the beauty of its garb, is “* Sylvie,”’ by 
Gerard de Nerval. Andrew Lang called

This particular little. volume of “ Sylvie ”’ 
has an autograph note by De Nerval and an 
original sketch in sepla of De WNerval’s 
poem, “‘An Old Time."’ 

One of the most interesting books in the 
collection is Austin Dobson's ‘“‘ Old World 
idyls.’’ The design was made by an English 
artist, Batten, and submitted to and ap- 
proved by the owner of the book before the 
tocls were cut. It is of ruby red morocco, 
with a border of single fillet on the sides, and 
a conventional design of lilies, flowers, 
leaves, and stems, with nebule of gold stars; 
&@ scroll with the title at the top on the front 
cover, doublé (or inside of cover) of green 
morocco, with tooled borders and green wa- 
tered silk ends. 

The book has a portrait of Dobson as he 
used to look when the verse was written, and 
a piece of unprinted manuscript verse in his 
neat, precise hand. There is also inserted 
in the volume a letter from Edmund Clar- 
ence Stedman on Dobson's verse and a re- 
view, in rhyme, of the book by one of the 
poet’s admirers. Itis: 

A nimble wit, fancy’s abundant flow, 

Neatness of touch and airy verve and “ go,”’ 
Humor and pathos, blending smiles with tears, 
A sympathy with common hopes and fears, 
Sincerity that reinforces art. 

With wisdom, studied from the human heart,

Rare Copy of the Rubaiyat. 


A striking original piece of work is the 
binding of a copy of Omar Khayyam’s glo- 
rious Rubaiyat. Pale green morocco, with 
a Veddefesque design of lotus blossoms, 
paim leaves, and dots. The doubié ts green 
morocco with mosaic decoration formed by 
inlaid leather of palm leaves in the corners 
and center, tooled with florets and foliage. 
The ends are of dainty green watered ailk. 
This is one of Riviere’s bindings. 

Eugene Field might well be proud of the 
attention that his books have received could 
he come back and see what Englishmen and 
Frenchmen have done for his volumes of 
verse. His love songs of childhood done by 
Chambolie-Duru is one of the best exam- 
ples of the use of gilt by the French school 
that has ever been seen here. It is of red 

, with two border fillets inclosing a 
Panel design in moresques of great elabora- 
tion, Tiny bees, dainty birds, and graceful 
foliage, all in that wonderful gilt which 
scems never to grow dim, cover the panels 
of the back as well as the sides. There isa 
Goublé of blue morocco and moire silk ends 
and a broad border of intertwining foliage.

A 
deep border of orange blossoms crosses the 
foot of the cover and completes one of the 
most dainty, as well as fantastic, pieces of 
work in the exhibit. 


Chicago Binder Well Represented. 


We have a Chicago binder, A. J. Cox, well 
represented at the Caxton exhibition. His 
interlacing fillet work seems to be very care- 
fully done, the joining being unusually close. 
His designs are appropriate if not entirely 
original. 

Sir Edward Sullivan is an Irishman living 
in Dublin who does binding simply for his 
own amusement. Examples of his work 
rarely come into the market, because he does 
few of them and usually as gifts for his 
friends. The fact that he isan amateur who 
works for love rather than a price will make 
specimens of his art much sought after. 
There is only One in Chicago and that the 
Caxton club has captured for this exhibit, 
and a beautiful piece of workitis. ‘‘ Poems 
of Lord Herbert of Cherbury” is the book 
in a@ cover of coral pink morocco, with 
dotted and filleted lines having mosaics at 
the angles, foliated and studded with gold 
dots. A mosiac band panel is surrounded 
with foliations and dotted ornamentation 
with bees and birds in mosaic and gold tool- 
ings. The field within the band has angle 
and side decorations studded with dots, 
leafy sprays, and birdsin gold. The linings 
and ends are white with a series of florets. 


Burns’ Appropriate Lines. 


Burns must have had in mind some such 
binding as this of Sullivan’s when he wrote 
on the margin of a splendid but neglected 
Shakspeare in a nobleman’s library: 

Trough and through the inspired leaves, 
Ye maggots make your windings; 


But O, respect his lordship's taste, 
And spare the golden bindings. 


There are some slight imperfections in 
some of these beautiful books, notably in 
that of Sir Edward Sullivan. But as these 
lapses, so tiny that only an expert could 
detect them, emphasize the fact that the 
work is done by an amateur they only make 
the volume more dear to the collector’s 
heart. For, to him, absolute perfection in 
this work would savor of the machine-made 
book, from which he prays to be delivered. 
Cuzin, whose method of gilding has never 
been surpassed in any day, has an exquisite 
example of it in his Gautier’s ‘‘ Emaux et 
Camées.”’ It is of Sevres blue morocco, with 
border fillets and dotted line inelosing a 
broad panel design of solid-face corner deco- 
ration, joined by fillets. The back panels are 
full tooled, and the doublé is or red morocco 
with a border of fillets, dotted lines, and 
florets. The edges of this dainty volume aré 
hand painted and gilded. 


American’s Treatment of Gold. 
AS an example of the treatment of gold by 
an American binder, M. T. Cicero’s “* Cato 
Major”’ is among the best. It is red mo- 
rocco, with narrow floret border, inclosed 
within a single rectangular fillet. It was 
done at the club bindery in New York, a lit- 
tle organization promoted by members of 
the Grolier club of Gotham. 
A beautiful piece of work is that of Gruel, 
the binding vf ‘‘ Deuvres de Plutarque.”’ 
It is dark purple morocco with a broad band 
of mosaics in various colors, joined by fillets. 
There is a center ornament of rose medallion 
in mosaics of various colors and small upper 
ron lower trefoil mosaics all lined out in 
gold. 
Sometimes these costly books have made 
for them little morocco cases, more or less 
fireproof, which are objects of art in them- 
selves. Bradford's ‘‘ History of the Five 
Indian Nations,"’ bound by Pratt in dark red 
morocco, has such 4@ case, made of blue 
morocco with the fillet design of the book re- 
peated. 
Zachnsdorf, the German binder, a true 
son of his artistic father, has some excellent 
designs in the exhibit. His father’s binding 
of his own ,book on the “ Art of Bookbind- 
ing ’’ is one of the prizes of the collection. 
It is brown morocco, with fillet and rou'tette 
border, tooled azured decorations in angles 
and back panels, and center ornaments of 
Grolier design. 


Women as Binders. 

- In the last two or three years women have 
taken up bookbinding quite extensively, and 
there are a few excellent specimens of their 
work in this collection. Some of the best 
are by Miss 8S. T. Prideaux, a pupil of Cob- 
den-Sanderson, who has been called “ the 
most original figure among the English 
binders of this century.” :

Two Chats with Lillian Rus- 
sell Behind the Scenes. 


TELLS OF EARLY LIFE. 


First Time the Critics Discov- 
ered Her Beauty.

N “The Wedding Day” Jeff De Angelis 

remarks that if ‘‘ Cleopatra had been 

born with a pug nose it would have. 

changed the face of the whole worid.”’ 

That set me to wondering what difference 
it would have made in Lillian Russell's life 
had she been a plain woman, and I wanted 
to know if she took her beauty seriously and 
if there was anything else but voice and 
prettiness to her. 

It is rather hard to approach Lillian, not 
but she is graciousness itself, but because 
of the dear four hundred friends who are 
there first. Finally by dogged persistence 
I found myself in a tiny lumber room off the 
stage guarded by a kindly man who admired 
perseverance and who was surrounded by 
gallant tin soldiers of the chorus and the 
pretty dancers and women of Mme. Mont- 
buson’s court. 

On the stage I heard a liquid trilling anda 
perfect shower of vocal pyrotechnics that 
made me think an aviary had broken loose 
that was the “ Tale of the Tom-Tit” as 
Russell sings it, and then there came into 
the room a blond woman in the daintiest of 
Normandy caps and coquettish peasant 
dress, a woman with the sweetest of faces 
and a charming, womanly manner, who 
made one feel she had wanted to see one all 
the evening and had axiously waited this, 
her first opportunity. That was the Russell. 
I wonder why actresses seem to have much 
better manners than society women, It may 
be only surface politeness, but it is pleasant 
just the same. 


Lillian Russell’s First Hit. 


Miss Russell seated herself composedly on 
a stool, immediately glorifying the room and 
putting me at ease, she seemed so used to 
answering impertincnt questions. 

** Miss Russell, knowing you are a Chica- 
goan born and bred, I thought you might tell 
me something of your early life here, your 
education, and your first histrionic efforts?’ 

Clasping her hands and turning a bright 
face toward me she said: 

‘“* Well, you know, of course, I was Nelile 
Leonard, just the ordinary happy school- 
girl, nothing remarkablo about me or any 
of my doings. I was educated at the Sacred 
Heart Convent here. When I was 8 years 
old I made my first appearance on any stage 
—it was some school entertainment and ina 
little part like the gypsy in ‘ La Perichole,’ 
and I had to learn it word by word standing 
at the good sister's knee.

Her voice 
comes easily, naturally, and before you real- 
ize it the house is ringing with a high note 
perfectly attacked and held, and she has not 
given you warning of the effort by getting 
upon a stepladder and puckering her face 
either. Nature has been too good to thut 
face for her to spoil it that way. 

If Dame Nature had denied her beauty 
and yet left her that voice the face of her 
world would have been about the same,

These gowns 
are real lace and real velvet, and if you 
will listen closely, you women in front, you 
will hear that “ whish-whish” that means 
silk linings every time. 

Miss Russell lounged comfortably in her 
pretty reception-room while she told me 
of her first appearance at Tony Pastor's, 
She was studying under Dr. Damrosch then, 
who saw a great future for her in the roles 
Minnie Hauk was singing, and some friends 
suggested her singing at Pastor’s. So, un- 
known to her mother, the young woman 
slipped down and sang “‘ Twickenham Fer- 
ry’ for a trial. Mr. ’'Pastor engaged her at 
a salary of $50 a week. Then came the 
trouble ovea the name. ‘“‘ Nellie Leonard ”’ 
would never do. So Mr. Pastor wrote a lot 
of names of prominent people for the young 
débutante to look over. From them she se- 
lected “Lilian” and ‘“ Russell.” “ Put 
those together and see if they won't stand 
out.””

TRAMPS TAKE TO ADVERTISING. 


Chicago Men Seek Companions to 
44 Scheme It ” to Cal- 
ifornia. 


WANTED—COMPANION TO TRAMP, WORK, 
or scheme it out to California; must honest, 
respectable, and of good character. 


Such advertisements as the one quoted, 
with slight difference of wording or the 
qualifications mentioned, have been several 
times noted in the Chicago newspapers of 
late. The inferences which @ay be drawn 
from them are many and varied, but they all 
seem to point in one direction and to one 
conclusion. 

Chicago men who are in poor circum- 
stances, and with poorer prospects for the 
ee faeing them, are trying to leave the 
city. 

So, too, according to the charitable authori- 
ties, are the men who, before organized 
charity in this city reached its present con- 
dition of effectiveness, were wont to subsist 
upon charity during the cold weather. The 
rumor, true: or otherwise, that work of 
various kinds is plentiful and easily ob- 
tained in @alifornia is doubtless accountable 
also for the universal desire to reach that 
State which is indicated by the advertise- 
ments mentioned. The advertisements 
themselves would seem to show ithat the 
men who hope to gain something from their 
insertion have a little money in hand, The 
fact that they unanimously desire to 
‘“*tramp, work, scheme,”’ or in some other 
way than by the regular means of travel 
attain Californian regions just as surely 
proclaims that their cash capital is small. 
Since the desired companion must be uni- 
formly ‘“‘honest,’’ “‘ respectable,”” or “of 
good character,’’ it is to be inferred that the 
men who variously want him are themselves 
workmen of the better class, who, wishing 
to make the journey, and being compelled 
by force of circumstances to beat their way, 
object to going alone, while refusing to 
travel with a disreputable companion. 

Miss Rebecca Brickell Holmes, secretary 
of the Associated Bureau of Charities, says 
that ever since the tailors’ strike in this city 
last year there has been a continuous hegira 
of the men who follow this trade to Cali- 
fornia. Large numbers of them have been 
assisted thereto by the efforts of the bureau, 
and many of these men are now sending her 
money with which to help others of their 
trades-fellows to jointhem. Reports of the 
success attained by the workers who are 
already there have undoubtedly furnished 
the inducement to make the trip, which 
prompts poor but respectable craftsmen to 
advertise for companions on the long jour- 
ney contemplated. Many other men, ac- 
cording to the dictum of a man who has 
worked among the poor of Chicago for more 
years than age counted in an average life- 
time, are actuated by a less praiseworthy 
motive. They simply wish to spend the win- 
ter months in a locality which is at least 
warm. 

‘The organization of charity in Chicago, 
by putting the members of one society or 
band into touch and communication with 
those of all the rest, has made it exceedingly 
hard for idle men to impose upon credulous 
and kind-hearted people,’’ is the way in 
which this same man explains the fact that 
60 Many men are trying to get to California, 
*‘and the men who, in former winters, have 
lived on charity from the first touch of frost 
until after the opening of navigation in the 
spring now realize that this winter they will 
be compelled to work or go hungry. Being 
afflicted, many of them, with a great and 
constitutional dislike to the first-named 
alternative, they have decided to go toa 
region. where the terrors of cold weather 
are not added to the danger of having to 
labor for a living, and where, too, the care- 
less charity which Chicago has hitherto be- 
stowed so lavishly may perhaps be hoped 
for. In such cases of this kind as come to 
my attention, as with the more worthy work- 
ingmen who hope to find work at the other 
end of the journey, I generally give what 
assistance in the way of warm gloves, caps, 
and so on, that I can. A great number of 
applications for help of this kind have come 
to me of late and have been about equally 
divided between the two classes mentioned. 
California seems the desired haven for all 
grades of tramp this winter, the semi-re- 
spectable as well as the regular ‘ Weary 
Willie’ kind, just as the Klondike is the 
longed-for locality of men of other tempera- 
ments. To assist some of them in getting 
there at least rids Chicago of just that many 
burdens upon its taxpayers, and is good 
policy so far as it goes. That some of the 
men who want to get away are advertising 
for companions I should think a very good 
sign. The regulation tramp finds his part- 
ners without making use of the daily 
papers.”’ 

‘Yes, that’s about it,’ admitted one of 
the advertisers, when questioned as to his 
reasons for inserting the ‘‘ad.’’ ‘‘I wantto 
get to where they tell me I can work, and 
where I shall not freeze to death, at any rate, 
and I don’t want to go alone. I’ve got 
enough money to get me food for a little 
while, but not enough to pay railroad fares, 
and I want to get out of Chicago. Other men 
are in the same fix, plenty of them, and I 
thought to find one by advertising. Did I 
find him? O, yes; one can get almost any- 
thing by advertising forit, youknow. We're 
going to start -in a day or two. Chicago’s 
going to be a mighty poor place for men 
who won't work this winter, and for those 
of us who can’t get work it won't be much 
better. So I’m going to get out of it quick, 
and so is the man who answered my ‘ ad. ”’ 

“Do I advertise for pardners? Well, I 
reckon not,’’ was the sarcastio response of 
the well-defined specimen of the genus 
tramp with a “ want-to-get-to-California "’ 
story, when interrogated, during the course 
of a backdoor interview, in regard to his 
methods of travel and so on. “ What d’ye 
ta me for, anyhow? I can git lots of 
pardners widout advertisin’, any day in de 
week, see? It’s de fancy blokes what likes 
clean collars and to pay for der grub what 
advertises fer pardners, see? It ain’t dis 
chicken, anyhow.”’ e 

Which would seem to bear out the declara- 
tion of the charity authorities that the men 
who are taking advantage of the newspapers 
in this unusual way are really good workmen 
out of a job. There is not a little uncon- 
scious humor, to say nothing of unwitting 
sarcasm, about a “ Partner wanted” ad- 
vertisement when inserted by a man who is 
all but bankrupt. But it shows the spirit of 
enterprise, and, as unique samples of the 
flotsam and jetsam thrown up from time to 
time by the surging and changeful tides of 
city life, advertisements iike those in- 
stanced are worth at least a moderate 
amount of attention and interest. It may be 
that in the near future the tramp who ad- 
vertises for a partner or companion is des- 
tined to be a regular feature of Chicago ex- 
istence, one of its varied and countless 
types of humanity. The present season 
however, so far as known, has witnessed the 
initial enterprises along this line, and, as 
the city itself is fuu of men who are anx- 
ious to get to a warmer climate before the 
coming of the very severe weather, so the 
newspapers are full of their advertisements 
just now.

Legislature to Interfere to Save Mrs. 
Nobles, but Colored Man Who 
Helped Her Will Hang. 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 5.—The Georgia Legis- 
lature has come to the rescue of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Nobles, the aged woman who has been 
under sentence of death for the murder of 
her husband for nearly two years, and whose 
last legal resource was exhausted last week 
when the United States Supreme Court made 
a decision adverse to her case. At tonight's 
session of the House of Representatives a 
bill was introduced by Mr. Berry, one df its 
most influential members, providing that no 
woman shall be executed for the crime of 
murder in Georgia except when the jury 
stipulates such punishment. 

The agitation in favor of Mrs. Noble 
throughout the State is tremendous, and

CLASSES HELD AT HOUSES 


Young Girls Invited to Learn 
Cooking and Housekeeping. 


TRAINED TO BE GOOD WIVES. 


EMBERS of the Evanston Woman’s 
club are engaged in a novel work 
this winter. They are educating 
young girls by a series of practical 
object lessons in various lines of 

household duty, such as cooking, the mend- 
ing of clothes, washing and ironing, and 
other things which a housewife should un- 
derstand thoroughly in order to manage 
her home to the best advantage. 

The movement has the merit of three dis- 
tinct phases of originality—the lessons are 
given by society women of prominence, the 
instruction is imparted in their homes, and 
the girls are being trained with the pur- 
pose of iricreasing their usefulness as future 
wives and mothers instead of with the ob- 
ject of turning out a handy corps of skilled 
domestic servants. 

‘There is one thing we strongly impress 
upon the minds of these girls as soon as 
they join our classes,” says Mrs. A. L. 
Kayser, one of the instructors in cooking, 
‘‘and this is the fact that there is a field 
for their best efforts in their own homes— 
that their own families are entitled to all 
benefits arising from intelligent service. 
We are trying to train housewives, not 
servants.”’ : 

Evanston’s Woman's club is a powerful 
organization. It numbers some 400 of the 
most influential women in the city, and is 
an tmportant factor in the social and liter- 
ary circles of Chicago’s classic suburb. In 
the past, however, its work has been mainly 
carried on along the lines of self-education 
and ,advaneement, with amusements and 
recreation as attractive features. A little 
over a month ago Mrs. T. P. Stanwood, 
President of the club, asked the members 
to suggest methods of doing personal] serv- 
ice in a philanthropic way, to strive to do 
something of practical good for those out- 
side the organization instead of confining 
the benefits of membership to their own 
enjoyment. Out of this came several bright 
ideas, some of which have been put into 
effect, much to the pleasure and mutual 
profit of those directly interested. A num- 
ber of women devote certain days to visit- 
ing and comforting the sick, supplying 


| fruits and flowers, and in other ways bright- 


ening lowly homes and hospital wards. 
Other women give the free use of their 
horses and carriages to those less fortu- 
nately situated, while others stil] have ar- 
ranged for free medical attendance and free 
dental work for such of their own sex, young 
and old, as may need it. 


Instruction in Housekeeping. 

Generous as are these works, it is con- 
ceded that the most wide-reaching and satis- 
factory resylts have come from the course 
of instruction in housekeeping branches. 
Finding other avenues of beneficent occu- 
pation pretty effectually closed to them, 
Mrs. Ralph Beebe, Mrs. Barent Poticber, 
Mrs. A. L. Kayser, Mra. Dora Kimbail, Mrs. 
R. B. McMullen, Miss Newman, and a num- 
ber of other women suggested to President 
Stanwood the highly original scheme of riv- 
ing practical object lessons in domestic 
economy to young girls. Mrs. C. H. Chand- 
ler, as chairman of the section on sociol- 
ogy and philanthropy, took the matter in 
direct charge, and a plan of action was 
quickly formulated. It was arranged that 
each of the women named should take a 
class of six girls into her home every Satur- 
day for six months and instruct them in 
some particular branch of the work. In 
selection of the girls to be trained the sery- 
ices of Miss Gillespie, principal of the. Wes- 
ley Street School, were enlisted, this insti- 
tution being located in a section of the city 
where the toilers largely live. When the 
project was explained nearly all the girls in 
the school wanted to be enrolled in the 
classes, and there were some heartburnings 
among those whom, by reason of lack of 
space, Miss Gillespie was forced to reject. 
As now in operation the plan is this: 


Lessons Every Saturday. 


Every Saturday @x girls go to the home 
‘of Mrs. Iph Beebe, 600 Davis street, where 
for two hours they are instructed in the art 
of cleaning house, shown how to make beds, 
keep rooms tidy, dust bric-&-brac without 
breaking or injury, how to‘set a table at- 
tractively, and similar things. 

While one class is busy in Mrs. Beebe’s 
home another class is being trained in sew- 
ing, mending of clothes, knitting, and the 
like at the residence of Mrs. Barent Poucher, 
1426 Asbury avenue. In this line the giris 
bring their own clothes or those of their 
parents or brothers and sisters to be mend- 
ed, and in some instances new garments are 
made, the shaping and sewing being done 
under Mrs. Poucher’s direct supervision. 

At the house of Mrs. R. B. McMullen, 
1021 Grove street, lessons are given in cook- 
ing, and a similar course is given by Mrs. 
Goodénow. This is considered one of the 
most important features of the work, and 
requires the assistance of several able wom- 


en, chief among whom are Mrs. Dorr Kim- 


ball and Mrs. A. L. Kayser. Plain foods are 
provided by the women, and the girls are 
shown how io cook them into tasty, econom- 
ical dishes.~Each girl carries home with 
her the food she cooks, and in this is found 
a strong incentive to good work, as there ts 
a general desire among the pupils to show 
the folks at home how fast advancement is 
being made. 


Taught to Buy Supplies. 
Another interesting division {s Satura 
night trips to butcher shops and gxoearion. 
where the various cuts of meat, economy in 
kim and price, and the relative value of 
various forms of food are thoroughly illus- 
trated. The knack of buying so as to get 
the best results for the money expended is 

also explained. 

Under the supervision of Miss Newman 
another group of six girls receives instruc- 
tion in washing, starching, and ironing 
clothes, the girls bringing with them their 
own soiled garments to be experimented 
upon. Fuel, soap, starch, and the use of 
laundry are furnished free, but one of the 
main features of the work is an insistence 
upon economy in their expenditure in order 
that the effect sought for may be the more 
readily attained. 

Instructors and children are alike gruti- 
fied with the remarkable success which has 
attended the movement. There is a de- 
mand for an enlargement of the work, and 
measures have been already taken to in- 
crease the number of voJunteer teachers so 
as to take care of the scores of girls who are 
anxious to study housekeeping. There are 
now six classes of six girls each in operation, 
and they take the six months’ course in ro- 
tation. Those who study cooking one Satur- 
day take a mending lesson next week, a 
housecleaning lesson the week after, and 
so on through the course. In this way all 
the girls are given a chance to study the 
different branches and become proficient in 
them. 

Chance for Women’s Clubs. 

In speaking of the prospects for an en- 
laegement of the work Mrs. Barent Poucher 
says: ‘‘ There should be an inspiration in 
this to other clubs, or it should at least point 
out to other earnest women the possibilities 


I, ard I am sure all the others who take 
part in the work, feel amply repaid for the 
time and labor expended. The girls have 
tuken hold of the matter with earnest inter- 
est and the wholesome effects are plainly

eel that our work is insufficient because. of 
lack of time, and that it should be extend- 
ed on a broader basis."’ ‘ 


Advocate the Idea. 


Mrs. Stanwood, President of the Evanston 
Woman's club, and Mrs. Chandler, chairman 
of the section which has in hand the tra.ning 
of the girls, both speak warmly in advocacy 
of the idea. While tn many respects the 
movement is still in the experimental! stage, 
enough has been accomplished to make the 
leaders abundantly satisfied that it should 
be continued om a more comprehensive <cale, 
and the chances are it will enlarged ina 
systematic manner at an early day. Mrs. 
Stanwood and Mrs. Chandler have made 
trips among the homes of tho girls to get 
evidence of the effects of the training, and 
their personal observations furnish ample 
indorsement to the demand of those who 
want it extended. Children who once went 
about in tatters through ignorance and care- 
lessness are now trimly clad, the rooms and 
belongings in the houses are kept neat, and 
there is decided improvement even in the 
manners of the children themselves.~ As- 
sociation with women of refinement.has had 
happy effect, and the spirit in which the girls 
have been met and handled by the in- 
structors has gone far toward increasing 
their self-respect. 


Two Other Movements. 


Growing out of this movement in Evans- 
ton are two others of almost equal inter- 
est and importance. Miss Jones of the 
Noyes Street Schcol has got the mothers 
of many of her pupils enrolled in a social 
club which meets in the schoolhouse every 
Saturday. It is called a social club, but 
itisa club Without a duplicate in this coun- 
try. To gather working women with the 
avowed purpose of educating them in lines 
in which they fancy themselves already 
proficient would be a hopeless task. But 
these same women will readily respond to 
invitations asking them to meet in a social 
way. And so Miss Jones induces about fifty 
m thers to join with her on Saturday after- 
noons. They bring their sewing with them 
ani kindly women deftly aid them in cut- 
ting and making baby gowns and similar gar- 
ments. A number of sewing machines are 
put in use and in this way a great deal of 
work is done. All through the afternoon 
the conversation is shrewdly directed in 
channels which will bring something of 
material benefit to ths guests. There are 
talks about household duties, about new 
styles in home dressmaking, about cookery 
for children and adults, and finally a mod- 
est luncheon is prepared and served, this 
being made the occasion of a practical ob- 
ject lesson in the selection, preparation, and 
serving of the food. 

In South Evanston a group of women are 
working in connection with Miss Cora 
Stockham in instructing a class of ninety- 
five girls in sewing. The children are taught 
to make and mend their own dresses and 
underclothes and are «ncouraged to bring 
in from their homes such work of this kind 
as needs immediate attention. 


COUNT GOLUCHOWSKI’S DREAM. 


European Leaders Are Figuring on the 
Problem How to Down America— 
Must Decrease Armies. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 10.—[Editor of the 
New York Post}—Sir: A recent speech of 
the Austrian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Count Goluchowski, has startled many per- 
sons. In it he proposes a union of European 
States to meet the alleged destructive effect 
of transatlantic competition, covering, 
therefore, Canada, as well as the United 
States, and the Argentine Republic also. 
The impending danger to Europe, while not 
expressed, is, in fact, the domination of the 
English-speaking people in the commerce of 
the World. In my intercourse with the lead- 
ing economists and statisticians of Europe, 
at the recent meeting in St. Petersburg, I 
could see among them all the conviction that 
the burden of militarism and imperialism in 
Germany and Austria and of bureaucracy in 
other countries could not be sustained much 
longer, and that even the privileged classes 
by whom militarism is held up must give 
way to the necessities of the people, or else 
their effort to compete with England and 
the United States in the commerce of the 
world must fail. 

Much has been said of alleged fear in 
England of German competition in manu- 
factures. The whole case rests upon the 
fact that the adoption of an English inven- 
tion, the Gilchrist-Thomas process of mak- 
ing iron and steel from previously worthless 
phosphoric ores, has for the time increased 
the power of Germany to build ships, man- 
ufacture machinery, and develop arts, which, 
without the foundation of iron and steel at 
low cost, would be impossible. That compe- 
tition, affecting Great Britain, where the 
supply of steel ores is limited, has little in- 
fluence over the United States. Great Brit- 
ain and the United States combined will 
continue to hold for all time the dominating 
and controlling position in iron and steel 
and in the construction of the mechanism 
lying at the foundation of all other arts 
which rest upon these metals. That fact is 
well understood by all continental econo- 
mists. 

The fact that the wages in Great Britain 
which are recovered from the sales of her 
manufactures are higher by far than those 
of any other European country, and that 
the wages in this country are higher than 
those of Great Britain, while the cost of all 
our staple products is less by the unit of 
product, is fully understood by all the as- 
tute rulers on the continent. They have 
the aid and assistance of economists and 
statisticians of highest repute in putting all 
the facts before them. 

The weakness of these continental na- 
tions is in their great armies and navies. 
Had we a standing army and navy corre- 
sponding in ratio to our number to that of 
France and Germany, it would number 900,- 
000 men or thereabout. That is about the 
number of men occupied in our railway serv- 
ice. Our power of production and our 
power of competition may be measured by 
this comparison, plus 900,000 men occupied 
in distribution in this country; minus 900,000 
men among the same number of people in 
Europe taken from the arts of production 
with all their energy turned to the art of 
mutual destruction. 

Again, witness the urgency of the con- 
tinental nations to parcel out Asia and 
Africa, and to prevent England from hold- 
ing what she has attained. What does that 
mean? The efforts of Germany and of 
France are alike to obtain dominion over 
these parts of the earth in order to hold 
the sole control of commerce—the old 
medieval idea which actuated England in 
her early history, but does not actuate her 
now. 
equal opportunities are given. She strives 
to benefit those whom she protects, and she 
does not exclude other nations from a share 
in their commerce on even terms. with her- 
self. That is another cause of the bitter- 
ness and spite with which England is re- 
garded throughout the continent. That 
jealousy and spite are now being turned 
toward ourselves. It behooves every man 
who studies the hidden causes of these 
movements to bear these facts in mind and 
to bear himself in his public and private ac- 
tions so as to devote all his energy to main- 
taining peace and commercial union among 
the English-speaking people of the world, on 
which rests the only hope of the main- 
tenance of liberty and law.

HAT will.you have?” asks the

You have been drinking in 
this mahogany and glass place thrice daily 
for years and you say that a little imported 
Ancient Timothy gin with. a dash of Bac- 
carat bitters will touch the spot. Yes, that

- fs the drink you want, but will you get it? 


Not unless you are as lucky as a Klondike 
king. You will have an “ Ancient Timothy ” 
- pottle put before you bearing Ancient Timo- 
thy labels on its rounded surface. The 
spurt of dark liquor which goes to give the 
drink a twang will come from a Baccarat 
bitters bottle, but the combination of pure 
liquors from far beyond the seas which you 
think you are swallowing for the stomach’s 
gake is in all human probability a system- 
destroying stuff concocted in some Chicago 
factory. 

Tomorrow morning, when you go to your 
favorite drinking place for your regular 11 
o'clock dram, use this reflection as a relish 
for the drink: ‘‘ Only one salcon in five in the 
City of Chicago which purports to sell im- 
ported goods has on hand the genuine arti- 
cle.” One more thought which may give an 
added zest to your preluncheon potation is 
that the Collector of Internal Revenue esti- 
mates that not one-twentieth part of what 
purport to be foreign liquors in this city 
ever passed through the hands of the cus- 
toms officers. 


Connoisseurs Are Fooled. 


There are thousands of Chicago men who 
would feel little short of insulted if it were 
intimated@$that they could not discriminate 
between good liquor and bad; yet a majority 
of these men have for years been drinking 
counterfeit liquor, paying therefor the price 
of the genuine and at the same time abus- 
ing their stomachs in a way that is pitiful. 
It makes precious little difference what 
brand of wine or liquor you call for. If it 
fs one that has gained a reputation the 
chances are that you will be offered a coun- 
terfeit of the original, whether it be of 
domestic or foreign manufacture. 

Chicago is the headquarters in this coun- 
try for the preparing of these noxious com- 
pounds for the market and for the counter- 

= felting of labels, trade marks, corks, seals, 
wrappers, and bottles which contain and are 
attached to the genuine goods. Over 100im- 
porters have banded themselves together re- 
cently in an organization known as the Wine 
_and Spirit Traders’ Society of the United 

States, and through Chicago attorneys this 
association is just now engaged in the work 
of raiding the places in this city where the 
spurious goods are put up, seizing the goods 


_ and arresting the proprietors. About the 


only class of drinkers who escape the sub- 

stitution of goods is the army of beer drink- 
ers. Cordials, brandies, whiskies, gins, bit- 
_ ters, and champagnes are counterfeited with 
- g@lmost equal impartiality. 


Monastic Cordial Counterfeited. 


_ There is a famous monastery in Europe 
where certain cordial is prepared. The rev- 
enues from the sale of the liquor form the 
support of theorder, It speaks well for the 
output of the reverend fathers when it is 
known that so many people drink it that it 
took something like 36,000 bottles of coun- 
terfeits of the cordial to help out the supply 
of the genuine in Chicago last year. 
‘ There is a celebrated foreign brandy known 
y certain astronomical signs which nine 
men out of ten call for when they wish to put 
down something even more powerful than 
whisky or when they wish to give an addi- 
tional strength and fiavor to the after-dinner 
cup of coffee. A man runs just one chance 
in five of getting this particular kind, even 
though he called for it and gets it out ofa 
genuine bottle with an apparently genuine 
label attached. There were 40,000 bottles of 
coumterfeits of this brand of liquor sold over 
in Chicago last year. Comparatively 
few people drink brandy, a fact which, when 
appreciated, will show quickly that the great 
majority of Chicago brandy drinkers last 
yeir paid a fancy price for something they

with drinking men. In a Chicago bottling 
establishment the other day there were 
found hundreds of facsimile labels and cork 
strips of one of the oldest and best known 
of the liquor products of “Ola Kentuck.” 
This whisky, when bottled, has a conspicu- 
ous label, and the counterfeiters have not 
attempted merely an imitation, but they 
have reproduced the original labe) both in 
paper and in legend. The name of the firm 
of distillers which produces the genuine 
goods is used boldly, and the initials of the 
head of the firm appear above the cap- 
sule on the cork. It is estimated by Mr. 
Charlton, oneof the attorneys who have been 
leading the raids on the places where the 
counterfeit goods are put up, that 6,000 bot- 
tles of whisky fraudulently bearing the 
name of the Kentucky distiller are now be- 
hind bars in the City of Chicago. 
Altogether recently there have been eight 
Chicago bottling places raided for the pur- 
pose of seizing fraudulent liquors and coun- 
terfeit stamps, labels, and bottles. Up to 
within a comparatively short time the meth- 
od of getting at offenders has been through 
the tedious process of civil suits for injunc- 
tions and damages. Now, however, search 
warrants are sworn out, raids are made, 
and criminal proceedings follow against the 
men conducting the places. 


Prominent Firms Involved. 


Some of the establishments which the at- 
torneys with their following of officers went 
through were among the largest in the West 
that are devoted to the bottling and the sale 
of liquors. Not the whole of the business 
transacted by these people is illegal. They 
buy whisky, bottle it, and put their own 
names on it as bottlers. They put up all 
kinds of wines and liquors, and the enter- 
ing wedge of fraud is where they begin by 
& system of gradations to approach the actu- 
al counterfeiting of the labels and other 
marks of celebrated foreign and domestic 
makers. At first there will be a bottle, say, 
of kiimmel. This will bear a stamp, made 
from paper, like that used by a noted foreign 
distiller. The arrangement of the words on 
the labels and its general appearance would 
deceive the casual observer, but a close in- 
spection shows that the name of the Amer- 
ican bottler appears. The thing is an imita- 
tion, but not a direct counterfeit. The in- 
tention, however, is to deceive. The next 
step is the use of a label with the name of 
the foreign bottler or maker changed a lit- 
tle, the label. in other respects being almost 
the same. Thus Johnson might be turned 
into Johns and the real address of the firm 
changed only so far as the number of the 
street goes. Now, an imitation so close as 
this is an infraction of the law, but in most 
instances the bottlers of the fraudulent stuff 
put labels made in imitation of those firms 
which do not happen to be represented 
among the men who are fighting the frauds. 
Through this course of imitations the actual 
counterfeit is finally reached. 


Big Money in It. 


There is so much money in the sale of 
counterfeit foreign goods for the genuine 
that the risk is one which many seem ready 
enough to take. There is an average differ- 
ence of $6 a case in the price between that 
paid by the saloonkeeper for the ger.uine 
and that which he gives for the fraudulent 
liquor. When the bottler completes the 
fraud In every particular by using a genuine 
bottle which he has purchased from a junk- 
man, and counterfeit label, cork, and cap- 
sule he charges more than where the bottles 
and label designs are merely imitations. 

In the matter of wrappers for some of the 
bottles of foreign goods the counterfeiters 
go into minute details. The wrapper fora 
certain cordial which is largely sold is a 
blanket sheet of the finest soft paper. On 
this wrapper appear pictures of two bottles 
of the liquor flanking descriptions in five 
languages of the methods employed in put- 
ting up the drink. Hundreds of these coun- 
terfeit wrappers were seized in Chicago 
within a week, and on them the detailed de- 
scription appears in the five languages, 
while above are the seals of the producing 
firm. No one but an expert could tell that 
the wrapper was not genuine. 

It is amusing to read some of the inscrip- 
tions on the labels which appear on the bot- 
tles of these bogus goods. One label of one 
of the best known brands of bitters, which 
nearly everybody likes in certain popular 
kinds of cocktails, bears this on its face: 
“To prevent fraud see that the capsule on 
this bottle bears on its side a facsimile of 
the label as well as our trademark on the 
top.” Then follows the name of the original 
firm. A bottle of the genuine concoction is 
worth $1.50 at retail. The stuff these Chi- 
cago counterfeiters put up and other Chi- 
cago frauds sell to unsuspecting drinking 
customers is sold to saloonkeepers for 40 
cents and is worth less than nothing, be- 
cause it is villainously injurious. Yet it has 
its place in barrooms frequented by people 
who are willing to pay for good stuff and 
who ftratter themselves into the belief that 
they always get what they want. 


Humor in the Business. 


The dealer in frauds is a bit humorous 
when at the top of a bogus label of a famous 
American whisky firm he putsitthus: “* Ex- 
tra caution; any one refilling this bottle 
without destroying the labels is criminally 
liable and on detection will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law.’’ 

When the proprietors of a celebrated.old 
gin remodeled their label some years ago 
they directed a shot at the City of Hamburg, 
as follows: ‘“‘All future shipments will bear 
the following signature on each label, which 
it is hoped may frustrate the shameful 
piracy carried on at Hamburg.”’ In view of 
certain facts which have come to light in 
Chicago within a week the firm might with 
reason add another inscription which would 
fire a verbal shot at ‘“‘ shameful piracy ”’ in 
an American city. Large numbers of bottles 
bearing -the label from which the foregoing 
quotation*was made were found in a North 
Side drug company’s room last week. Bot- 
tles, caps, corks, and labels were so like the 
genuine that nothing but the smell of the 
liquor showed where:the fraud lay. 

There are only two ways that a drinking 
man may secure immunity from deception. 
One is to become a total abstainer and the 
other is to purchase a whole bottle of his 
favorite beverage at the place where he is 
accustomed to drink and take it to an ex- 
pert for examination. Of course, there are 
places—scores of them, perhaps—where noth- 
ing but the “ real old stuff ’’ is put Over the 
bar. You may be doing your drinking in one 
of these places, but there are four chances 
out of five that you are not. Whisky sold 
at ten cents a glass, with no pretense that 
it is anything but homemade stuff, is far 
better for the purse and the stomach than 
is the villainous compound that bears the 
stolen name of a foreign maker and exacts 
the price which he asks for his honest goods. 


Bottle to Prevent Counterfeiting. 


In connection with this wholesale counier- 
feiting of favorite drinks te announcement 
from Valparaiso, Ind., that George F. L'ye 
and EB. C. O’Neill have Invented and patent- 
ed a bottle to effectually prevent such work 
is of interest. 

The bottle is of ordinary construction, with 
the exception that it is formed at the upper 
end of its neck with an enlargement or head 
and a weakening groove. The cork may be 
of any desired material and is applied in the 
neck of the bottle below the weakening 
groove and acts as a temporary seal. The 
stopper is applied in the neck or head of 
the bottle above.the weakening groove. A 
transverse passage is made through the 
stopper and one side of the neck of the bot- 
tle, through which a pin is inserted and can- 
not be withdrawn, effectually locking the 
stopper in position. To remove the contents 
of the bottle the head of the bottle is broken 
off at the weakening groove, when the cork 
can be removed and the bottle emptied. If 
the bottle is refilled the deception would be 
at once apparent. The bottle will be submit- 
ted to the National Bottlers’ association for 
indorsement. 

New Anaesthetic. 

A new anesthetic, which relieves at once 
the pain of deep burns,.of ulcers, and of 
cancer, has been discovered by Drs. Eichorn 
and Heinz of Munich. It is a preparation of 
benzomethylic ether, in the form of a pow- 
der, to which the name of orthoform has 


been given.

Invention That May Revolu- 
tionize thegIndustry: 


TAKES ORE FROM SAND. 


Chicago Man Finds a Way to Re- 
duce Cost Nine-tenths. 


IS A MENACE TO CARNEGIE. 


ENRY ARDEN of Chicago has in- 
vented and obtained patents on a 
magnetic ore separator which he 
claims is destined to revolutionize 
the iron industry of the world. By 

the use of his invention, he says, the inex- 
haustible deposits of magnetic iron ore 
found in the sands along the shores of the 
great lakes and on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts of America, as well as on the shores 
of many other lands, can be extracted from 
the sand at a cost of $1aton. The ore thus 
obtained, he says, is an almost pure oxide 
of iron, much better for manufacturing pur- 
poses than ordinary pig iron, which costs 
from $9 to $11 a ton to produce by the use of 
a blast furnace. With the magnetic ore of 
the lake sands no blast furnace is required, 


| length is owned by the North Waukegan 


Harbor and Dock company. In the middle of 
the dock company’s holding, however, is a 
break of half a mile, comprising 230 acres, 
which is owned by M. C. Hayes and leased by 
the United States Malleable Iron and Steel 
company. The iron deposit goes down to the 
clay, a depth of twenty-eight feet. 

When Mr. Arden disclosed his discovery 
of iron along the shore to the North Wau- 
kegan Harbor and Dock company he ex- 
pected its stockholders would join him in 
erecting iron works and developing the prop- 
erty. In this he was disappointed, but he 
obtained an option on the sand and this is 
now held by his company. He says he does 
not know whether he will make use of it or 
not, as he does not have to go to Waukegan 
for his ore, and besides estimates that he 
can take 100 tons of ore daily from the 
Hayes tract for thirty years before exhaust- 
ing it. 

The Hayes tract is located on the line of 
the Northwestern railway, and a spur of the 
Elgin, Joliet and Eastern railroad, the outer 
belt line, taps the ore deposit near the City 
of Waukegan. Therefore it will be a simple 
matter to separate the ore on the ground and 
ship it to Chicago for reduction. 


Effect May Be Stupendous. 


Speaking of his separator, Mr. Arden said: 

*“‘My invention is so far-reaching that it 
is difficult to comprehend what its ultimate 
results will be. If I can stuart making iron 
at a cost of $1 a ton, where others must and 
do start at a cost of $9 to $11 a ton, tt will 
inevitably follow that the cheaper process 
must drive the dearer one from the field. 
No business could stand such ‘competition 
as that. Of course, there will be opposition 
to me? The Rockefellers and Carnegie have 
invested some $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 in 
the Lake Superior region. They have built 
the finest steamers on the lakes, and a rail- 
road from Cleveland to Pittsburg to cheapen 
the cost of transportation, but do the best

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as when separated from the sand itself ro 
impurities remain to be burned out. 

Besides inventing the separator Mr. Ar- 
den some eighteen months ago discovered a 
deposit of the iron-bearing sand on the lake 
shore north of Waukegan of sufficient ex- 
tent to supply the world with iron for 300 
years tocome. There are also great quanti- 
ties of this sand in the Lake Superior re- 
gion—more than enough to supply the 
‘world’s market for all time. 


Opens New Fields. 


Mr. Arden says that all this ore is made 
available through his invention, which he 
claims is superior to Edison’s device for 
separating magnetic ore. Cheapness, sim- 
plicity, and capacity are the points of excel- 
lence which he claims for his macbine. A 
child ¢an run it, there is no intricate mech- 
anism to get out of order, no power is re- 
quired to operate it, and it does its work rap- 
idly and thoroughly. Attraction and gravity 
are the forces utilized. ‘ 

The practical operation of the separator 
was shown to a repurter for THe SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE yesterday. In shape and size the 
machine is not unlike a kitchen cupboard. 
On top is a bin to hold the sand. The front 
of the box or cupboard is covered with 
brass plates. Behind these plates are three 
powerful electro magnets, 6x12 inches in 
size, and placed one above another, twenty- 
two inches apart. The ends of the magnets 
come in contact with the brass plates and 
magnetize them at the point of contact. The 
sand falls in a stream in front of the brass 
plates and _as it does so the particles of iron 
ore are drawn out, adhering to the plates, 
where they are magnetized. The upper 
reagnet catches the greater portion of the 
ore, the last particles remaining in the sand 
being caught by the lower magnet. 


Electric Light Power Used. 


The current used in the operation here 
described was the ordinary one employed for 
electric lights. A commutator breaks the 
current at short intervals, thus demagnetiz- 
ing the brass plates and allowing the ac- 
cumulated ore sticking to them to drop into 
hoppers whence it is conveyed through pipes 
to a receptacle behind the separator. The 
waste sand drops far enough in front to 
miss the hoppers for the ore and is caught 
in a box beneath. 

That is essentially the whole operation. 
In a large plant for practical iron making 
the sand would be hoisted to the top of the 
separator by a bucket-chain such as is used 
in grain elevators, and the ore, which is a 
black sand, could be run through pipes te 
any point desired. 

A horseshoe magnet thrust into. the waste 
sand showed that no iron remained init, and 
the ore itself was perfectly free from earthy 
impurities and looked like ordinary gun- 
powder. 


Process Is Cheap. 


Each separator, or section of three mag- 
nets, is seven feet high, three feet wide, and 
eighteen inches deep, and can be built ata 
cost of $75. Thecost of maintenance is noth- 
ing, as there are no wearing parts. 

Each section has a capacity for 100 tons 
of sand in twenty-four hours. The iron ore 
in the sand varies from 7 per cent to 35 per 
cent. Estimates are made on an average of 
10 per cent, and on that basis one section of 
the separator will yield ten tons of ore 
daily. 

The ore obtained, Mr. Arden says, is the 
game as that from which the famous Swe- 
dish iron is made. An assay made by Ma- 
riner & Hoskins gave the fololwing result:

All that is ‘mecessary to convert the ore 
into malleable iron, says Mr. Arden, is to 
deoxidize it. At welding heat it becomes 
iron without. having to go through ‘a blast 
furnace or a puddling furnace, and can 
then be worked into steel by the usual proc- 
essez. The ore simply is heated to the 
welding point, and, rolled into bars, becomes 
Swedish iron of the best quality. 


Will Build Big Works. 


Mr. Arden’s patents are controlled by the 
United States Malleable Iron and Steel com- 
pany, of which Charies Brandes is President 
and Treasurer, and H. B. Arden, son of the 
inventor, is Vice President and Secretary. 
The office is in the Monadnock Building. 
The company is capitalized at $100,000, and 
purposes to build an iron works in Chicago 
next year, 

Up to the present time iron has only been 
made from the Waukegan sand in an exper!- 
mental way, but enough has been done to 
demonstrate the practicability of the project 
to the satisfaction of those interested. At 
Clinton and Quincy streets a Siemens regen- 
erative furnace, the only pne in the city, has 
been built to show the capabilities of the 
ore. The first “ heat’ will probably be 
drawn from it in a few days. This furnace 
consists of a cylindrical iron shell lined with 
firebrick. A door, like a boilerhead, bolts on 
the front when it is charged. By means of 
suitable machinery the cylinder revolves 
slowly, making six revolutionsan hour. Oil, 
sprayed with steam, is used for fuel. This 
furnace is a small one, its capacity being 
500 pounds of iron per heat. Twelve heats 
can be made in twenty-four hours. With 
the revolutions of the cylinder the ore falls 
together by its own weight, and when weld- 
ing heat is attained forms into a spongy 
mass, ready for rolling, or it can be directly 
made into steel by the open hearth or other 
steel processes. 


Waukegan Ore Deposit. 

The Waukegan ore deposit begins on the 
lake shore just north of the town, extends 
fifteen miles up the lake, and averages nearly 
half a mile in width. A strip five miles in 
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they can with their unlimited capital they 
must transport their ore and run it through 
a blast furnace. That gives them pig 
iron, which is not as good a base for manu- 
facturing malleable iron or steel as the 
oxide of iron ore found in the lake sand, and 
it costs ten times as much. The sand ore 
is absolutely clean and free from earthy 
matter. Blast furnaces are built to free 
common ore from impurities that do not 
exist in the magnetic ore taken from lake 
or ocean sand. Iron made from this mag- 
netic ore can be converted into razor steel 
as good as that from which the finest Swed- 
ish razors are made. I know this is true, be- 
cause it has been done. Swedish iron ifs 
worth in the neighborhood of €60 a ton, while 
ordinary iron is $16 or $17.” 


Does Not Fear Edison Process. 


Mr. Arden was asked whether the Edison 
process for) obtaining magnetic ore, as de- 
scribed in McClure’s Magazine for Novem- 
ber, would be a dangerous competitor for 
him. 

‘“*No,” he replied, “ I know all about the 
Edison process. He has been working on it 
for years and has never made it pay—and 
never will. Here is what he does: He first 
blasts the rock containing the ore, then he 
crushes the rock to powder, separates the 
ore by magnetism, makes the ore into 
brickettes, and runs the brickettes through 
a blast furnace. He has to use the blast 
furnace because he cannot otherwise sep- 
arate afl the earthy impurities from the 
ore, and when he gets his pig iron from 
the furnace he is no farther advanced than 
we are after merely running the sand 
through the scparator.’”’ 

“Is it neceseary to have the sand dry to 
extract the ore?’’ 

“We prefer tovhave it dry. We can use 
it mixed with water so as to run through in 
liquid form, but the operation is a little 
slower than with dry sand. However, the 
sand can be dried at small cost. The Barber 
Asphalt company has offered to furnish us 
a drier that will do the work at an expense 
of two cents a ton. 


May Adopt It in Japan. 


**I have reason to believe that my process 
of separation and reduction is about to be 
adopted on a large scale in Japan. I am 
acquainted with an exceptionally bright 
young Japanese, who was educated in one 
of our American colleges, and who was for 
a time a visitor at my house. Several 
months ago I wrote to him explaining the 
process. Since then I have seen an article 
in the Iron Age relating that the Japanese 
Diet had appropriated $2,000,000 for a large 
steel manufacturing plant for the pumpose 
of making Siemens and other kinds of steel 
from ‘Japan ore,’ or magnetic iron sand. 
The Japs are shrewd people, quick to adopt 
new ideas, and I am much inclined to the 
belief that my Oriental friend has brought 
my invention to the notice of his govern- 
ment.’’ 


RECALLS THE OLD EXPOSITION. 


Midwinter Fair Similar to the Lake 
Front Show Opens on Dec. 18 in 
the Coliseum. 


The annual industrial exposition of Chi- 
cago, which for nearly twenty years was 
an established feature of the city, will be 
revived in a style more elaborate than any 
inter-State industrial exposition that has 
ever been held in this country. Although 
so desirable a location could not be secured, 
a suitable building was prepared. The 
Coliseum, located almost at the main en- 
trance of the World’s Fair, the largest build- 
ing under one roof, has been secured fora 
midwinter fair, which will open on Saturday, 
evening, Dec. 18. It will continue for five 
months, closing on May, 15, 1898. The ex- 
position may become anannualaffair. Pos- 
sibly it will not be a midwinter fair each 
year. If it is deemed advisable, it will be 
held at another season of the year after 1898. 

The Western Attraction company, which 
will conduct the exposition, has been incor- 
porated with a capital of $250,000. A delega- 
tion has been actively at work for the last 
seven months making arrangements for the 
exposition, and it has succeeded in making 
contracts with several hundred firms, who 
have taken more than nine-tenths of the 
space in the building. These exhibiters in- 
clude many Chicago firms, and eight or ten 
of the Middle States are represented. 

In the conduct of the midwinter fair amuse- 
ment features will largely predominate. 
A section of the building has been set apart 
for an art gallery. A menagerie will be an 
adjunct of the show. Almost the entire 
gallery will be taken up by midway displays. 
There will be a Chinese theater, Turkish 
theater, Streets of Cairo, Cuban village, In- 
dian village, Japanese village, and the like. 
In the center of thte great structure a space 
about 250x150 feet has been floored over and 
will be devoted to cycle skating.

All the women who belong to this new and 
decidedly original club are a little bashful 
about talking of or owning to membership 
in it as yet, but they are all quite as enthu- 
siastic in regard to the old-new exercise 
as the one quoted, and wonderful tales of 
brightened color, improved complexions, and 
sparkling eyes they tell. 

In -fact, taking their enthusiasm and the 
knowledge that the recently discovered beau- 
tifying effects of systematic housework are 
within the reachi of nearly every woman in 
Chicago into account, it seems probable that 
the much tried housekeepers of the city 
will soon be enabled to send their house- 
maids about their business, and themselves 
joyfully undertake ali the so-called “ hard 
work” of their establishments. ; 

Gone through with for beauty’s sake it will 
no longer seem hard, “ flat, stale, or un- 
profitable,”’ and it may be that the solution 
of the long-discussed servant girl problem 
is to be thus arrived at. Chicago women 
may eventually win renown as the women 
who are absolutely independent of the 
Bridget class, and win it simply by doing, 
for the sake of their good looks, the hitherto 
despised work of their own households. 

“TI really think,’’ said Dr. Smith recently, 
in speaking of the subject, “* that housework 
is better for the average woman and her 
good looks than very much of the gymnasium 
training for which to many women go in so 
heartily. In the proper doing of housework 
—not the rougher portions of it, perhaps, 
but certainly almost everything which a 
woman is likely to do in her own home—al- 
most every muscle is called into action, and 
especially those which women usually de- 
sire to improve for beauty’s sake. Lifting, 
pulling, pushing, swaying, bending, all the 
exercise which ‘gym’ workers admire and 
practice, come unsought to the woman who 
assists with her own housekeeping, and the 
results of a systematic course of sweeping, 
particularly, are remarkably good. I have 
recommended such a course many a time to 
women who wanted to develop or improve 
their forms and complexions, and the end 
has always more than justified the means. 
I know several young ladies now who are 
keeping house for their mothers and ac- 
quiring beauty at one and the same time, 
and I wish that plenty of other girls might 
be induced to try the same idea.”’

The skirt was made rounded at the waist 
like a fourreau, in front and at the sides, 
and has broad plaits behind over a small 
featherbone bustle attached to the belt. It 
was lined with stiff taffeta of the same shade 
as the cloth, and was trimmed with three 
rows of tho cloth, cut on the cross, in loops, 
crossed by narrow bands laid on vertically 
and pointed at each end.

The corsage was in the form of a blouse, 
made with a short basque.

It is of beige cloth trimmed with white 
silk braid and a slight decoration of white 
satin. The skirt is made round and very 
tight-fitting in front.and at the sides, with 
the fullness thrown well behind over a little 
light bustle, reeds of featherbone being let 
into the lining at intervals between the 
bustle and the hem to keep the folds well 
away from the figure, this being one of the 
latest tricks of fashion. 

The apron breadth is edged with white 
silk braid laid on in scrolls branching away 
from the line of braid that follows the 
seam. This decoration stops a few inches 
from the bottom and turns away from the 
front to extend about the éntire skirt at the 
sides and back. The skirt is lined with silk 
to match the cloth. 

The smart corsage is gathcred full at the 
waist, but does not pouch or blouse, being 
drawn down into the belt snugly.

The 
men are healthy and seek, without finding, 
employment in the Stock-Yards. They are 
a jolly lot and do not breed crime because 
allowed to stay. The interior suggests a 
logging camp.
